This 
thought is moft profitable ; this be- 
comes man, and is not unworthy of 
God. Here is difcovered a plain of fuch 
■ vaft extent to thinV on , that none was 
everableyettorun it over with think- 
ing, pnemay feek an end in this mat- 
ter, which he fhall never find : ^Eternity 
knows no end , its not acquainted with 
any bounds , and for limits it admits of 
none: Eternity beft deferves ta be 
thought on. 

Ten years ago I exppfed a draught of 
Eternity to the pulick view : it remains 
now for us to fet before your eyes fome- 
thing as to the eternity of the Damned : 
this requires our more ferions reflexion;; 

I ,it being not fulicicnt for us to fcrape^ 

fomewhac from the ontfides of it, which' 
may fcrvc us to hear , write > or talkof ; 
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wemufiproceediurtbec , andlodgcE- 
ternity in the very bofome of our fouls, 
wherefore the task of this Chapter (liali 
be, to declare what we mean, when wc 
write on the eternity of the Damned.

"well might I beleive the Opinions of 
" great men. Befides I had fo much 
•' hope, that I now began to be irkfome 
*' to my felf , now I defpifcd the rem* 
"nant of my feeble age, asbeingabouc 
" to enter into that imtnenfe time , and 
" the poffeflton of all ages : But the re- 
•** ceit of thy EpifHe avyakncd me , and fo 
^,^* I loft my goodly Dream j which , not- 
'■ withftanding i*Ie to again, when I have 

**done 
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"done with thee , and hereby redeem 
f* what formerly I loft. 

Ijam almoft now of that OpinipD , 
which FUvtHS LftetHs Dexter of Barti- 
MMf an ancient Hirtorian, one who had 
Command in the Eaftern Empire , and 
an intimate ftiehd to St. H'ter»m , deli- 
vers in a Chtonicle of his at the year of 
Chrift our Saviour fixty four in thefe 
exprcfs words: " Lucitts A»h£hs Seii(cA 
" native of CortUva in Spam , by incer- 
**courfc of Letters betwixt him and Sr, 
*' P4«/,had a good Opinion of Chrifiian 
" Religion , became a Chriftian private- 
*4y, and is beleived to have been hfs 
" Difcipitt ; to whom he writ with much 
" feeling during his abode in Spain. 
I For my part I affirm nothing in this 
particular , but reverence the tcftimony 
of the Ancient Chronicler : Yet certain 
ItiiyJmAm Senecx did not only begin 
to think of, but likewifeto beleive an E- 
ternity* Wc may obferve this mans 
deep-fearching Wit ; he attempted, and 
went on moft attentively to weigh Eter- 
nity in ifts proper Ballance: The con- 
templation whereof he compares to a 
Dream , which lulls aQeep^the toylfome 
watches of the outward fenfes , *pd^ 
commands tha inward to keep- ftria 

CentJ- 
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Cerninel. This^thisis to meditate, and 
iqbe vvithdrawn from this ,Ann*m was 
much unwilling ; in regard rhis kind of 
meditation proved fo beneficial to him, 
as himfelf declares faying : ** Icontem* 
" ned the fmail refidue of my life , and 
>* ftretched my feJf forward into chac 
"Volume of Ages never to be unfoul- 
« ded. 

Sentpa by this time had a loathing 
of all things , if compared to the fole 
poffeflion of that never ending Cir- 
cle of times. When Heathens meditate 
in this manner upon Eternity, what 
does it behove us Chriftians to do ? Ottf 
beleif of Eternity is bootlefs, ifwcfel" 
dome or tepedly think on it, Many are 
the reafons which may move us dayly 
tomeditatc upon eternity: take this 
one in lieu of many : Eternity mollifies 
our hearts when they areas hard as nine 
and Steel; it quite vanqui{heih all the 
Tlubbornnefsof our Soul, That man is 
lofl whom Eternity doth not draw to a 
better life ; he may take his coiirfe , he 
may perifb, who is in fuch a dead-fleep, 
as this dreadful thunder cannot awakp 
him. 

Here one may oV]z&. ; The Flames o£ 
Hdl-firemayweUbccaft in ihcir way, 

who 
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who run amain towards Hell : why do 
you with them terrific thofe , that are 
dayly longing after Heaven ; that abftain 
from fin not fo much for fear of pu- 
nifhment, as for love of God? What 
need thefc fo frequently to contemplate 
thofe flames eternal ? They need very 
much. Wherefore I (hall lay down 
three documents, whereunto we arc 
concerned often to lookback in this en- 
fuing difcourfe.

THe firft Document is: All Holy 
men are partakers of no fmall com- 
fort by this contemplation of Hell : foe 
whilcft theyafluredly truft thetnfelycs 
to be out of the reach of thofe fcorching 
heats, their hearts even leap for joy ; ac- 
companied with moft amorous thankf* 
giving , moft profound contempt of 
themfelves , and a moft ample extolling 
of the Divine bouncy. But for as much , 
as men of an upright confcience do flip 
and have their fay lings , therefore Eter- 
,nity ever and anon plucks therai , as ic 
were by the fleeve , and fayes .• —Be- 
ware , look to thy felf , thou art not yec 
(honfrec ; thou kiicJwft not whether in 
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(7) 
Gods favour, thou (halt give up thy 
Ghoft: Final perfeverance is a meet 
gift of God , a meer Grace , which 
we are not able by any a(aions of 
our ciwn to merit;: in this point it is 
not lawful to caH God our debtour , he 
ftandsdifingagcdto everyone. < If then 
God deny to bcftow this grace qpon 
thee, tiiQu art utterly undone for ever.

workis. This cogitation alone teacheg^> 
iiiaDifcftly,thacwe pwe all to Godi^JS 
tQ bar Soveraign Lord ; and that wqcan 
joeVcr?fcttc him fo worthily, ks ,wi5 
lOBght; but muft needs tcknowledgjt-, 
l^bac what ever wc do i? itot infwcrable 

to 
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to ,^ bui far below fo great a Majefiy. 
This fame confidcration of Eccrnky puts 
us in mind of the prefent condicion of 
our life $ and Wichal fvarns us , that now 
icif time co take pains in erniog repofe 
mchouc end*, that years eternal will en- 
fuc, in which we may neither labaur, 
oormericany thing at all. 

I remember to have read, and that

And does the matter ftand - eVen 
thus? Will no one of Reafon , if he 
might enjoy three Kingdoms , take ufi 
his quarters , as aforefaid , during the 
fpace of thirty or forty years ? what ra- 
ging niadnefs then ,and blind folly is It, 
for trifles , for toyes , for babies to will 
and do that, for which thou miil^ bs

More truly may I fay .• O night how 
long art thou , which brings not old age, 
but Death a thoufand times, and ottncr /

felf beyond the limits of aa age, Thac 
night is excefTivelong, after which never 
day appears ; that night is full of Horror, 
which is enveloped in ecerntl darknels :

" is wrapped in bitternefs. The Damn- 
ed neither fee , nor ever fhall fee their 
Maker, for whofe fight neverthelefs 
^:hey were made. This darknefs it their 
6rft Tormenr, of which 
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SECT. I 

•Here be two kinds ; one called uc- 
j^ cerdarknefsor of body, the other 
of the mind or inner darknefs. Thofe 
(arr fnrpafs that of iEgypt , though ne- 
ver fo horrid and palpable. Fire burns in 
Hell, but gives no light : fo that all arc 
fliut upin adarkfome Piifon. 
AdThe- Eieaantly fpeaks St. Chrjfofiome o^ 
od. lapf. jI^i^ punirhment faying : « We fhall all 
« mourn moft fadly, when the Fire with 
"vehemence opprelkth us: Wefhall 
"fee none, belides thofe who are fel- 
<« lows in damnation , and a vaft folli- 
« tude. Who can exprefs what dread- 
"fulftiohts will arife from this dark- 
«*nefs?°As that fire has no power to 
« confiime , foic cannot ftiinc; bther- 
*' wife there would be no darkn&fs: 
" which brings upon thofe Inhabitants 
" Fear , Trembling , Solitude , and a 
" numnefs with amazement. 

As for inward darknefs, which School- 
men term Pain of lofs.oz a privation of 
the fight of God ; this is fo great a pu- 
nithment, that none greater can be in- 
Biaed : For as to fee God is bills it felf, 
and the top of Felicity, fo to be, depiived 

ot 



of the vifion of God for ever , is the 
chiefeftpain of the Damned ; whence 
arifeth in their wills a marvellous kind^ 
of forrow. 

TheFaulcon, while his eyes areco* 
vered with the hood , flies neither after 
Duck nor Mallard, Heron, nor other 
Prey : but fo foon as the hood is pluckc 
off and he efpies his game , to the per- 
fuit whereof he is carried by Nature, tis 
not facil to keep him quiet on the Fift, 
hebaits,heflnves to break the Lures, 
and is in danger either to hurt himfelf, 
or weary his Faulconer; fo violently 
.is he carried after the Fowl he once fees 
Eye on. 

Not unlike to this is mans condition: 
While we live in this world, we feem 
to be hoodwinkt , we walk in darknefs. 
Hence tis no marvail , that we are noc 
ravifht with defil-e to fee God : there is 
a veil betwixt him and us , which cake^ 
offour eagetnefs : but immediately af- 
ter Death has rent the Veil , and the 
fouls at liberty from bodily contagionT 
it being now plac*din ihevaft extent o£ 
Eternity, and put into poffeflion of its 
freedome, will forthwith be carried a- 
way with fnch violence towards its 
Creator, that of all Torments , this 

will 
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will be greater, to be but one fole mi- 
nute dsbarr'd from the fruition of God. 
. What then will it be , to be divorced for 
all Eternity fi om the beloved Center of 
Bounty? the very heij^bt of blifs is to 
fee God .• which King Duvid prudently 
Pf.itf.i J wifighins faie;?, / ^^lllfe fllle^d, when thy 
Glory ^aU appear : The extraa rhen of 
all mifenes will it be , for ever to be ba- 
niflit the prefence of God, 
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SECT. a. 

' Very lofs is fo much the greater, by 
^how much the greater good it de- 
prives us of. Tisagreat Fine to be en- 
forced to pay ten thoufand Crowns , 
twenty or thirty is greater, but above 
all is an hundred thoufand : Yet this is 
far exceeded by another damage, whish 
robs one of many Millions of Gold ,yea 
ofallTreafures too, during life. Such ^ 
/ mulA as this is thai penalty ofdarknefs, j 

which at one HroVe divides from all 
good, not only for life , but O! for all 
Eternity. 
Totn. f . Here St. ChryfoFtome artonirtit " In 
ad pop. "this point ( faies / if you mention a 
«* thoufand Hells ,you come (horn oftha 
grief a Soul endures by her feparati- 
*' "on 
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"■ on from Heaven. Hell, I muft con- 
" fefs, is intollerable ; yet far more nn- 
" fufferabic is it to lofc the Inherit a rce 
** of Blifs. Let this matter ferve to bu- 
" fie thy thoughts in. He inculcates the Tom, »; 
fame in another place. *' A thoufand ^^'Mait, 
«^* hells put into one fcale , weigh rio- 
'* thing, to thi being exild fiom Glory, 
*' to the being hated of Chrirt, and hea- 
rting from him , I know you nor. 

Every tree that deth not jeiU good 
Fruit, (hall be eut down, and cafi into the ^^j*"' ^' 
i^rff. Here is a double punifhment of the 
Tree : To be cut down, and catt into the 
fire. A tree weie more gently dealt 
with, i; It were finged with fire , then if 
it were fo grubbed up by the roots, that 
hereafter you may defpair to have it ei- 
ther flourifli or bting forth fruit. The 
like is mans cafe in this particular, whofe 
pain would be m.ilder to undergo thofe 
icorching heats , then to be for ever ba- 
niflit from the Face of God. 

A femblance , or fliadow of what I 
fay, may be met with even in this life : 
Such as have grievoiifly finned againft 
God , are fometimes fcourged with a 
twofold whip .- The fir ft of pain ; fo Ah'. 
tieehtts and Herod yet ' alive , burft out 
into fwarms of Vermin, as if they had 

been 
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been dead Garcaffes , or rotten Cheefe, 
certainly ctiey were fmiccen by God. 
The fecond is the fcourge of AnguiQi or 
fadnefsj whereby all folace is taken from 
the offender, who by this time finds no 
comfort in God. This is anante-patt, or 
foretaft o\ Hell : whereof notwithllan- 
ding eminent Saints have had their 
fliare .• Therefore Holy David cries out 
Cafi me not away from thy face: tHrn not , 
tmay thy face fromme. Now as it fares 
both with Saints and Sinners , who even 
in this life taft of the pain oiSenfe and 
Lofs , that they may be in "ormed what 
paffesin Hell : So thofe whofe wicked- 
nefs hjirls them down thither, groan on- 
der the heavy burden of both kinds of 
pani{hmenc , and {hall fee no light for 
ever. 

SECT. 3. 

ANyope mortal fin isfufficientco 
make us lofe this bleffed Vifionof 
God : for , as the Matter of Divines deli- 
vers , who ever commits a mortal fin , 
cuEDS away his will from his laft end, 
and thereby defecves never co attain 
that end , tot which he was . created^ 
Lpng ago was che Senceace pronounced 

againft 
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againft thfe, "Def art from me all ye ttoat y^^^^ ^^ 
work,^mqHity, This is a mo(i orievous 13. 
punifihraenr, which by mans Fault is; 
yet much increafed : as will appear by 
thefollowing example. 

A certain perfon might have been 
polTeft of an Inheritance worth ten 
thoufand Crowns, but through a floath- 
ful carelefnefs lets the time tiiip , and fo 
falls fhort ot it. When tis too late , he 
perceives what a Fat Moricl has efcaped 
him; whereupon he florms , he ragesi> 
he is ready to tear himfelf in peices ; and 
fomctimes by violence of greif dies in- 
deed. This fame happens to each one 
of the Damned j I might, faies he, grace 
was not wanting , I was called upon .♦ I 
might, Alas / 1 migbr, it was in my pow- 
er, but I would not. I am juflly exclu- 
ded from that SoveraigoGood , and for 
ever I fliall not behold light, becaufel 
would not behold it, 

A grief it is not to be expreft , for one 
tocalltomind, how through his own 
fault he is deprived of fo great a good. 
Wondcrnotvthiscaonotbeexpreft; for' 
fince our thonobts cannot dive into 
thofe hidden joyes of Heaven • fince we 
comprehend not what it is to fee God ; 
nonoarvail wedo not fetafufficientefii- 
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mate upon the lofs of ic-. An Infiinc, 
when the Parents die , knows not what 
it loff s by chcic death : therefore it nei- 
ther fighs nor weeps. Thus we do, 
when we fin* we little know, poor 
wretches / what Treafures we cart a- 

None in this life is overwhelmed 
with fuch extream Miferies , but he may 
find fomeflender fpaise to breach in.Be- 
fides we have no.exaa knowledge how 
affairs ftand in the World to come. 
Hence you may perchance find tome 
one who, with GlUmer King of the fVan- 
ddi, will Ungh under a great bardeii of 
evils. But know, all Laughter is banilht 

ftomhcU. . ^ r 4 

In every mortal crime , Averfton and 
C»HtftrftoH are chiefly confiderable. To 
fpeak with Divines , he that fins , averts 
himfelf from the Creatour, and converts 
himfelf to the Creature : which is a two- 
fold injury to God : To averfion there- 
fore corresponds the, pain of lofs, as 

to converfion that of fence; this 
yeilds to the other fo much , that he , 
who felt the firft alone » w»uld be fat 
from laughing, would have Hell e- 

Gen. 4. noueh in that one pain of lofs. 

ch. 14. -picked Cam anclemly made thir. 
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greivous complaint : /> thond»/cAif 
me out thu day fromthe face of the Earth, 
and from thj facejhsll I be hid. And y ec 
there was hope he might return toths 
ftatc of Grace. What Qiall I fay now of 
thofc Captives io Hell? they are caft 
out from the face of the Earth , they are 
hid from the Divine Countenance. 
Godhas now done, what he formerly 
threatned he would do : he has forfakea 
them, he has hid biiface from ihem , 
they are left to be devoured j all evil and 
Affliction is come upon them ; the grca- 
telVwhereofis, They are caft out from 
the Face of God. This which Holy 
D^ld with iterated Vowes befoughc 
God , might never befall him , is now 
i^icir Lott ; they are caft away, never to 
be admitted to favour again. « 

He needs muft have tnacter of qtceff 
five grief, who, being ready to ht' A^ 
oomred King, (hould upon a faddain be 
hurried away, and made fellow-prifo- 
ner with Theivcs. Look upon Nalnt- 
ebed0H»fer;tht worlds terror, fcatcd on* 
der the Canopy of Glory , from whence 
he was thrown headlong to be a Com* 
pntonto Bruits, amongft ihcm to learn 
howtoplay the Beaftvwho had aftetWiis 
partfoiil amoogft men. Behold King 
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5f<itfff/4* Coatclic from bis Royal Throne , 
whom , it was not thoughc fufficiem' to. 
bereave of all the gifts of Fortune, unlefs 
he were deprived of both his eyes too. 
Then wa-; verified that of Boeci.s, The 
greateff f^rf efmlfery isMrememhr one 
has been h^f^j^ No otherwife fhallthe 
Damned be haled away into Infernal 
Dens for Eternity , when they might 
have been elevated as Kings amon^lt 
the bleflfed ; never to have the leaH fenfe 
of any evil , alwaies ro be in the perfcdl 
fruition of the cheifeft good. The lofs 
of this may rigHtly be termed a lofs, and 
fuch an one as can never be worthily de- 
plored, bccaufe never to be recovered.

Couple me now this man thus fru» 
firateofhi.«?hope, with another buried 
in cftrlaHin^darknefsj and you will 
find a palpable difterence : that may re* 
move his quarters , chafe other Honors, 
tad win a new £fpoufe ; but this can 
aeither change place , nor cfcape his 
CCHmeots, he is wholly v<»d of hope and 
tnoftdefperate for ever. Neverthclefs 
be is forced to acknowledge chat God 
w«s careful of him, God called him ma<^ 
fiy times into his way again; but be 
flif Hrcd the Call , and refufed to follow 
bis guide. He knows right well where'*

Such js the condition of this life, and 
peftered wiih fo much fadnels, ihac 
fometinies we are only minded to be 
fad : No Sirens charmes , no gracious 
eticercainmencs , no Allurements of 
Pleafurcs paft , are of force to cheere us 
up: fo obflinately are we fometimes 
bene to fadnefs. It is Authentically 
Recorded of an Emperour of the laft 
Age , that he was fo oppreft with fad- 
nefs, as no Mufical Harmony , no Playcs 
Of Paftimes , no mirth or plcafing con- 
vcrfation whatever , was able to reduce 
him to cheerfulnefs. Good Lord / what 
means all this ? what inftru«ftion may 
VfC gather hence ? Thisfu^cly : O Mor- 
tals / Dp you not perceive that all hu- 
: • > ■ mine affajires are a meet painted vanity ? 
Sec you not now that your felvcs and all 
you hayCj wholly depcads on God ? 
Learn this after all , that , all your Joyes 
arnafled in.one, are not powerful, with- 
out Ged, to raife^ up to mirth a Soul 
drenched in Melancholy. 

Thematter ftands thus indeed rthoa 
baft, O God / guilty perfpns enough

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if but for one folc moment, God did 
ftiew Hi* Divine Countenance to a 
man overwhelmed with netc fo much 
greif, all Clauds o( forrow would in a 
trice b<: qnite difperfed : farr better , 
then his would be , who fuddenly awa- 
keing out of a difmal Dream , (hould 
findhimfelfinfome Ihtcly Palace fur- 
rounJed wi^h a joyful company. of his 
Bofome-friends. ,- 

Moreover to fee God is an Ocean of 
fuch immcnfe delight , that, though a 
manwi:re inPlames of fire, yet whilft 
he fa w God, through cxcefs of joy 
he would not be fcUtible of burning. 
If you fearch narrowly what effedV the 
fight of God imparts to the beholder, ic 
appears manifelily , that the lofs. of ir» 
itifinitely furpafles all forrow, allGrief, 
all Calamity, all Puniditnenc what- 
ever, 

SECT. 6, 

THis darknefs 6r privation of the 
fight of God, is the firft and chei.feft 
puniftiment of the Damned eternally : 
herewith theblindnefs ofmans heart is 
Juftly chafiifed , it being the firft and laft 
of evils in this life. He is altogether mi- 
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ftrable , who is pofleft with this Klind- 
nefs: For neither AdttiOnicions , not 
Examples, nor Menaces , nor Inftru6ti- 
ons, nor any other warning will take 
hold to do him good. This blind mad- 
Aefshatb feifed on httn , and leads him 
headlong into wickcdnefs : Tis all onz 
to commcfld a chafi and lober life unto 
him^ as to praifc colours in prefjtncc of 
a blind man. 

Of this ttamp were thofe two wiclced 
told men, treacherous Judges of the 
Dan.13, ch^^ Sufanfiay who fiftvert id their fexti, 
9. and tieclined their eyes that thej weu/d 

n»t[ie Hesven n§r remember jnfi jted^t- 
mints. Impure Love had fo bcfotted 
thefc men, that their Confcience ,will, 
andrcafon were Involved in a night of 
datknefs : even as one , who begins to 
. tumble in obfcurity , fees not how to 
I flop his c©urfc ; fo they , as they began 
to Aide, fell at length into horrid wick- 
cdnefs. 

Hence let no man wonder , if itianyj 
polluted wi(h foul offences, proceed 
withoM fcruple; fmce blindncfs hath 
prepoffcft their fouls. Their former 
K faults bereaved them of day , fo now 
theygoonfecure ondct the fhadow of 
i wicked night : they fubvert th?ir fcnfc, 

they 
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decline their eyes that they may not fee 
Heaven. M made a Covenant with his 
eyeS) that they (bould not behold a Vir* 
gin; they with theirs, not to lookup 
to Heaven ; fearing perchance lea() it 
Should ()rike them wirh lenour ,t>r a- 
mendment. 

This is the property of a Souk plun- 
jged in darknefs and (in, which therefbtre 
the pain of lofs docs moft juftly rortufc : 
you would not fee God , you (ball not 
fee him for ever.

page h<; «ole out privately at a Poffcrn 
Gate. Now that he might with more

IT* he whohas CMC of a Vineyard leave 
carelefly growi»g upon the Vine a 
bunch of ripe Grapes , and before they 
be rotten bfings them not to thoPrefs, 
the \A(inetheytnake vfiUbe fobafc and 
unftv^ury, ihat^eien a dcunkcn man 

will 
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will be loath to drink ofit. Tears of Pi- 
ety are a pretious liquor , a moft Noble 
Wine, fuch as would relliOi in the Pal- 
late of an Angel, fo they be powred ouc 
in time. 

St. Bernard affirms our tears to be 
dainties for Angels, when they proceed 
either from a Holy forrow , or from the 
love of God. But if Tears flow out of 
feafon , or not from a motive ofvertoe, 
they degenerate into a fowre and de- 
cayed wine; they become unpleafant 
and fit for none to drink. 

Thofe two Monfters of Kings, Herod 
aid ^»/i00i&M4 wept , but their weeping 
was counterfeit , their Tears came too 
late . Efau faith St. Paul yfoHnino ftuce 
ef Refentance , although with Tears he had ^**»*» 
f»Hgkt it. Tears out ot time are ungrate- 
tul and carry a taft of the Drcggs. 

The fpace of this life is a'timeto 
weep in. They that foi* in Tears, JhattfC,ix< 
reapinjeyfttlnefs, G»img thej went Mrd 
Tfefty cafiing their feeds, 1 his is the way 
to powre ont Wine of the choiceft per- 
fume ,moft Delicious to the taft ,of Aa^ 
gels. 

Sometimes in the night the Elephant 
iff pbfcrved to mourn fadly ^ as one who 
bemoans his own flaveiy. while we 

live 
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live we ire in i oight, and aUs / coo of< 
ten are (laves to Vices; Why do we 
nor bewail this moft wretched Servi- 
tude ? He leaves Grapes to rot upon 
the Vine , who with Peter and Magda-' 
ten refufeth to weep. In the orheu world 
teat* come too lace , let us Weep amain 
in this. Wo rothofe miferablc Crea- 
tures, who go into that Houfe of Eter- 
nal wailing : there th«y muft begin to 
weep,biiT (hall never meet with the end 
, of it .• Eternity fills their eyes with per-, 
petual tears. 

This is their fecond Torrnent in Hell 
Weeping ; whereof our Savio'ir fpeaks

Concerning timely weeping , truth ir 
felt hath fpoken : Slewed are they that: ^ 
tffottrn, for they fhall be etrnforted.

ing; there eternal tears are void of all 
comfort. That ot the Poet is well

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world. Nevetthelcfs thonghthe Dam- 
oedhowl and wail moli bitterly, yet 
they, (hed not one fole tear* even a$ 
gracelefs children , who when chaliired 
bythcic Parents , pact not with one f»U 
drop from their eyes , becaufe they are 
^rown Biff- hear ted againd ftripes: In 
like manner the damned , whofe will is 
mod obHioate , albdc chey rage . they 
roar, and fill the air with horrid oiit- 
cties , notwithfhnding no moyfture of 
piety ilfnes from their eyes . All of r hem 
fill their Denns with confufed bowlines, 
as beifls do, which are prefemly to be 
lead away to the flaughter. Oi)t,alis/ 
what Muiick is this , which will never 
ceafe for all eternity ? 

What St. P^«/tcttlficd of the joy es o£ 
Heaven : Neither ejt hath fecM , nor ear 
h^th heMrdy(^c, The very fame may be 
affirmed of the furious howling of the 
Damned ? Such lamentable complaints, 
fuch oucragious wailings , fuch terrible 
roarings are thofe of the damned, thac 
no one hath ever heard the like. 

Lpc as call to mind , I befeech you , 
thofe cruel Gardens of TSTW**, wherein h& 
ufedtofupp, while Chciitians on every 
tide being faiined co ft^kes, werebarned 
wichaflovr ^ccco ferve as Torches in

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the night. How fad and lamentable wer« 
thehofvlings ofthefcChridians? Ima- 
gine only a thoufand tyed in this man- 
ner amidfl chc flames, and as many more 
with their thighs broken upon a Rack 
yet ali?^, with pitriful moans bewailing 
the grearnefs of their tormencs. What 
a doleful noi "c would this be f But alas /. 
what are a thoufand Crncified men en- 
coaipaffed with fire, what area thoufand 
upon tlie Rack . i compared to^fomany 
thoufand thoufands.fomany Millions of 
darned men and Devils, all whofe fearful 
outcrycsand way ling each one, as an 
evil moft near unto him , (hall diftioaiy 
perceive ?

Hv:)W- ungraceful Mufick would it be , 
if your neighbour had aKennel of Dogs, 
who with continual barking (hould keep 
a reftlefs fick man all night awake ? ' But ' 
O how melodious would this cry of 
dogs be / O how gentle , how ftiort-la- 
fting would this Hell appear ; if compa- 
red to thofe fiery caverns repleniftied 
with eternal howling .' 

Yet this.is a juft puuifliment for un- 
chaft amorous fongs, for lafcivious 
ftrains : in place whereof, wo, wo, wo 
eveilafting will fill their ears. The dam- 
ned v\^ill curfc God and his Saints with- 
out ceafing, yea and themfelves too, 
together with all who have been their 
companions in fin .• The Father will 
curfehisSon, the Son the Father; the 
Mother her Daughter , and the Daugh- 
ter her Mother ; they will curfe all the 
yearsjdayes iahd houres of their lives for 
ever. 

But^ they will weep with dry cheeks 

for nothing Co much , as for ihaclhame- 

H 
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ful lofs of time : to have laviflbt fo man/ 
good houres, fo many dayes, weeks, 
monethsand years, and that with fo 
much idlenefs, will be unto them caufe 
of moft peircing grief, but alas / too 
late. 

Peter ReginaUw recounts, how a Re- 
ligious man being at his prayers heard a 
doleful voice .• he demanded who was 
there, w^y he mourned, what would he 
have ? Whereunto the voice made an- 
fwer ; I am one of the damoed. Where- 
fore Creplyed the other) doft thou 
mourn fo fadly ? to whom the voice faij, 
I and the reft of the damned bewail no- 
thing fo bitterly , as to have confumed 
the fpace of our lives in wickcdnefs. Ouc 
alas / one houres time had been fuffici- 
cnt to gain that, which from henceforth 
for all eternity will not be granted. 

This faying was too true , but too 
late Thereupon grew that pious cuflome 
amongft the vertuous,. every hour to 
rtifc up the mind towards Heaven, with 
thefe or the like words : O my Lord , O 
my God.'

In the very height of 
joUttj and mirth at the fVtddin^ , againfi 
one in claathed this fentence palfed : C aft 
him into utter dark,*>efs, there jhatl htt vret' 
fing and' gnafhingff teeth. 

Weeping wants no folacc ., while the 
dead, we mourn for , is yet within our 
doors; bit fofopnasbe is carried out 
n oc to return , fo foon as he is call into 
a hole , not to come out till the day of 
Judgement, here whole fhowres are 
powred out , here we give him a mod 
forroMul aitd laft farwel .• Thus all 
moarningin this world has its comfort. 
Yet, even as, thofe, who dream they 
weep . when the dceam is Qver>find theic 
cheeks dry , and wonder they were fo 
fadly deluded • in like manner when the 
deceitful dreams of this life are pad, and 
we awake to eternity, we (hall both ad- 
mire and condemn our tears without 
fruit.

Weeping (hall pro- 
ceed from fire , gnafliing of teeth from 
Inexplicable cold. Where mark by the 
way , the damned (hall ever have theic 
fenfcs moft lively, that they mayfuf- 
fer. 

This may be obferved , in thofc who 
are fick of a Feavour , in whom becaufe 
the fenfc of pain is quick, therefore 
they whet their teeth to cut the vio- 
lence of their Malady in pieces. In this 
fort the damned enjoy the omcknefs of 
fcnfes naoft entirely , that they may be 
fenfible of their torments ; therefore, as 
if chey could mitegate their fufferings , 
they are faid to weep and whet one tooth 
againft another.

If thofe in the Valley cither heat 
not , or aeighc fo truiiy a Momtcr, they 
runn upon their own ruinc. Does the 
Ice deceive them? Does the water 
fwallow them up? Docs the cold dc- 
ftroY them.? Let them thank them- 
felves. They were forewarned; but 
their' rafti boldnefs contemned the 
warning: He is loft through his own, 
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fanit, who peridiech in this Utiao* 
oer. 

No othenwinp God and his Saintf 
have formerly given, and do continue' 
ally give warning : Pleafurc is a fraq- 
duient Ice , dtpart from it; it confcfis 
the eyes with a brickie out fide , truiiic 
not • this deceitful way will ere long fall 
in peices , do nor go forward , unlefs yc 
have a mind to be overwhelmed.

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gireateft of evils compared are to Be 
held in efteem^: fuch an evil is thir , in 
QuintlUians o^miovk, is hunger ; amongft 
all miferies worthily accounted the 
chiefeft. This aficrtionis not without 
reafon: (ince both by ancieoc and mo- 
dern Hiftory it is apparent . that extre- 
mity of hunger fometimcs brings men 
to that height of madnefs, as to tear 
their own flefh in pieces with their 
teeth , and to nouriflh their bodies by 
impaiiog them. Zena the Emperour 
did thus , who was buried before he was 
dead. 

Isicfo indeed? is nine diyes hunger 
fo cruel a kmdbfdeach , that whatfoe- 
vcrdeath compared unto it, may be re- 
puted a gentle puniQiment? What thea 
will a Famine often years, of a hun- 
dred, a thoarand , a million of ages be ^ 
*from which all hopeof releif is quite cue 
oflf? I may truly fay of this: hunger is 
the (harpeftof neceflities > iiungetis the 
worftofmiferies. 

This rageing evil is the third torment 
of that doiefiil eternity. The Prophet 
long ago threatnfed this kmd of puniih- 
ment.- They (hMUfuffer Famine as d^fu 
Hcis truly nuferable , who having * de- 
fire to eat , finds nothing to affwage his 

E a hun- 
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hucet : mueh more is he, who alwaies 
gapw aftet.meat with a greedy appeS- 
tite, but meets with nothing, nor ever 
(hall, to fatisfie hisftomack. Nay fur- 
ther yet , heis not only ' affli6i:ed with 
extream hunger , but is parched with 
moft vehement thlrft befide. Such is the 
hunger jfuch the thifft of the damned ; 
whereof in the enfuing Chapter,

much kindnefs kills me: Fain I would 
be refreflit, uotflified : I weuldi)e nou- 
riftit i not choaked : lam not to be 
fluffed with meat,. as a.Boulfter with 
Feathers :, This fort of good will hurts 
me worfe , then- hatred or emptinefj. 
Thefe are the: coitiplaitjts pf the flo-. 
mach : Of which St. C^rj/fifiomc de-

The fecond fault is , to have a long- 
ing of Cuch, delicate and coftly viands, 
that of neceflity the Sea.muft be divi- 
ded iatoi»rAnd (hell (iChes fetched from. 
thejioJmownihbres of the remote(t 
Seas. Befides the Feafant , other forts 
of fovwUmo^ezhad, to fatisfie ambition 
in the'.KitehiB* What a dainty ftomacb 
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will fcarccly admit of muft be brought 
in from the fatthefl Ocean : To pleaCo 
the Palate , which loaths ordinary fare ., 
feitch is made farr and near : the whole 
world mul^ be ranfacked for belly cheer, 
which is then dsdntiefl when desired • 
So Mag^baltu Emperour , inhabiting 
the Sea coft , would never feed upon 
fi(h. Thefe kindof people are podeft 
with a hunger of greater extent, then 
their belly : they vomit that they may 
druk , and drink that they may vomit : 
Bankets fought (or thcoughouc the 
Worldj.they greedily devour, which by 
and by they rejed the fame way they 
were received. 

Obfervc here by the way : That is 
accounted a Soverain di(h though o- 
fherwife mo(l vile , which the appetite 
moB longs for. Hence it may Come to 
pafs, that one may offend more grieve- 
oufly with fearing on toad«(iools , then 
another on Partridge and Feafants. 
£/4ifwa5 reprehended for over greedi- 
ly gurmandiiing a di(h of Pulfe'Po|- 
tage , not for eating fat Hens or Ca- 
pons. 

The third fault is, to lavilb too much 
time and treafure in feaAiog; many

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fead in a Circle as the children of /#f 
did ; they leave fcarce one day in a yeac 
free from Riot andExceife in Banque- 
ting. 

Parents now and then Prophefie to 
their children .-Wo be to thee my boy, 
when thou comef) into grange coun- 
tries , where thou (halt want thofc dain- 
ties thou didtt enjoy at home .• How un- 
couth will it be for thee either to take 
pains or ftai ve } The like may be rerut- 
ned to the Parents • Wo be to you, who 
feed plentifully every day, how will 
you be able to digell Hunger and 

Thirft? :; 

The fourth fault of Gluttony is, rafli- 
ly to violate the Laws of Fa(^, or at leaft 
to expound them as they \\[\, Hence the 
fa(l of torty dayes in Lent is changed in- 
to ten or twenty dayes temperance* 
Many beleiye they are fafting , when 
they are not drunk. NVc arc now come 
to that pafs , as to perfwadeour felves , 
that {afting was only ordained for Reli- 
gious People ; others are fo favourable 
Interpreters of this Law, as they Hilt 
find fome excufe to free them from ft- 
fling. But the Phyfitian , you fay, indl 
my Coofcffoui: e^mpt me f rom fafHog:

Confidet what a great fliare of our 
mifery it is, that we neither value i nor 
fomciently underftand the sffaires of 
the next life.j Which of us has made 
tryal of extream Famine? Hence we 
weigh not ou r own , nor the Famine in 
Hell. A pattern of this manifeftly ap- 
t>earsin Cities Befieged, and inclofe 
Prifons .• For to that extrcariiity arc 
people brought by rageing hunger , that 
not only Dogs , Cats and Horfes , bnc * 
alfo Mice, Serpents and Toads are grec- ▼ 
dily devoured by them : they pluck the 
Grafs up by the roots , they Urip their 
Bucklers oflf their skins to feed ons 
Hunger compels therii to tonvert intd 

mans 
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ttiafis meat the Excremctits of Birds 
andBeaasj.yea and the bodies too of 
their'deareft friends. , 

Camytfet, as 5*»^M relates , cpndu- 
Lib.j.dc^gd a vaCi Army through Sands and 
*^*' Defer ts into ^thitpia: but being 
fcarfe well entied upon their march, 
their Victuals and Provifion failed , 
their way was onknown unco them , and 
thac barren and barbarous Nation 
afforded them no releif. Tender fprouts 
and tops of trees fupplycd their wants 
in the begining , afterwards they boyled 
sVins or what ever they met with to 
affwage their hunger ; m fine , neitliec 
finding Herbs , Rats nor Cartel , they 
flaughtercd every tenth man, a remedy 
aoainrt Famine wocfc then Famine it 

felf 

This was bat a little , Hnnger put 
theni upon more cruel defigns: The 
Mothers butchered their own Children 
as ifihey had been Chickens , andwuh 
i^ their own teeth tore in peices members 
■ dearer then their life. This may yec 
feem little when compared to more 
wild attempts : How often have people 
in Prifon maffacred themfelyes througti 
hunser , apd fed upon their own limbs? 
" >=» ' what 
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what way foever they could lay hold up- 
on arms or (boulders, thither their teeth, 
haftned to make a prey of themfelvcs ta 
their own deflru<ftioD.

Tothefe Torments that other may 
ba adjoyned : Divines affirme , thac 
the delights in Heaven ftiall be fo a- 
boundant , as to fill all the Members and 
Senfes of the bleffed with peculiar hap- 
pinefs : Hereypon the taft and tongue 
(hall fwim in a juice of moft delicious 
fweetnefs; info much that each one of 
the blefled may feem to enjoy this Di- 
vine repaid, according to, and beyond all 
they can defire, 

. Contrary wife that malignant tongue 

of the Damned {hall flow in bitter Gall ; 

Deut ^.tbiswas foretold by the Hebrew Pro- 

ch. *3»! P'^*^ •' ^^* ^^^^ ''f Dragons their fVine, 

and the Venim of Afps unettrdble, ^ No 

; fweetnefs can be of force to mitigate 

this hunger , or temper thcbitternefs 

- of this Gall ; their torments are uncu- 

table. 

Moreover fome are of opinion , that 
ihcy are^ affliiSled with moft cruel fits o£ 
the tooth-ach : who ever has experien- 
ced thefe in this life , let himiflaagine 
bow afBi(ftive they will beafter death* 
; ;_ , In cafe there were no other torments ia 
. Hell, bcfides thofe of the teeth or head- 
akejfor Gout or Stone , aad:tbeft being. 

to 
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to endure for ever , what expences , la- 
bour and royl would one undcroo to be 
quit of them ? But we fear and fear not 
thefe things, while with exceeding 
cheerfulnefs we commit fins more to be 
feared. 

In Inns now and then wee feed plen- 
tifully ,we drink off full bowls , we fine 
merrily we dance and skip about ; but 
as foon as the Hoft brings in the reckc- 
ning and calls his guefis to an accounr, 
they «re at a ftand , they look one upon 
another, and atlenght break forth iota 
thefe words : would to God we had ne- 
ver come hither / our Ihotis wonderful 
dear. 

Whije we are here on our journey, 
we live in in Inn and unmindful of the 
reckoning, Feafl jovially, caroufe till 
within night, fing, fport and dance. But 
who will difcharge the fliot ? O pcopfe 
illadvifed.' We muftpaya juft rcckb- 
mng , though a dear one. Tis we have 
Banketted, Quaffed, and playd the good 
fellows J tis we have wafted our health , 
age and fubftance in riotous company 
keeping: Now mine Hofl calls for a 
difcharge , juft debrs muft be paid , 
Crcditoura will have fatisfaaion eithec 

from 
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irom our Piirfes or ^ t'erfonsi , , 
Wc have cateti, but mchexcefs, with 
too much expeiicc and delccacy ; we 
have Fealkd , but too often, and at too 
high a rate : We have farted , but in a 
prophane manner and too feldome ; we 
have buried pur felves in Wine , we 
muft now digeft the furfetting. Wo , 
because we (hall be hungry .• eternal Fa- 
mine, thirHs eterfial expe5i:s us : O what 
a Supper after a lull , but fhort dinner/ 
while the damned lived they fecm to 
have licked nothing but fait, fo rageing 
Ss their thirft in hell. ^ 

How horrible a torment thirft is , it 
is hard for any one to exprefs , unlets he 
have made fome certain tryal thereof: 
In this particular wc may well credit 
the fick, who are frequently Co tortured 
ffith thirft , that they efleem it the ve- 
ry dregs of their diftempercd cup , or 
their gtcateft difcafe. 
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THc Rich Glutton thrufling out his 
fcotched Torgue cries in hideous 
manner : 1 am tornnemed in this flame , 
O one drop from the tip of a finger to 
refrefli me. Lo,how modeflly he begs > 
He does nor crave a Bafon of water, not 
a Barrel of Oylc, nor a Vcflel of Wine : 
but what is moft obvious, a idiopof 
Water , which yet he obtains nor. 1 his 
wealthy Banketter is grown fo poor, 
that he does not ask a Goblin of Chry- 
ftal, but the extremity of a finger; 
ootthe choiceft Wine from Creit , but 
a fmall parcel of water ; not to have fomc 
Noble Cub- bearer , bur the Beggar Xic- 
tcarus, 

Mark well what thou fayeft , O thoa 
t^urple Gallant • L4z.arus hasfcabbed 
hands, thou wilt be loath to driokwa^ 
ler which drops from bis finger. Ah! 
let ire have but one fole drop, and that 
from the hand of X4««rM; which I (hall 
/cfieemas the choiceft of Diflelled Wa*- 
tcr», ^ ,.■

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For all this he gets nothing , no bo- 
dy hearkens to him ; both Eares and 
Gates are dofe (but. And why, I pray, 
is one drop denied to this Glutton in

h4m w^s a praaifer of Hofpitallity , and 
mi'^hc have faid : Give him one little 
drop , it will do him no good ; fo great

But .their manner of proceeding is 

farr otherwife in the next world : For 

as Heaven is repleanifht with Joy and 

Plcafurc , without the leaft mixture of 

fadnefs; fo Hell is ftorcd with meet 

Grief and Pains void of all folace , mi- 

rigatiott,or eafe. Hence ellegantly and 

truly faid St, Auftin : No death ii worfe 

1^,6 J6 tr gredtter, then vfhere Death dyes 

UvUcxi mt. So no Hunger and Thirft is mox 

cruel or deadly, then where Death 

catinoc be. obtained by Hunger and 
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sect; %, 

» Wo brothers as it is recorded, the . 
.^ one wife, the oter a Fool , went a 
Travellin together, and came at length 

to 
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to a place divided into toowaies. The Pft-Rc- 
Fool was taken with the more pleafant f *"j '" 
way, the wife man preferred the more * 
rugged, as more fecure. Here they fell 
at debate, wherein the wife man deem- 
ed it better to yeild then contcft : So*^ 
both were farprifed by Robbers, both 
were caft into Prifon, but the one a pare 
from the other : whence after a time 
they were brought before a judge. Here 
the wife mm accufed the Fool, and laid 
all the fault on him : the fool retorts all 
the mifcarriage upon his brother. In 
conclufion the Judge makes this De* 
crec ; Both are guilty ; the foo1,bccaiufc 
hcfhould have fubmittcd toodcmfeU 
then himfelf ; the wife man, becaufe he 
(houldnot havecondcfcendcd to a fool. 
This is plainly our condition: the Soul 
and Body are brothers , bute^ctreamly 
unlike; the foul by its defcenc being 
Noble and Wife^ is not afraid of a thor- 
ny way to Heaven , (he loves teimpc- 
rance, and enters into ftrid league wicb 
Fafling, as knowing well how thefe 
things avail her: the fpirit is prompt. 
Oil the tMSietiidc the body from its birth 
is foolilH . To cfpylng a way thatTmilef 
with many^ddights ,itprefcntly haftens 
ihither: Uisforceably perfwadcd thac 
\ ■'" F alt 
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all icba^ to do, is CO cat, drink, fporc, 
fleep well , fly from labour , follow idle- 
nefs ) and repofe among() pleafures; 
thefe things agree well with the body : 
buttoyl huogec , watching , it hates and 
avoydes, as one would the Plague. 

The Soul again endeavours with all 
her Rhetoiick to evince , that a Cmooch 
way leads not to Heaven , as doth the 
(harp and fiony ; and thstc they who can- 
/not away with thorns, covet not Rofes. 
But the body is flow in obeying , dull in 
admitting wholefotiie cpunfel; it. wilt 
ode be &iends with fubje^ion and fru- 
gallity^ fo at length the foul yeelds^and 
petthitting the pody to live as kli^s, 
becomes of a Mafler, a fl^ve. In this 
manerthey go and periCh together, thus 
they fall in(o the handsof theeves, vices 
and Devils, 

Thefe brothers are parted in the end, 
and cominicced to fever alprifons; the 
body to the Grave, and the foul tohell .• 
i^he^nce both are to make their appea- 
rance before the Soveraign Judge at the 
latter d^iy, where each- will accufe the 
other. Now becaufe the foplifli body 
would not be obedient tochQ foul, and 
the wife foul wis not of courage to fub- 
du« the waticgnocr« of the flefli , both 
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convinced of impiety ftiall rcceiveTen- 
tence of eternal torment. This inevita- 
ble decree , like sfhdrp^ two ed^edfword. Apoc c, 
fhall peircc through both foul and body. i. * 
Wherefore our Lord faics .• Fear hlih 
that cKn Aefiroy both font and body Into *^*"- *^? 
HeK. Where hunger and tfiirft eternal '** 
fhall ferve as a fauce for their torments ; 
neither iliall they have any other liquor 
to their feaft , then boyling brimfionc :

ALL;, this notmchl^abding, hieii 
much addifterf to Gluttony are lit- 
tle moved to what has bio faid: rhey 
gape after bankets dnd oiflly Viands , 
they thirft «fter fufl cujsps^fii^hitcver 
you fay of Famine iri theiieit liFe^ 6 
Chtiftians', a little moreirobfideratioti 
would do well: to eat and drink is noi; 
forbidden, provided it be not againft 
confcience , br with riegleaof Divine 
Laws . We dcfpife good cdurifel , and 
dare tranfgrels the corhmahds df God ; 
not rdleaing that the Gibbet isere- 
fted before our doors .• Wd to ydu that 
are filledv becanfeyoufliillbehungrjr. 
Fault and pUDiflimcw are linked tt^e- 
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thcr ; many crimes proceed from Glut * 
tony , not to be expiated even with moft 
rageing hunger and thirft. Great was 
the hunger oi Eriftchthotty but far infeti- 
our to that in Hell : all our famine is a 
mere dream to that of the damned; 
Hereby wearcadmonifliedfo beware 
all intemperance. 

Thofe who fe;afled in eld time , were 
accnflomed to leave fome part of their 
meat on the table, to teach us not to eac 
for pleafure , or till we could eat no 
more. Tis a Proverb amongtl the Get* 
mans : Mirth when it comes to the 
height muiijbe broken o^: fo we mud 
leave oflF Feafting , before tbe Fea A end. 
Who is rorotti(ii,as when he knows fot 
three orfourhoures feafting li^e muft faft 
^ whole 3^ear,v^o command prefently a 
feUn preparedfor him > 

Yet ruchfotsare we, that though we 
know our ab(linence aiid faft continue 
but a few houres, neverthele& we are 
refolved to fare daintily , and pleafe out- 
Pallates ; Hence are thofc inviration.? :

Look down into Hell, and you will 
confefS) there was never fonoyfome and 
cruel a Goal , neither that under ground 
of the MeJfeniMttt^ called The Treafitre ; 
nor that of the P*r/J4w, called Lethey oc 
oblivion ; nor the Quarries of Syrasufa • 
nor the Labyrinth of Greet', nor the 
Hohfe and Dungeon of the Athenians i 
nor the IntUanum of the Rorxians ; noc 
the Ceramon of the Cyprians ; nor the 
Dtfc^aofthcS^partans; nor the Amonoi 
G'Uimer- nor that infamous Ptifon of 
A^ioUnttSy which for cruelty furpaffcd 
all forts of torments: Neither were 
there ever detained in any Ptifon fo ma- 
ny in thraldom, asGodpunifhethdam-p 
ned Captives in his grand Prifon. 

This Prifon of God under ground , if 
you look upon the place , is moft deep • 
if upon the Jaylor , he is moft crwel; if 
on the foulnefsof it , it is moft ftinking ; 
if on the iraprifoned, itis otvaft extent 
containing innumerable ; yet if you con- 
fider the infinite number o£ offenders, it 
is exceeding ftrait : In fine , if you feek 
after its continuance, it is eternal ; non^ 
: canefcape thence, all paffages and gates 
being clofely locked up. And forasmuch

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9S all the filtli of the whofc world is 
dcvolveiintQ this Dungeon, it is a moft 
nafty nnk,aDen repleni(ht with loath- 
fome ftink : This is the fourth toiinenc 
of eternity , intollerable ftcnch. .How 
unexplicable this tormcncis , how fat 
beyond our conceit ot it , wc will now 
declare.

^He holy Scripture frequently propo- 
-*■ fes to our confidcration the intolle- 
rable ftench of Hell. Holy D^iW^faies: 
Pfal.io] fje fhallraln[nare^ufon (Imeri : pre and 
himfione, and hUfi of fiorpfs the potion of 
their Cup, Now as diops of rain may 
not be numbred , fo the pains of the 
wicked.- He (hall rain torments upon 
them like a turbulent Ihowre , or fwift 
running rorrenc. He (hall rain fnaresj' 
wherewith they (hall be fo fall bound , 
as it will be impoliiblefor any of them 
toefcape>or to break their chains , or to 
undermine thePrifon walls, wherein 
they fhall be inclofed. Their part (hall

Here let us come nearer toour prcfcnt 

matter jand confider atteritively ,. how 
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great will the fl:ench be of one buriiiiig 
in brimftone ? How if a hundred , if a 
choufand be joyned in the like flame ? 
This yet is nothing to the brim(lone iri 
Hell ; whofe ftench arifeth from direr? 
caufe?. * * 

The firft, after the world is buried as 
it were in one grave , after the general 
judgement , all the Ordure 6i the Earth 
(hall run down into that fink of Hell > 
whereby the world (hall be purged. The 
Pfalmift foretold.' Fire (hall go before v^t,i^t; 
him,afjdfhail inflame hU enemies rami

cy affirm , that fire (hall go before the 
worlds judge as an apparitour , and (hall 
bring all before the Tribunal, till the 
whole judgement be compleatly ended.* 
that done , and the definitive fentencc 
pronounced , that fire like a thundetbolc 
(hall throw down the wicked headlong, 
and as an Executioner (hall fet upon

which is the fecorid death. The facred 
volumes of Scripture are wonderful ex- 
aft in obferving every word s In the pal, 
which conrains ftinking and immovea- 
ble waters, which do not grow lefs , do 
not flow out , nor are dryed up .• after a 
ihoufand years thispool will be like it 
fclf ; after thirty , yea tbteefcorc thou- 
fand years it will lofe nothing it once 
hadjafrcra hundred thoufand , after a 
thoufand Millions of years that pool will 
not have one drop of it dryed up : As it 
was in the beginning , fo it will be then, 
and for all enfuing ages. ... 
Moreover, fuch as had plunged their 
foul in wantonnefs and luft in this life , 
(liall be drowned in that pool : in thefe 
baths of brimftone they ftiall fwirame 
andfweat and be throughly drenched 
for their cleanfing. The greacnefs of thisr

WhatatQtmentwillicbeinhell, to 
be feated in the nud(t of unfu0erable 
flink, without power to flit one fooc 
thence for all eternity ^ long cuflome 
makes toUerable forded and iilfented 
trades : but thofe torments in hell can by 
CO means become more gentle.

Lufl is poflefl with a certain kind of 
rageing fury , fp as it tramples reaCon 
utJdet^foot: but thefe unbridled moti- 
ons may be reflrained, if timely begun 
with. For this caufe a Religious man in 
the defcrc oiScjfthia , fubducd wanton- 
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ftefsin tliisrtlariher J The comlinefsd! 
£iW.§efl, ^ .^j^niart , he had formerly feen , ire^ 
pWf'»"qygnjly laft in his fancy : chisfennem- 
bfidce , thefe reprefentations he refol- 
ded to baiiifh qiiite oiic of his breatt. He 
firogted long,, he fought valiently , and 
evarGame htrnfelfmany wiies ; yet he 
pgfGeived all he did, was only to prefei ve' 
Rlrtjfdf fconv being overcome. In the 
ftie^n.vvhile the Divine Providence fent 
a man out of t/^jjip^ whocafwally rela- 
ted, that beaycitiU woman was decea- 
fd. The Champion of Chrift took hold 
©fche relatibii, anci ferioufly weighing 
♦vhac might redownd to his beft advan^ 
fiage, he at length made this refofution : 
Todcipirtftdni bis Cell , and haften to 
ih^dead wottians Tomb. Where deter- 
mined to triumph over unchaft love , he 
ttlakes this attempt : when the night was 
came , he fowls away the gravc-Horte, 
digs up the earth, and Comes at laft to 
fchi dead body : then fpeaks thusto him- 
felf > Behold , qiioih he , thy treafnre • 
behold thy Iddight / virhy dort thou not 
carr^ t hy dearelt away with thee > Pare 
at leart of this Gold, thou haft fo fweat 
for, {hairbeat thee companv. He fpoke 
file wofd,and made it good indeed^ for 
pirt of the winding (heec i 'well drenchc 
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in matter and corruption, hepriyargjy 
made his own. Thence recurning faaf^ 
to his poor cottage , this well-fencsd 
booty he. placed as a Looking ^glafshe* 
fore bis eyes .-where fevcra^ times fcof- 
fiogathimfelf, he faid: Lo thou hill 
now whatrihou dcfired; enjoy it , glufS 
thy felf with it .• facisfy thy eyes ., feetf. 
thy noftrils, yeanowl give.thee ieayg 
to be all nofc J imagine chfs is a Hand, 
kercheif fsntas a token from ifay Dear * 
why doft; thou not wipe thy mouth mi 
nofe with this delicate Lionen ? folopg 
did this noble corr^batahc mortify hitjj- 
fclfwirbftink, till all impure rboughf* 
quite vanquifhed fled from his tnmd. 
Thus lurt, though never 16 Rampiflr,w9f 
conquered by Hink : ihnsCi*fi'd , i^H 
skilful and wicked Archer, by (ientb w»$ 
routed and put to flight; - . 

Let us call to mjind berer, I feefegdi 
you, ho w not a fraal I parcel of a w(nd({?| 
Mieet , nor one member bfa rotten car* 
cafe, but innumerable bodies of tH§ 
damned fend- forth moft iBtolj[erabi« 
flink not for a few dales, but for eodlefa 
ages., 

St. BMaventHre was bold to fay ? // 

ltne«nly carcafs of the damfied weh herf 

iHthitwtrld, if tihMWOHidfSccto 'tnffSi 
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THe fourth caufe of ftink is , the De- 
vils tbemfelves; who , though fpi- 
rits, carry about them this moft loath- 
fome fmcll; yea itisasproperforhcU 
and Devils to ttink, as it was true which 
the amientsfaid. hell is full of ftench. 

SeverHS SulpUM recounts , how the 
Devil cloathed in Purple, with a Crown 
on his head, appeared to St, Mttrt'm, and 
fpoke to him thefe words : Thou ftialt 
icoow Martin , in what manner thou 
maift worfhip me ; I am Chrift. But 
il^4r^w being warned from above t^Qt to 
credit the Father of lyes, faid : My Lord 
did not promife to come in this Equi- 
page : I know Chrift all bloody, crowned 
with Thorns, and hanging upon a Crofs; 
butthis ftrange King I know not. He had 
fcatce, ended thefe words , when this 
counterfeit Chrift difappearcd • and to 
the end it might be maniCeft i, who thac 
King was, and of what kingdome, he 
leit fttch a horrible ftinkbehind him, that 
Jikarm conceived he was now an in* 
mate of Hdl , and thus he difcourfed 
with himfclf.- If one only Devil ftink in 
this manner .what wiH the toch be of

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all Devils and damned men together ? 

Jintiochus Eflphanes ^ afairpi6l:ureof j^^. - 
a wicked roan , being now fenfible of '** 
vei^eance from Heaven, and having 
fwarms of vermine within bis members, 
flunk fo horribly, thac his whole Army 
was excreamly averfe from that loath- 
Tome malady .• Yea, as the Scripture tc- 
ftifies , he could not endure his own 
flenchi How then in hell (hall he fore- 
ver abide the ftink of Devils and all chac 
damned crue> 

Mex.e)itiust):iQTyrrheMiaH.KitiOj not 
unlike to Antiochus , defpifer of men and -^ 

Gods, proceeded fo far in cruelty by hi« 
wit , that he flaughtered men not with 
the Ax , nor the Gallows , nor fire , hue 
with ftench : for to a living man he tyed 
theputrified body of one dead, folpng, 
till the cotruptionof the dead killed the 
living, jk kind of tornieot moft Barba. 
rous , moft cruel, and fo much the more, 
by how much the flower* But what is 
this compared to the tprixientsin Hell> 
whatisanoyfome fmell of a few daies 
to that other which remains for ever, j» 
when therefore we look upon o»r Fires* 
Racksrand Gibbets , we may juftly eXi«. 
claim , O inild and gentle tGrmeiK,pf 
AftczemtHs a which bereaves of life by 
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being faftned to one ftinking carkafs ' 
But O death, more dreadful then any 
deathjtobe tortured with the fteoch of 
To many devils and damned ; alwaies to 
dye, and never to make an end of dying / 

SECT. 4. 

N the Prifons oijdpoma even to this 
^dayis^mattcr found fufficient for the 
Cxcrcife o£ Chriftian Fortitude , where 
many together ajrcthruft in(oa Ibath- 
fome Denn ; whence there is no paffage 
out, unlcfs it be to the Swordi the Gal- 1 
Jowcs , or the fire. What ever thefe cap-' 
iivcs feed on , what ever they take in- 
wardly as tneat aiid drink , what evec 
they part with again, all that , they keep 
amongfl them to their incredible torture 
Of their fenfe of fmcUing. Hence the 
Goals oTIapomazrz more infamous then 
then the ftable of^/K^^WKingofE/ftf, 
ind more unfutfetable then death it felf. 
But fine^. we have mentioned tbePri- 
ifons of that Countrey, lo here a late and 
lively pattern of one of them. 
ihdries SfiwfUi by Nation of ^rwi4, by 
bJfth a Marquefs,Prieft ofthp Sbcicty of 
fefug, before fiff came to be burnt alive 
f6r the Faith of Chrift, was forf&utycarsr 
fpictVilfyn^iaJfafomA, The 



TbePrifon where he lived, was fix- 
Cecn band( in bccdcb, twelve io heigbch, 
and foar and twenty in length, alcoge- 
cher in form of a Cage : for it had ot'u 
tber wall, not fence of timber, other 
then fcales^ which were two Hngers aP- 
(under one from another ; whereby the 
Captives were ez'p fed to wind md wea- 
ther : for though it was covered over 
with tiles, yet becaufc the ftaves flood 
disjoined, as Bird-cages do, it gave en- 
trance not only to fbear and cold, but 
alfowind^ tain, fnowvand all forts of 
ttfopefts: Ht^rein were encloftd two and 
thirty Prifoncrs. The Gates which by 
11 rcafon. of their iraitnefs icarcely gave 
way for a Mans body, were kepcdofe 
lockt. At the fide was a narrow win- 
do w^ no bigger then a good trencher^ 
wherein the Guard put in meat for the 
Captives. About the Prifon was a way 
eight hindfuls broad, whereon was a 
' double Palizado eoropadtd 6( chick and 
long ftakes,niarpat the ends and hedg. 
cd about che top with tbt.rnjes : hereae 
no entrance was allowed;, but at one 
pl^ce. Befides, boufes were ereded in 
two feveral places, one for the Coart of 
Guard which ftoed <pentinel day and 
nightjtheoih^r for thi^ Captains fer vice; 
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who frequently commflnded cbe fouldi- 
crs CO w*\k the round. In Hne the whole 
place w«s ftrongly fortified on all Met, 
especially where c&e chief Gate opened 
a way to go nvithin the Palizido. With- 
in this Fortrefs lived fo ixtany years chat 
illuftnoiis Champion of Chrift, witbotiC 
having liberty to (et foot out of the 
pales, which the Guard refufed to grant 
him. Other circucnSmces of cruelty) 
appertaining to this Piifon, can hardly 
be conceived, much lefs declared: all 
the fenfes of the body jwere conftraincd 
CO undergo their feveral Torments. 

Mervailous was the ftraitnefs of the 
place, where one could neither lye <lown 
without diflficiilty , nor walk one ftep 
forward : fo much do Charles bis Let- 
ters teftifie ; We are kept if* great ftraits, 
no one being allowed more fpace, then two 
hands breadth and four inches : whence 
in the night time they could not ftrecch 
cfaemielves out Co cake their reft. 

Their Viduals were as f):rait as their 
room: their life was a continual faftj 
atad that fo Arid, that they had meat 
enough to keep them alive, but net to 
fattsfie their hoDger:their ordinary dain. 
ties were a few difliei of cold Rice, boyl- 
cd in fair water ; bcfides one tneis of 
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Sedges 01 Gladen, which is a mixCore of 
oofavory: ^bs, fo bitter , a* ii could 
fcAfcely be eaten : hereunto; was aiddcd 
a ftnali pitt^ce of raw indrfiitc roots 
or a couple of iA\t herring either hot, or 
tM. Hercflponthe Prifoners wereaf-^ 
fii^edfoiBucbwith famind, that when 
diff foaldiets threw them a hard ciuftt>f 
ill made and worfe bake^ i>rcad, chcy 
fed upon it as greedily, asif it had been 
March-pa^ieyor Sugar-cakes. 

NowtoriegardtfaisPrifonwas feaced 
on the fumrait of a high hill, it lay aH 
open to All ii» juries of weather : and 
tbough ifl (timraer the winds gently 
breathing did fomwfaat abate cheic tr^e^ 
Wei yet the. violent heatt of the Snii 
heacipg 01? ebeoi upon every Hcfe and 
the greaicniMnher of prifoirt**, did not a 
ItCtleflBcrtffe their mifery:itbi» made 
Charlesmtm^ht was coiitfinf% meift 
With fwjsae both day add niglv. ; 
r Thus were ihcy vexed .5witb Amia^fL . 
but iQ the wiincffr their fuflRHisgt were • 
I ntokiable^ . becan^ tbey wcni neither 
Ihcteeredfrom chefliscpoe^ of the air, 
nor from the Oiowers of rain, nor abno^ 
dateetofloow, which cbewindblewin 
aniongfecbeii. They were motefenfilto 
o»|>teirf»g:cok^ for chat they ftood ia 
- * G 2 greaj 
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greit wanrof clothes, which tb« Sonl- 
diers would by no meanst permit to be 
brought iv to them. Thus much Charles 
writ to father Provincial, faying: / af- 
furejour Rt'oerence^ here is uoite ofMs^who 
regarding only the inferiour apfetltet vnOftid 
tat. Vat her behnrnt alive ^ then endure this 
Fripm: Since none of MS have fear fely rags 
to hide our nakednefs ; neither vill ottr 
keepers afford u6fo much as a piece of a 
Matt, to defend us from wind, raitt and 
f»m-y whereby our Cold is vchelly unfttffer- 

able. 

Ambrofe Fernandes:,^ thieefcore and 
nine ye*r« ©id, ^nA Charles hiscomps- 
Dton in Prilon, being feized with a Pal- 
(ie through abundance of fnowjin twelve 
hoars time, as it is reported, made an 
end of his Difeafe and Life together. 

Moreover left that the eyes ihould 
want their torment too.lhc watch would 
not fnflfer any light at all in the Prifon j 
no, not fo much as a Lantborn that ve- 
ry night when ^w^ro/f waifqddeoly ta- 
ken with his fit, xhongb Charles earneft- 
ly bcfoDght them to let him have a can.

But that which did more terribly af. 
Aid the Cbampionf of Cb(iftj was the 
conttonal flfncb, whcieof we treat* and

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of which CW/«i- makes miention in a 
certain Epifile^ faying .- T he grievoufnefs 
tf fiink. forceth me to figh up to heaH>'en. 
Ttus ftinkarofefrom that crowd of men 
in fo narrow a Prifi>nj from the coriup- 
tian of the Air, and from their own ex- 
crements they were compelled to keep 
amongftthem, and from the fweat of 
their bodies, from which they werie ne. 
ver fiee all Summer. The Souldters were 
fo barbiroQi, as nor to fuffer them to 
have dean linnen brought in, or to let 
them wafli their foul : in fo much, that 
it is particularly related of Charles^ that 
in three whole years he neither changed 
his (hirt, nor apparel. Hence fo much 
tilth and vermine fwarmed amongft 
tbcm, that the diftrtfiT^d Captives 
through biting and flinging of infcds 
were wholly deprived of reft. Ard that 
they might experien.e alive, what the 
dead wttbout feeling rndure after death, 
tbey wete covered fiom head to foot 
witball forts of vermine bred in the pu* 
trefadionof the place: which corrupt 
matter, fo often as it rained, overflowed 
the pavement of tb . Frifon. A kind of 
torment far more cruel ,th«n 2t firll Hght 
itappears'. Againil all thefeincunabran* 
ceVthey had no ocher remedy, but Pati.

at the very name of cbi&heJl ? But if th« 
matter be weU fcanncd,and weighed ac 
cording to what ii revealed in bolySciip- 
care, it willm^nifeftly appear, that the 
moft loathfom prifona in faponia, ot^ny 
other barbarous nation, comptred to 
belt, maybe reputed a BoriftiingGarden, 
the delights ofT/btfjfi*/; otParaSfe itjfelf. 
The reafon is clear : In our prifons wc 
have fome meat, flee p, and time to reft ^ 
in hell is neither meat, fleep, nor relt j 
there corrupt Rice would taft like Ara- 
brolia, puddle Water would dicink like 
Neftar. In our prifons none ever count, 
ed a thoufand winters -, inhcl/ ( which 
is moil fad) a hundred thoufand years 
ftrike not off one tittle from eternity : 
after a thoufand millions of ages eterni- 

nicy is entire. 

Again, Our prifons, though dreadfol, 
yet are they without fire, and the prifo- 
ners have a fingular comfort, that they 
can die : the Dennts of the damned are^ 
full of flames, and are not free from th^ 
fecond death t bccaufe in hell deathis aU 
ways piefent, but death without death, 
and a continual death which lafis for 

ever. 

Alas! how far arc we from thinking 

on theic things, hpw little do we confi- 
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ence and a lively ttuft in God : their pa- 
tience was fo great, that Charles im 
In v/ttf certain Letceir^ffirms : This Prifin feems 
Citroli. to me a Paradifi, And truly this prifon^ 
chough worfe then death, if compared 
eo hell may vl^ortbily be efteemed aPara- 
dife 
Therefore Sr. Hierom fays of himfelf: 
Ep, 21. for/Mro/ />?//, I condemned my felf to 
ad Eu'frifon^ and became a companion of S corf i' 
Sc« ons and wild Beajis. He that ferioufly 
contemplates chofe fiery Prifons, finds 
fanlc with the ftraitnefs of no place, but 
con verts every Prifon into Paradife, ■ 

SECT. S. 

HEre now, I befeech you, let us 
make ufe of difconrfe to our pur- 
pofe: Imagin hell to be nothing elfe, 
but a loathfome and ftarving prifon, 
where a thoufand Captives for flench 
and vermine can rfeither fit nor lie con- 
veniently, where their ineac is rotten 
Rice, and drink muddy Water ; where 
they cannot fleep for famine, ftink and 
pain ■ and that all this fhould continue 
a thoufand years : Imagin, I fay^ that 
hell is but fuch a Prifon as this : not- 
withQanding, who would not tremble 
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der things worthy our thoughts every 
hovr? Much better in thii point , and 
more c-'ofidcrate was St. Serttard: " / 
** tremble^ fajs he^ Iqnaks ^// over at the 
•' remembr^uice of that country , and aU ray

SECT. 6. 

THis bellifli Rink fitly admoniflieth 
us, how many ways we offend by 
fmeiling ; for vtc are not only bound to 
keep in order oor eyrs, tongue and ears, 
but our nofe alfo : though for the mod 
pare we will not abide any ill foieU. 
Hence we frequendy have an averfipn 
from diilreiTV d Captives and poor (ick 
f<.lk« becaufe they catry a fcenc of Gar- 
lick rather then Saffron or Musk. There- 
fere the Judg out of the clouds will up-

Moreover they fin b'y fmelling, who 
fill their beds, garments and clofets with 
tweet odours* yea what they morefre- 
qucntlyufe, muft have a touch of biiC- 
landifh perfumes or pretious oincmentf 
that they may be ftill provided to'che- 
rifti the noftrils. This, 'tis true, is notac- 
counted a heinous crime, yet God elli- 
blifted under pain of death : Such eon-

What ^°' 
man foever /hall make the like, to enjoy the 
fmell thereof, Jhallperipj out of his "People, 
Hence lAeccfore we fin by intemperance 
of fmelling : fo. many things , which 
leem to us trifles and of fmall moment.

endlefs torments and death everlailing. 
M« e Thcbnfinefs israanifeft: fVhofoever fh^U 
T fit a wmMH, to luft after her, hath alrea- 
dj committed adultery with her tn h$s 
heart. Here one c»lk of the eye, one only 
thought, one fcciet confcnt to luft 
contains innumerable, infinite millions 
of ages, wherewith that glance, that 
thought, that confcnt is to be revenged, 
but never expiated. This I fay, is won- 
derful and horrible to amazement. 

I will fay what I think : though we 
perhaps think of thefe things, yet we do 
not thoroughly weigh or examine them. 
- Hence it comes as JJidorw Clarut deli- 
o"; ''vers it, that we wonld rather be fmudg- 
jj. * ed for a moment, then (hining for eter- 
nity ; lafcivious for an hour, then glo- 
rious for ever, fuch is our inconfiderati- 
on. and(tofpeakp'ainly) foctKh raOi- 
ncfs. OncthiC fights for his life might 
fecurely fay, I'thought not on eternity ; 
fo may he, who is defiled with the fin of 
envy, luft and avarice. None ever fins 
grievoufly, who often thinks on pains e^ 
tern?. I. 
£cc;.7. Therefore U all thy workf remem- 
her tin Utter ends, and thou wilt not f» 
' jor 
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far ever. Remember, I fay, thy own 
later ends, not others; and Cfo this not 
baftily, or carelefly : for in this many 
deceive themfelves, who think of cheA 
things, as if they were not conccinedin 
them. Remember then thy later cndiy 
and amongft other thooghts give fome 
place to cvcrlafting ftencn. What is ha 
better for delights, who is to be buried 
in Hell fire ? Ah 1 let as be wife in 
time 3 left a moment of pleafarc be ac- 
companied with eternity of pain.

damned, clica a f«ee grant of life woold 
be to <>aefpeedtly to be i>cheaded. 

Bot tbe decree is fkis and ftable , it 
cannecbe cbanged or f€cal*d: the wocdt 
of Cbrift are moffc '^'plaki : g» into ever^ 
lafiing fire. All Churches of Chrifte* 
dome openly teach, the wicked muft be 
tormeneed with flames eternal. 

This then is the fifth torment in beif, 
fire eternal, whereof we witl difcourfe 
according to oor ability in this prcfent 
chapter.

PRophane Poetry had a coftomefre- 
quentiy to cnterlace one verfe with 
anotL^, which facred has notalct^e- 
tber abolifht : hence is that repetition 
of verfes in the Pfalm: The King to 
come oor Lord, come let as adore : eom£ 
let tis adore, being often iterated.

This Canticle Chrift onr Lord fung 
before them : as if he bad faid, (ing af- 
ter me : Where their worm dyetb not^ 
and the fire qaenchcth aot* Who would 
HOC be terrified with fo dreadful threac- 
ning from the mouth of God i Qoefti- 
onlefs jbe that often with attention fings 
this doleful verfCjina better world (ba)l 
6ng for ever, a joyful Alleluia. This one 
teftimony were 'abundantly fufficient* 
though the facrcd Oradts of Scripture 
fpoke no more. 

The di^rence betwixt hell Hre and 
oorsismoft notorious, and firfifc in the 
nianner of burning. Our fire fcemsto 
St. Aufiw paincied*, chit other real: a dif-*

{brence fo palpable, that there fcarcely^ 
remains any likcnefs betwixt a true and 
painted flame. Here, I befeech you, ice 
lis proceed leifurejy to the matter m 
hand. 
\ How excream and Hiai-p a pain is it, 
to have the end of the finger burnt only 
for halt an hour in a Qender Wax light.' 
bow much greater to have the whole 
hand burnt ? Buc what unfpeakabk tor. 
ture to* have the whole body? albeic 
the fire that burns feem only paint- 
ed. In ^afonia chis prefcnt age we 
live ih , Chriftians were moft cruelly; 
tormenPed with flow firc:airiOngft thcfe 
€karles Spinola was one , ot whom 
in the precedent Cb.npter: He with three 
and twenty.more underwent bis tryaiin 
this forr. A fire was made twenty five 
hands off from the Pillars, to which the 
Martyrs were tycd, that the pain might, 
be fo much the (harper, by how much 
the longer; and thac they might be 
gently roafted, ere they were burnt. If 
the fire chanced to break out of any fide,, 
it wa$ ftreight way forced in again. The 
Chriftians were nor bound in cbainv ^ but 
with Ofier- twigsi and that in a iopfc 
and carekfs manner..' t.bjj was done qnt, 
of ihe DtvjU fut>t»l.tyi Ej^/^he end the, 
^1 H " Champi-^ 
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Champions of Chrift. forced throogh 
cxttemity of torment , Enght eafily 
bieaktbcir bands, ind fodchver them- 
felves from flames i where this as a 
figne was agreed upon aroongff the 
Barb'arbns, that whoever endeavour- 
ed to efcape the flames ,ttioDld be efteem- 
ed to have renounced Chrifl. While 
therefoie the fire flowly approaching 
entred into their bowels, Charles iiood 
immoveable, with his eyes fixt in h"veD 
where aft^r a few hours fpace, he Ihould 
be partaker of the moft raviftiingem- 
bracementsofChiifk, to whom he of- 
feied the facrifice of his body in a Holo- 
cauft. That moft bitter torment cndu- 
red for the fpaieof two or three hours. 
Father Sehftian Chiwura, natixfC of J4- 
poma, (as 'tis certainly related; Withhts 
arms a crofs before his breaft. tn^^xs 
eyes lifted up to heaven, ftood three 
hours alive in thofe rageibg flames. 

A torment fo hprnbie, as rot to be 
exDieft for a rnan with a flow fire for 
three hours to be roafted quick What 
kind of torment then, O God I how un. 
fptakablc, howincomprtbcnrible, not 
for two, or three hours, not for a day 
or 5W0, or a year, or aihoufand year*. 
but eternally to be burnt in bell,and not 
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be confiimed ? Here we want words Co 
declare our mind: Nd one, i will not 
fay, can cxprefs,bm not fufficiently con- 
ceive that infinite fliirpntffs pf torment. 
Holy tiAvid trembling at the wrath of 
God. faith, Fire Jhall devour, them,, our 
Lord in his wrath fhalltroKhle them.Pf.zo 
As in a forge a hot iron fo takes in fire, 
that it feeros to be nothing elfe but fire* 
and yet remains iron ; fo in like manner 
iiames in bell will penetrate the bones of 
the damnedj together with the mar- 
row;

ANotherdfference of Our fire frooi 
that in hell is, light and fplendoor* 
biirt buriis and (hines ; that of hell, as 
God bts eftabliftit, burns, but (hines 
not; unlefsitbeto encreafe their tor- 
ment, who while they liVcd kept bad 
company, by difcovcring to them their 
companions in pain. So a thief (hall fee

Briefly and pithily, above others, 
doth St. Profper fet before our eyes this 
puni(hnient of fire eternal : his words 
are thefe: Continual fighingt painjul 
feeling, extreant grief , affliSihn everUJl- 
iitg, torment fottls without killings fHniJh^ 
eth bodies Tvithout dying- Now as no piin 
with OS pinches more (harply, thenfire- 
fo nons fopner confames and ends our 
pain.

Mojfesj Gods Erabaflidour , found 
out a word (ignally exprcding eternity 
ofhellfiie; ^i^j^e, faith he, is kindled ^^^^^ 
in my wrath^ andpiallburK into the lorveji 
parts of hell. The Prophet Hieremy 
fpoke to the fame purpofe: Thoft ^'(^jgrcn. 
kindled afire in my fury,, it Jhall btfrnfer ^ ,7^ * 
ever. The Powder which kindles eter- 
nal flames, is the wrath of our Lord: 
while we live, we experience the anger, 
not the wrath of God. So i,t it written, 
Machabees C %. Antiochm being aliena- 
ted in mind, confihred not, that for the 
fins of them that inhabit the City, god had 
been angry a little. God indeed is a^gry 
si]i(tie, however be life up his arms and 
fe^ffl to threaten (Iripcs in good earn?fi; : 
hit anger is yet little, becaufe /oyned 
wichclcmency. But when this anger is 

H 4 con- 
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conccmncd , and cleotency fleighted, 
then patience oflf-nded becomes fury, 
whereby fire is kindled to burn for ever. 
Vou, faith God, your felves kindled this 
fire, when by yqur often iterated crimes 
you defpifed my clemency : when my 
anger was little, you were impatient , 
you tranfgrcffcd my taws, and by con-^ 
tempt fell upon what was forbidden. 
Now the time of revenge is tome : I 
tvill punilh you with hotthble and un- 
heaid^f torments: you have kindled a 
fire in my fury ; now my fury (hall

HEre I mofl earneftly bcgge of all 
Chriftians, that when any fickncfs^ 
or painaccotts tktm, when the Gout, 
Stone, Qt any other roaiady or trouble 
moleftsthem, they would lay holdpn, 
this thought : this afflidion , or patn,' 
, were ic to endure tcn.a hundred, a thou- 
fand years, would you not think you 
were already in hell ? What would you'

Eji/iachites that Chri^ian Cham p'fon, 
whom we mentioned before, being with 
Wife and Children er.clofed in ;a^ lioC 
growing Oxe ofbrfafs, was Bitterly tor-, 
mcnced ; yet this was na fmall foUcpto 
tiim, that his pains would qaici^ty havti

Lee as deeply imprint chis in our 
memory. 

It wasfrcqacnt with all religious per- 
fons by daily meditation, as it werej to 
jpud toac'isthefe fl»mes eternal. T>afchafius 
Kofw. Deacon Relate s out of Greek, that twelve 
c. 44' Anachorhs^ as a compicac Senate, met 
together^ and every one for hirafelf de- 
clared, v^hat be thought he had profited 
ro tijat day, and what chiefly had been 
the matter of hi* contemplation. After 
all of them hid unbofomcd themfclves, 
the twelfth and laft fpoke what he had 
to fay. I (bait fet the words intire, that 
bis religious fimplicity may appear: thus 
then he began his fpeech. You, fathers, 
having your converfation in heaven, 
are endowed with heaven ly'wifedora : 
no wonder. But I, deeming my fcif un- 
worthy of chofe things.perceivc my fins, 
what way foever I go, keep me cOmpi- 
ny on every fide : therefore I have ad- 
judged my felf to hell, faying : abide 
thou herc,as thou deferves, after a while 
ihon (halt be reputed one of that plice. 
1 fee therefore fiich moans, fuch incef- 
fant tears, as cannot be recounted. I 
hold fome gnadiing the teeth, others 
quaking and trembling ali over from 
head CO foot: then throwing my fclf 

upon 
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upon the ground, and taking up daft, y 
beg of God, I may never make tryal of 
thofe miferies. In like manner I look 
upon that immenfe Sea of boyling fire 
whole waves flow too and fro, and roar 
exceedingly ^ fo as fomc may imagin, 
they afccnd even to heaven : in that 
dreadful Sea, innumerable men art plant 
gcd, who jointly with one voice cry and 
bowl in fuch fort, as no one ever beard 
upon earth : they ail of them burn, like 
withered flicks ^ the mercy of God ha- 
ving forfakcn them, to give pljcc to his 
Juftice. Here now I bewail mankind, 
that dare talk , or attend to any thing 
elfe, but tofliun thofe many evils, the 
world afyoands with. Thefe things I bu- 
fie my mind with, meditating upon 
mourning, as our Lordfayi; and efleem- 
ing my felf unworthy either heaven, oc 
earth; 1 frequently ruminate that of the 
5 \ .

In like manner when any 
plice is fet on fire. »tis nfual to (hoot off 
• Gun or Cannon againft it, that th^ 
gehtler fire may be vftoqoifhc by tbt 
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ftrong«r. Alas I how often are one 
hearts inflamed wieh brutifh motions J^ 
A gain ft this burning then let us dif- 
charge that roaring Cannon : Depart 
3^e accurfed into everlafting Hre. What 
doft thou mean (illy wretch ? if thou be 
tefolved to periOi, it may be ea(iiy done : 
one hour , one minuie of an honr viiW 
ferve by loft or anger to commit that> 
which thou maylk lament forever. Thus 
One Hr^ may become a remedy for ano- 
ther.

The whole City 
of Paris was witnefs of what pa/Ted. 
Hereupon Brum with his Companiooi 
left the Ciiy, and betook themfelves in- 
to the Wildemefs , wheie they mighc 
leirn rather to convcrfe in heaven, then 
upon earth: This was the beginingof 
the Garthu/ian Family. 

Whence you may frame this difcoorfe: 
Isitfo? Are men gifted with learning, 
and fandity(a8 the world thinks) accoi- 
ed, judged and condemned ? What then 
will become of me poor wretch ? I will 
therefore as much as in me lyeth, have 
a care of my foul.

Mjiin fpoke: Whatfoever, though 
l7rm%everfo grievous, anf one ensures inths 
loV life, compared to hell fire, ^ very Itttle,

THe Jewel of antient Fathers, and 
ftarampngftBiftiops, Sc j4ftp»- 
fpoke agreeably to what we cs- 
pencnce : t^moagfj: all tril^rilatiorts vf\ 
waits (ouli ncne is mere pitching then n 
had confcieyjce, 

Ic is a great puni(hmcnt for the Fa* 
ther, CO ftind by, while his Son is cxcca- 
ted ; but much g'^;riter if h^ be compcfr 
led to play the Executioner ; and ro oft 
of all, if the GibbiC; whereon his fon is 
banged, be ereifled before his o\Vn door, 
.t<^ferT?e as a fad ff c^acle to renew Ms 
\t\.t Vet alf chis is, a mcair trifle in le., 
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gardof chit punifhoocnt , which forces 
the goilty pcrfon to be hii own hang- 
roan ; as it happens, When the Of- 
fender turns his teeth ag»inft himfelf, 
and with in'ceffant gripes of confcicBce 
tears himfelf in pieces. 

This is the Sixth Torment of Eter- 
nity in Hell, which Chrift in the con- 
clofion of one Sermon repeats thrice : 
where their Worm iijcth mt^ Mark,. 
Chap.9 Prefently after he iterates the 
fame, words , Where their Worm dyeth 
wfif : and ends with the farpe •, Where 
their Worm dyeth not. The like me- 
thod is obferved by the Prophet Efay^ 
Chap. 66 Who clofes his Sermons with, 
Their Worm dyeth not. This ponifh- 
ment muft needs be unfpeakable;Where- 
of we now cieat. 
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SECT. I. 

IDolatcrs of old time undtrftood well, 
how great a torment w^s that of ik 
troubled conrcience.^»/«(;7/4» exclaims: 2^ : 
OfaA remembrance/) confcience more grle- j , 
. voui then all torments \ This fame was the 
opinion of all wife men. ^^' Gregory a~y„ pr 
vouches ; Amongft many tribulations of ^^^ 
mans mind, and numberlefs affUSlions,none ' ■ 
ii greater thtn a guilty con fcience, tiere 
. (fays Seneca) we mufi ueeds acknowledg, - 
that the confcience is beaten with its own ^^' 
wicf^ednefs'y which torments it much, be- 
..caufe per fetMoJ anxiety bears it company. 
Malice drinks op a great jfbare of its own 

poyfon, itis iisown pnnifliKieDC. No 
guilty perfon is well at eafe. 
To thefe St. Auftih fubfcrjbes.faying: 

Whither /ha/la man fly from i.imfel/^whtchi^ ^^^j^ 
wayfaeverhefly^ he draws himfelf after ^t-^ 
him^ and which way he draws himjelf-, he is 
a tortnre to, himfelf. He is hii 9wn pmifh- 
ment who hath a guilty confcience, God 
l^novDS what pain hii foul endures ^ what 
crcffes^ what torments^ what lielU. How 
many vices a man hftth, fo many racks hs 
fufFers; and thefc fo much more bitter, 
by how much more inreriouf. 

It. The 
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The rcifon hereof is at band: Wheh 
advcrfity environs lison every fide.when 
heaven and earth confpire to trouble us 
we may take our refuge toGod:tho none 
comfort uSjCodisaboundinc folate un- 
to us. Butif the conscience be defiled, 
no concent may be found either anion gi?; 
creatures, or in the crestor:a!l things are 
bipier, all full of gall Whither row 
would you have recourfe? to God .? He is 
your enemy. To cenfcienee? that is your 
Executioner. To the bleffed? they are of- 
fended. To your companions ? they will 
but encreafe your grief. To delights and 
pleafurcs? thefe will more defile the con- 
fcience. So true it is. no paniftiiHcnt is 
worfe, then a wicked confcience. 
'Neverthelefs, while we live the butche- 
ry of confcience allows forae fefpite : its 
hipping fometimes cea'es , either with 
readlngj working, talking, feafting, tra- 
velling, or at Icaft when we are a ficep. 
But in that caftle of cruelty, in Lucifen 
rerritory ,it admits of no truce, no brea- 
thifigfpaceofquict, nofleep, 60 ban- 
ketting, no Comfort; night and day this 
viper gnaws the very heart ftrings.T/j«r 
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SECT. 2: 

MAny things there are ," from 
whence proceeds this torture of 
confcience in the reprobate : the chief- 
eft of all is, The lofs of evetlafting glo- 
ry. Heaven is (hut up, hell is (hut up, 
none may pafs hence thither: it is de- 
creed: that heavenly banket was neglcft- 
ed/cisnow irrecoverable, there remains 
no hope of beatitude. 

EfaHt 41 clowcifh fellow, and one, 
who took barbaroufnefs from brutes, a- 
mongft whom he convertedjncrerthclefs 
he was hcinoufly difplcafcd, when his 
brothcf fnatchc from him his fathers 
bleffing. For, Having hard his fathers Gc 
words, he roared out with a great cry ; and ^7' 
being dirmaid . Jaid : b/e/s me alfo, my fa- 
ther. How then will the damned roar, 
each one having the approbation of his 
confcience? Thoa haft loft thy fathers 
breflfingjall right to, and hope of heaven 
is quite gonej; for a contemptible difti of 
portage thou haft fold a Kingdom, Ac- 
curfcd that thou art, excjuded from hea- 
ven for all eternity. This Worm which 
hith began to gnaw thee, thou fhalc 
not bg able t^ ftiake off thee any more ; 
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chdu haO: heard with chine own ears the 
Jtidges fencence .• Go ^depart from me je 
accurfed intoeverlajting fire^ which « prs- 
■p^redfor the Devil and his Angels. , \ 
Amidft.tliefe fwarms ojF Worms the 
damned- (ball behold, as St. Gregory 
tcftifiesi I he glory of the blefled; ;7"d 
the end that [mnets in pain, may be more 
tormented ylet them (ei thtir glorj, rohotn 
thij defpifed '^ and receive new torture 
from their puttni/hment^ whom thej vainly 
loved* Thui the damned behold the blifs of 
Saints, but at a great di^ance* As if one, 
ihuc up in a high to^^er^ alinoft pined a- 
way tvich famine and enconipaffed with 
worms and flench, fhould look down in- 
to moft pleafanc Gardens, where many 
much in love one with another did fwim 
tn delighcs; alas! what a tormenting 
fight would this be ? this would onely 
ferve to augment his fufferings. 
'- If one hunger-ftarjred fee a table well 
furninied with dainties, but dare not 
touch a* bit, he becomes more hungry 5 
efpecially if through his own fault he be 
barred from eating. This is ihe condi- 
tion of the damned: They fhall fuffer 
hunger oidogs^ Pf, $8. Their confcience 
therefore will to afflidt: them, as not to 
give th«ia leue to ihiok on any thing

SECT 3, 

THe fecond thing, which confcience 
lliall upbraid the damned with is 
Neglea of Vertue and a mnlritude of 
cnoiesThe confeience will rehcarfe as 
out of a fcrowl, all that was ill done 
and all that was carelefly omitted.' 
Whence they will condemn thcmfclres 
of w.c>ced folly • each ones Confcience 
caamg flothin their teeth, will fayHoiv 
often Qiouldft thoa have prayed when 
thy time paffed in fleep, or pUy'? Tiiy 
prayers were feldoro,floggiflb and d<ow^ 
he ones: thou payeft for it now. How 
ofeen (bouldft thou have fafted, when 
thou chofc rather to fcaft, then obey? 
but now chou payeft for it. How often, 
without prejudice to thy eftate, might, 
elt thou have giv6n alms,when thou was 
more addiaed to avarice, then mercy ^ 
thou fufferj fori: now. How ofcenwas 
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chon warned, h6W often ctived to paf; 
^don thine enemies, and like agoodchri- 
llian forget injuries, but thou wouldelt 
rot > thou art p^nilhed for it now. How 
often amtdft croffcs was patiende recom- 
mended to thee, but thpu lefuled to be 
patient? therefore thoiiart now chaftt- 
fed. How often mightelt thou have 
praaifed humility and tharity , which 
needed but a good will ; no labour, no 
running, fwea c or ftarving wis required 
here; this might havfe been done:wKh. 
out whipping, haircloth, or other au- 
fterity, but thou refufed? thou art now 
iuftlv fcourged. How often was reafon 
Jbrought to invite, to draw theetothc 
right ufe of Sacraments, but tb^>o 
wouldcft not be perfwaded to it ? fufttr , 
hardly. Opportunity was never w.ant- 
inctothee, thou alwaycs to it: thou 
hadft power, but wouldeft not : pay 
now. pay for ihy wickednefs. Lo here, 
how many wiys thou haft multiplyed 
fins ; when it had been far more eafic to 
have pradifedvertue, then vice. 

See,miftrable wieich,how w-th fpoit 
and paftin C thou haft loft a Kingdoms : 
it wa^ in thy power to have been happy 
forever if <hou wouldeft : ^ (bort and 
eafic- labour would have purchased _ a 
. . - ; * bLIicd 



blejffed immortality, which thoa refuied 
to undergo. See, fool, how for a filthy 
and fading pleafure thou baft caft away 
immenfe delights. It appears now thy 
f]e(h was dearer to thee then heaven. 
Doeft thou perceive now what pleafures 
thou purfued ? I foretold thee, I warn- 
ed thee, I frequently checkc thee ; Sue 
all in vain, I did nothing, but loofe my 
Idbour. I am now meet with thee,when 
all hope is fled fromthes, thy folly is 
juftly recompenfed with pain. 

Open thine eyes, thou fordid flaTe,to 
behold, how thou baft loft all, for wal- 
lowing in impurity but a moment. Thou 
aic now remote from the honours, trea- 
fures and delights of the blefTed, which 
'tis impoffibk for thee ever to attain. 
Thy luft has plunged thee into this abyfs 
of torments,thy incontinency has drawn 
upon thee thefe unquenchable flames : 
that roeiry and (hbrt maidnefs of' thine 
IS waited on by eternal mourning. Doft 
thoo deplore the privation of Paradife ? 
thou haft deprived thy felf. Doft thoo 
bewail the joys of heaven were negled. 
ed? thoa didft negle^ them. Doft thou 
lament that heaven gates are fhut ? thoa 
didft (hut them againft thy felf. At this 
very inftar.c thou chighcft hive Mn 
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moft hippy, buc happy thon woQldft 
not be. Ic was ea(ie to have mericed 
heaven, but delays, ahd catelcfs negli- 
gence have brought theo hither, blind 
and mad as thon art, whence thou mayft 
not go out for eternity. Here is no free- 
dom, no falvation : defpair a hundred, a 
lthou(and times, defpair eternally, dye 
eternally , yet thou canfl: never meet 
with death after infinite ages. Thou art 
ciift away from the face of God, becaufe 
thou averted thy felf from him. Thou 
perf{heft by no oues fault , but thine 
own i perifli for ever. 

Such Sefmons as thefe »the Confcience 
makes, but too late: all hope is turned 
incoije^patr. 

A timely pennance is fo efficacious, 
that it blots oat all Has ;-and punifh- 
ment for fins forgiven, or at leaft di- 
miniQieth itj befides, it augments the 
favour of ^od. For this reafon, that An- 
gel of the dcfert St.fohn, inftiled this one 
thing into the eats of thofe that reforted 
CO him: Do pennatice for the Kingdom of 
heAven u at hand, Mat.i. Do pennance. 
Pennance in hell has none of thefe ef- 
fefts: it wafhetb not away the ieaftfin, 
itcakesoff nopain.norreftoces any oi 
Gods grace. They are eaemies to God, 
, , whq 
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who firft begin there to do pennance, 
^ they obtain nothing,ibey are wife when 
it is too late. 

All thefe particulars thofe banifht 
fouls from heavcnknow well,' hence it 
is, their worm dyeth not. They behold, 
at in a table, their faults committed ; 
they behold them, and have a horror of 
them. Theirridiculous vanity, their fu- 
perflaity in apparel, and all their vain 
glory they utterly deteft ; their. ra(h 
jadgracnts and envy ; Their bafe cove- 
loufhefs and fordid luxury they moft 
farioufly curfe. They fee, unhappy that 
theyarc,. immcnfc he»ps of lafcivious 
thoughts plainly before theit eyes. The 
foulnefs of intemperance is abominable 
to them; theLechergyoffloth, the fal- 
lacy of voluptuoufnefs, the blandifli- 
mcnts of imptiie love they execrate} buc 
all this comes too late. They cry out 
with moft bitter, but fruitlefs moan: ^// 
tkofe things are paffed away as ajhaddow ; 
hnt in our tiattghtinefs -we are cwfumed^ 
Wifdom, c. 5. It was in out power to a- 
t/oid things forbidden , and perform 
things commandisd, but we would not. 
This will be the canticle of the confci- 
"ence fpr ev^r .- Their worm dieth not. 
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SECT. 4.

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Ghnft powered out rivers of oyl, of liis 
precious bloodPnow licither one drop^of 
oyl.nor butter runs any morc.The foun- 
tain of Gods mercy is dried Dp: the ri- 
vers of divine grace ftream not at all.

Amor0 
fo great a MtiltitPide of fpeSiatonrj, no ones 
eje will he wore troublefome^ then every 
ones to himfelf. There it no fight either in ' 
heaveri) or earth which the darf^fome con- 
fcience would rather avoids but cannot. 
Ditrknefs is not covered from itfelf; it 
beholds it felf, that can difcover nothing 
elfe. The ri>orl^s of darknefs follow thern^ 
they can hide themfelvcs no where from 
darknefs, no not in darj^nefs it felf. Here 
is the worm that djeth not^ the remem- 
brance of things pafi; which being once 
caft into, or rather bred in the foul by fin, 
fricks fofafi, that henceforth it can never 
bt: plucks away. It doth not ceafetognaw 
the ccnfcience ^wherewith being fed, as with 
inconf amp live food, it preferves its life per- 
petm/ly.

Therefore while the foul endures^ the

Thefe rods were 
not tyed together for you, but bccaufe 
you have comihicced the- fime offence 
with that untoward boy, youlhall like- 
wife be whipt with him. 

In lil^e manner Chriftfpeaks to hise- 
nemies .- My intent was you Chould have 
enjoyed the fociet^ of Angels ; Paradife 
Was ttiade ready for you: butfinceyou 
have caft away all goodnefs, and would 
riot obey me, but the devil : Go there- 
fore, gOjgo, and make your abode in the 
devils den; remain in that company your 
ifeives have provided. Qf this both place 
and company we now trea[, 

S ECT. I. , 

BEfore we enter into the Place , lets 
cake a view of the ground. Anticnt- 
entlyat the left band of the entrance in- 
to Trimalcions houfie, not far from tbe 
Porters lodg, was painted upon the wall 
a mighty dog in a chain, over whom was 
wntcen in Capital Leitersj Take heed, 
take heed of the dog. . 

Many fucb dogs as thcfe are inliell : 
(o Biany Certerm's-i as devils, wbith are 
;*• fat 
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far more ravenous then all Cerhertu'K 
Here both by writing and words I ex- 
claim : Take heed, take heed of thefe 
dogs. But now let us look, upon the 

place. 

It is agreed upon as well by antient 
Fathers, as Divines, that thofe comfort- 
lefs caverns of hell arc fcitcd in the cen- 
ter of the earth: holy writt likewife af- 
firmes the lime. For after they, who re- 
belled againft Mojfes, were fepjra^d 
from the people of God :, The earth ^^^^■ 
brake in [under under their feet; &ofening i6,v p. 
her Tttotithy devoured them with their ta- 
bernacles^ and all their fubftance : and 
they vent dawn into hell qmck^covere^ with 
the ground. This prifpn of the wicked is 
rightly fcated in the loweft place, as the 
habitation of the bleffed is on the high- 
eft, noblcft, and molt plea fane. 

Of that prifon we may frame this dif- 
coutfe : In cafe the damned amount to 
thiity times a thoufand millions of men, 
rr« hundred thoufand millions and that 
fiery prifon according to its whole di- 
mention of height , bredth and length 
contain one Cernjan mWc, it will have 
room enough for that wonderful nam- 
: bee pf men. Streitnefs futes well with 
the prifon J it being proper for liberty 

to 
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to enjoy 9n ample habitation. Bat the 
croud of chs ditnned , thofe dogi tnd 
fwine, ftiall dwell in a narrow compifi, 
and (hall be like grapes in a wine prefs, 
or faic htrrings in a barrel, or bricks in a 
kill, or pieces of wood in ipyle, orliot 
glowing coles in an iron- grate, or like 
ilieep baccher'd in the Oiambles • thcyr 
fhall be clofc and ftreicly thronged toge- 
rher* The narrowncfs of the prifon, and 
their being preffed one near to another, 
makes no fmall addition to their tor- 
menti. Into thisQsnder com pa ft God 
will convcigh all the fewers and filth of 
the world. 

The grcateft joy this world affords is 
rot a little diminirfit by loathforonefs of 
place. Who would eftcem it a pleafure 
to take up his quartets for any long time 
in a tallow*chandler», or curriers fliop> 
in Afi^ias ftable, or in a vault hllcd with 
rotten carcaffes ? fo ungrateful a place 
a*; this, by rcafon of its fteRch„ woold 
quite banifh put of thebreaft all thoughts 
of pleafure; Wh»t then will happen ii 
chat forge of Gods wrath, in chat hor- 
rid cave of eternity , wherci all y>y is 
feoDOved, and where there is nothing t9 
b< found, butextrcam dolours? How 
much will this deep, obfcure and ftench-

ther go from thence hither. Ancl yet Aha* 
hams abode was not \t\ heaven. 
\ In cur prifr^ns there is ample liberty, 
if yon look upon the habitations of the 
damned: Their Sepulchers, their hohfesVU ^-^^ 
forever. Princcaand Kings, Emperonra 
and Popes arc (hut up in this houfe; nei- 
ther hath Crafw, nor Alexander any o- 
ther dwelling place St. Luk^ c. 16. bean 
teftimony: ^herichman alfodyedi and 
hi vfos buried in hell. O profound Sc- 
pulcherllnto this novf arc hislUteJy 
bjaildingi and towers converted, into 
ipis hii pleafant fountains and trbmphal 
arches, into this h/s groves and flourifti- 
ing gardens, into rliis his bathes , hit 
theaters , and magnificent palaces : bit 
whole houfe is no more, then a narrow 
tomb.

Chrifliern King of Benmarl^y in the 
year one thoufand, five hundred, twenty 
two became an Apoftate from Chriftian ^^ ^"^ 
rehgion. Afterwards by reafon of his^"* 
cruelty he was deprivedof three King- 
doms, miftrably condemned to perpe- 
tual bondage, and in theyear one tbouf- 
fand, five hundred , thirty two, like an 
unruly beaft,was caft into .1 gracc.where 
he ended his days. Bat O gentle prifons 
of Bajafet and Chrifiicrti, if compared 
to thofe of the damned I 

Valerian a Roman Emperour recciv BAren \ 
cd no better nfage from Sapores King of Jd An. 
Perfia: for being encaged ^s well as the ^<5i. 
former, he was never permitted toftir 
out, but whe n he was forced , inftead of 
a footflool, to lend his back to Sapores 
toraoanc on horfc-back. In fine Valerian 
had bis skin pulled off, and his flefh rub^ 
bed with fait. Thus alfo was RirXud fon 
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to Frederick itflprifoned till deatb. 
^aiiasi After the fame manner Mark^ Bi(ho|i 
of ^rethttfa, f aoieus for elo^aence and 
fandicy of life> a moft renowned Mar- 
tyr, in the time of futiah the Apoftace, 
was Hrft coinmtcced co boys co be fiabed 
wicli bodkins,cbeii bcftneared with brine 
and hony was enclpfed in a cagC^ hang 
in the open air under the (corcbtng fun, 
and fo was expofed as a prey co hornecSj' 
Wafps, gniCi and flics^ that he might feel 
him fe if dye. 

But.O bowroild t^cre thef« paniAi- 
mentslhowdelightfome chefe cages, in 
refpcd of theirs in bell ! All tormenc 
here is but imaginary, and a mere (had- 
dov7 : as being folaced either with the 
Chor tnefs of thetr concmDancej or tweet- 
ned with the hope of everlafting reward:

/oj»»w the Philbfopher to pry into their 
proceedings, and to bring back in writ- 
ing 



ingwhathf obferved either concerning 
their laws, or government. Phiioniue ha- 
ving carioafly marked all particulars re- 
turned to thehes, where being to give 
an account of his EmbalTy in pubUck^he 
hid open ojpon the Thcacre,rods Jnarcs, 
whips, racks, axes, wheels, and gibbets; 
then after fome time of Blencc, he broke 
forth into tbcfc words : Behold, quoth 
be, and become eye-witneflcs, you The 
bsm Citizens, what keeps the LtLceiAr 
mtAdns in ordet:no one offends amoagft 
them, who is not forthwith chaftifed : 
vcrtoe goes not without reward, not vice 
free from punifhment : hence itis,theic 
manners arc better then ours. 

God, the worlds law-giver, with ad- 
mirable wifdom performs his part ; and 
that orderly difciplinc may not go to 
wrack, he does not threaten gibbets , 
racks, not wheels ; but hell fire, which 
burns for ever. Neverthelefs ( fuchis 
mans impiety )the world dares ftil tranf- 
grefs the laws of God : whatj I pray, 
wooldnoc mans boldnefc attepptv if 
tbcy were only punilhable for an honr, 
or a day ; or to be imprifoned for a year 
or two ? To all fnch as fwerve from 
Gods commands, we 4(now, thraldom 
without end, paim eternal are decreed j 
^ ' ■ . ■ . and' 
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and yee (which'cannot be Tpoken with«' 
ooc wonder, ) cranfg^eJTors of diviHe 
laws are Namberlefs. 

Whence, (I befeech yoii^ doch this 
incredible cemecicy proceed ? The fear 
of^odis not before their ejes, Pfalmi$i 
becanfe che mercy of @od, fo often 
as meh offend, hindersf hioi from throw- 
ing down Thqnder-bolts a^on the of- 
fenders, therefore chey become auda- 
cioDs above meafare: whence many 
void of fear erimple che ordinations of 
-Heaven nnder foot, andloofefhe reins 
CQ wickednefs forbidden. A deceitful 
hopofooehs many up, and leads cheoi 
infen^bly into che gnlf of defpair^ which 
is that torment of eternity we now 
treat of^ ^ 

SECT. I. 

Hope in this world is an admirable 
lenitive for afl fores of affliAlon, 
and miferies wbacever : it may fitly be 
termed a Soveraign oyntment, chac ap- 
peafes all oar aggrievances. Hope chief- 
ly K^ttds profit 4"^ the e/id '• though 
tears trickle down abundantly, yec they 
are ea(ily wiped away with this fpunge. 
Thofe noble champions of Chrift, rhofe, 

in*

invmabls Martyrs, thoogh they fufFer* 
cd much, yet were they much comfort- 
ed with che fruits of patience. The like 
folace are they partakers of ( to fpeak 
mth St, Bernard) who do good and fuf- 
fccevil. ; 

It happens fometimes that one pur- 
chafes a Farmi for which he pays many 
thoufand crowns, and yet for all cbac 
fays, he doth not repent him of bis bar- 
gain, becaufe all his charges will in time 
come back again with jntereft. Theie 
torments in bell are exceedingly increaf- 
ed,for that their fufteriogs bring them 
in no profit : whereas with as one fmall 
tear, fo it be ferious, is able to walha- 
way many heinous offences : it is not fo 
with them, for, albeit their pains be ne- 
ver fo grievous, yec do they not expiat 
onevenralfin, nor deferve fo much as a 
drop of water. 

How heavy a burden is itforpefanti 
and labourers to work without Wages I 
SoisalltoyI wichonc hope ofrecora- 
pence. In this manner (laves, who la- 
bour for their mafters, not themfelves, 
,efteem their pains troublefome, becaufe 
fmitlefij yet they may receive comfort 
from the end of their libonrs, which 
acatb brings to a period . This is a bene- 
fit 
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(it wholly dcnyed (9 thofe aa? ci ia belt;

Sem fiffrom them. The wicked, fays S.AtfJih,

fo live in them, as if it were pffibU, they 

v*Hld dye ; but no one maket an end of 

them, that their fains may lafi for ever. 

Their pains there we not only endletf, 

buclikewife fo perpetoally renewed, a« 

that they are always new. They fhall 

bftrny fays Job, c. 20. and all firrowjhall 

fall upon them. Whence they will be 

feifed with moft defpeiate fary, and 

moft facioos defpair. 

Some indeed defpair. and that but 
otke becaiife death allows them no 
longer time. But in hell they defpw a 
thooiand times an hoar.yea their defpaic 
is without ce&fing, like unto a continual 
or hedkick feaver. Whatever the damned 
think on,that is to them rageing defpair: 
they wonld> if it were in their power; 
tear therafelves in pieces with their teeth, 
fiabbe thcmfelves all over with (harp 
knifes, and draw death to them with o-, 
penarrila: but death will Hy from them.; 

SECT; 
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SECT. 2: 

SUch as defpair through extream ad- 
vcrfity, fomtimes bereave themfelvcs 
oflife by water, fword. halter, poyfon 
or precipices, fancying hereby they &aU 
find an end of their life and mifery toge- 
ther : whereas in hell no end may be 
found either of calamity, life or death. 
There is no water, no fword, no halter, 
no poyfon, no precipice can kill them, 
howbeit all thefe particulars do there 
torment them, as doth alfo continual 
and never ending defpair. At which the 
Judges final (entente doth chiefly aime : 
Depart from me accurdd, into everlaft- 
iogfire: from this no appeal may be 
granted, the decree 1% irrevocable - and, 
t%%i.tAuflin fpeaks, this fentcnce ol 
God is unchingable. 

The Angel which St. 7o/&» fa w iworeApoc.c. 
by him that liveth for ever and ever, that 10. 
there Jball be time m more. But thefe ftiall 
beecernity, and a leward of things done 
in time. This immutable oath of the An- 
gel, this fatal fentencc of our Lord, the 
damned fliall fo certainly perceive, that 
this ftorm of words, -this horrible thun- 
der Ihall perpetually found in their ears: 

into 
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into fire evcrlafting, into fire evetlaiing, 
cverlafting tUsl into fire evcrlafting. 
Not one l^Uable or tittle of thefe words 
(ail of their effcds: thefe wotd« which 
the damned hear and andcrftand, Wa 
hear and undeiftand not. ^ ., ^ . 

Now 3i the habitauon of the blefled 
iiteplenifticd with all delight, fothat 
of the damned is an epitome or abndg- 
cient of til dolours. What ever i«af- 
fliftivc, deplorable or dreadful, thofe 
beneath acefcnfibleof; what ever is de- 
lightful, pleafing or comfortable, thofe 
above do plentifully participate. 

In this world of ours no malady fo 
great, but has its remedy • all affliAiori 
may, if we will, be mitigated. Our grief 
is frequently appeafed by tea(on,by reft, 
by pleafing coHverfation, and chiefly by 
procefioftime; one while our firwndi 
and kindred, another while fueh as have 
fqfFcred the like difaftcrs, but principal- 
ly hope either wipes away, or aflwagei 
ourCaliraity. Whereas, God know», 
in that region of utter defolation all 
gates arc (hut to the leaft Ifolace : No 
eafen* comfort may be expeded from 
heaven, or earth V from their condition 
paft, prei^ent. or to come. What way 
foever they torn theii eyes, they bebow 

ir- 



iirowi of eternal death (hot »giiu(k 
them. On.evcry fide they arc environfc! 
with mourning and anguitli, gricfand 
cxtream fadneis,togcther with cormcnc's 
(Exceeding all number. They nuy tr.uJy 
fay : Theforrows of death have Ccmpaffe4 
we, Tfal. 1 14 and the pangs of defpair: 
we have found tribulation and WAailing. 
Hereupon they willnotccafetocurfc the 
name of our Lord perpetually. 
SECT. 3. 

THis defpair of the wicked Will ht 
Qugmenccd above meafcrc by the 
certain knowledge they have, lliac witHi 
all their unfpeakabic fufferings noc the 
*kaft blemilh of fin may be walht away: 
fuch is the venom of one mortal fin,thae 
even venial defers accompanying ir to 
hell muft be chaftifed for ever. Take this 
example: our ordinary Vailingsarf, idle 
words, effufed laufjhrer, fonie fmill ex-, 
cefs in diet. carelt;fners in the falUidy of 
our eyes, diftf adion in prayer: thtfe^srid^ 
fuch like, while we live, arccalily txpt- 
aced. One morfel fo; borne to cur!) out 
«ppetice,one gentle figh.a litlc piricrcr, 
or an ejlie ket- ping our hands or eyes in' 
orJcr,blot out thofc kfler ftaini: ubere'^ 
as if they be joined with one heinouff 
cfime in I'lell, bo:h ihsll bs punifl c etcr- 
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naliy : which adds no fmall fuel to en- 
kindle the fireof defpair. 

We muft needs acknowledge, in this 
life the hand of God is armed with meek- 
r.ef' . when he ftrikcs : but in the other 
'tis heavier then lead, harder then iron, 
and when extended to revenge, he never 
pulls it in again. 

The defpair, we fpeak of, arifeth from 
hope in cxcefs, which is called prefump- 
tion : this the wifs man warns ns to cf- 
chew : Say not ; I have finned, and v^hat 
forrorvfttl thing hath chanced to me f for 
the hlghefi is a patient rewarder. Of fin 
forgiven be not without fear, neither add 
tkoti fin upon ft». And fay not : The mer^ 
ry cfoftr Lord u great ^ he vfill have mercy 
CM the multitude of my fins. Slack. W '^ 
be converted to our Lordy and defer not 
fi om day to day \ fcr his wrath fhali come 
fiiddainly^and in time bf vengeance he will 
^ejiroy thee. Ecclefiafl. C. 1 5. 

Admirably well fayd St, Gregory. He 
hath an orderly trufl in the mercy of Gfd, 
tJ?o correal s what he did amifs by repent^ 
ii^(T^ not repeating the fame fault, Hethac 
doth otherwife is not guided by hope, 
but is thruft headlong by temerity.

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We are here in prifon/uncertain what 
day or hoar we mnft be brought forth 
to cxecution-.and yet we fport and play, 
as if we feared nothing ; we prodigally 
waft our time, as if we had no other ba- 
finefs in hand but toys and trifles lis 
true, we either thioH our fclves, or heat 
others difcourie on eternity, but with- 
out feeling of ir, as though it were of no 
foncernto us. We are daily fpcaators 
of untimely deaths, without fo much as 
reflcaing we may chance be the next 
for whom the bell ftiaU toul.

Doubtlefs God hath 
exhibited both in this and the other 
world many remarkable effefts of h;s 
Juftice, who looks upon thcfe only is ' 
nsar to defpair • as on the contrary.who 
onelyconfiderstheartradivesofMVrcy, 
confides above mealure: happy are tliey» 
that obferve a mean : thou mayft march 
on fecureiy betwixt Mercy and Juftice.

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In Hk« manner alt forts of n^in^^ as fo 
many ftrcams, empty thetnfclves into e- 
c^rnicy in hellj & yet eternity like an ini« 
fnenfc ocean, is always the fame, neithec 
ebbing, nor flowing,btit infinite, but un^ 
changeable. 

Aft:T a hundred centuries of ages are 
disburdened into this abytfir, a hundred 
more will be fwallowed up ; and ftill 
more, and more without end. After 
the damned crus (hall have dwelt in hell 
fomany ages, as to think they have li- 
ved in flames for all eternity by paft, yec 
eternity is not one jot diminilht. After 
the revoluuoti of (o many ages, eternity 
it not a fninuce lefs, it is €ver entirely the 
fame. After a thoufand t boufand years 
are come and gone, the circle ofeccrni- 
ty is as large, as whole, as unavoidable, 
as it was in the beginning. 

This is the ninth unfpeakable, uncon- 
ceivable torment in Gods prifon. Now 
forafmuch as people yet alive bnfie their 
thoughts with eternity, we aiiign a tri- 
ple difference thereof: e:crnicy which 
mak^s the pious daily fighiCternity which 
is a fcariul dream of the wicked,and c- 
ternity whichis an everlafting puniftimert 
to the damned.

This made him 
fl ghtall danger of loofcing the goods 
of fortune, yea and bis own life coo:this 
made him vidt martyrs in prifon, and 
kifs their chains : this made him encou- 
rage fuch as were to fufl'er, and aftec 
death to bury their bodies. Being taken 
up with thefe employments he took his 
jonrny to Tarfm, where he performed 
the like good/offices to the ciJampions 
ofChrift. His dayly exhortation was ; 
rhey (hould b: conltant in their fuffcr- 
ings : their labour though fhort, would 
merit reward w thout end. With thefe 
words he mervailoufly excited himfelf 
and others to lay down their lives coii- 
ragioufly.

Xviwrntf , a moft religious Virgin , a 
mirrour of patience and all kind of San- 
aicy , endured moft piercing Difeafes 
eight and thirty years , with patience e- 
flual to her pain. To this Saint with 
much adoe was brought a man grovyn to 
that height of impiety , that he cpuld by 
no means be drawn to lay open his hns 
in Confcflion. But at length yvith much 
difficulty they wrought upon him fo 
farr , thac he was content to difcovet in 
fomefort the wounds of hif . (jonfcience 
to Lydwittg, who had already one foot 
in the Grave , and beg of her. a remedy 
for them. He , as it is u'fual for fuch 
brutes to do, making a jeftofit, came 
to the f^ck Virgin; and that he might 
prdve as good as his word , he began in 
alaughing'.manner toreheatfea large 
Catalogue of his (ins. The, Saint be- 
fought him :% all the heavenly qpm , 
he would give over the rehearfal ot 
thofe things to her, which (hoiild be de- 
clared to a Prieft , and which others 
without offence could not give car to. 
Nc vrthclcfe as he began, fo he w'entpn 
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with his ftory ; where , after a long reci- 
tal , he told her , it was his cuflome to 
boaft of his heinous crimes amdngft his 
companion^. When Lydwin perceived 
ftie was enforced to hear a Narrative 
confifting of fo many wicked fentences ; 
(he demanded of him,whetherhe would 
give her leave j as an interpreter, to ma- 
nifeft thern to a Prieft? to whom he 
fmileingfaid : I do give you leave, up- 
on condition i that 1 be hoi! compelled 
to turn cryfer and blazon out thefc my 
excellent vertues. Ljd^the defirous to 
help the poor man , carryed on the buH- 
nefs with much difcretion ; and with ex- 
ceeding grief of heart did pennance foe 
the fins relat^ toher, as if theybad been 
her own.

ihould be plentifully furniflit with all 
Bcceffaries. For the firft year they made 
good their promifc , and treated him 
with much liberallity : but when it fell 
out that he lived longer then they ex* 
peded, they grew weary of the old man, 
and unmindfhl both of Piety and their 
Promifc, they began to deal more nig* 
gardly and harftily with him.

Nay, though that fame 
Coffer be three, four, five times empti- 
ed, and every grain fignifie a thoufand- 
years j ncverthclefs nothing is taken off 
from Eternity, it continuing durable , 
and of as vaft extent, as when it firft be-' 
gun.

Now as we may not with one liep 
mount to the top of a Ladder, but by de- 
crees • and as we cannot all at once fill a 
ftreitneckt bottle with Wine; fo it is 
not poflTible by a fleight and fuddain 
thought of eternity to imprint it either 
iii the underflanding, or will. By degrees 
we are to proceed from lefs to more , E- 
venas we fillaHat,Capor Cheft , and 
by. every feed we take out , we reckon a 
thoufand years ; fo likcwifc when a great 
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room is filled, we mijft order our com- 
putation. 

The fevemh is to make a Colloqure 
to ones felf : What is all affliaion in 
this world, compared to infinite milli- 
ons of years, through and after which 
eternity (hall endure, and that without 
any moving towards an end. or being in 
the leaft impaired ? Here every one is 
conftrained to acknowledge : Although 
whatever calamity the world contains 
fell upon me alone, yet what would this 
be CO pains eternal ? Again : though I 
alone enjoyed all pleafures the world 
can afford , and that for anhundrcd years 
together, what would this be to ao eter- 
nity of blifs ? What then do I, fool that 
I am, that I do not take another couiflfe? 
From this time forward at leaft I will 
learn more wit. 

If it chance that any one be oppreft 
with pain in body , ficknefs , or grief of 
mind; then chiefly is the time to enter- 
tain this thought: If this painorpen- 
nvcnefs were to continue ten , twenty, 
anhundrcd thoufand years; O God/hoJr 
unexplicablc would it be?But what wbuld 
this be in comparifon of thofe moft 
jharp pangs of eternity, which after Mil- 
-lions of ages know no end, but remain 
entire ?

I, who write thefe things, as well as 
others who have written on eternity, do 
openly make this Proclamation .• IVe 
Jeremy j,^yg gftred Babylon. It was in its free

The way is ftreit, the gate is narrow, and 
few enter in thereat. Many arc called, 
•ndfewarechofen. Therefore H/V^w; 
ch. ^ 1 , the Prophet ctyes out with a loud vbicer 
y. 45. ' Lettverj one f Ave his Ufa If hexrannat' 
doit otherwifeijicc him cotadernii him-' 

fcie- 
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felf to perpetual imprifonmenr ,- a«d • 
bury himfelf alive. Tis berrer top2(s 
out ofPrifoD to Heaven J then out of & 
Palace to Hell. 

The ancient PhiJofophers had notice 
ofthis truth : Wc^ exclaims; Itvoi 
veil f leafed with itie^ttlr'iKg after theE'Ep'fi 
tcrmtj ofSaHls yea and I did btleivait y^i^" 
toa. Behold how they pondered the 
Myftery of eternity , who were depri- 
ved of the ■ rayes of truth : What arc 
Chrifliansobliedged todp? The fame 
Seneoa fpoke wifely , when he faid : ^- 
mtnifiivilsturkefi comfort u, they via 
have ah end, The end is aknetiyea- 
gainfi all mifery. 

You may meet with one, who be- 
wails the burning of his houfe : another 
who complains he has no friend, noone. 
wartifthini, none that cares for him 
This man is affliaed through pains of 
body: that grows penfive bccaufe he is 
ID defolahon of fpiiic : One deplores 
nisneedinefsand want, anrtherdeems^- 
It worfe then death , to/ee. Mmfelf der. 
r? : ^""^^ .vrhat pnrppfe , I pray , are 
thefe lamentations ? The. beH remedy 
in mifery is^ii will have an end : this re- 
medj^etcr^ifyisdeniture^^^^^^^ It com,:.. 
ffehend^all kindof puni(h:ments, but «,. 
V -r, ! wholly 
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wholly v6ld of any end of thcrti : Hence 
the eternity of the damned is a tormsnc 
unexplicable. 
.«„. VkMrable Bed* faithfully rehearfcth 
<<<ogI, a renurkable piffage , Which hapned in 
his time. In the County of Nirthum- 
hrlandihsd a mm of greit piety called 
Hrlthelmi who through extremity of 
fickoers was brought to tl^e gates of 
death, fo as in the beginning of the 
night he fecmed to be dead indeed , and 
as foch lay all the night following. Next 
morning , beirtg unexpe(Redly reftorcd 
to himfclf; hefaid , to the amazerhenc 
ofthofc prcfcnt, he was psrmitted to 
tivc yet longer ,but after a fare different 
mannsr, then hitherto he had dons. 
Wherefore he addi£tcd himfelf to fpend 
more time in Prayer; hediHributed all 
his Goods among(\his Wife, ChildreD, 
and the poor; that done he renounced 
all worldly cares , and betook himfeU to 
great aufterity ; which gave Cufficient 
teftimony , what horrible things he had 
becncfe-witnefsofin the other world. 
What he had feen ^ he did not p'romifcu- 
ouQy relate to all, but only tpfuch, as he 
knew were unfeigned friends of Btetni- 
ty^ Amongft thcfe was King Alfttdri^ 
man of erriinsnc Learning , who fte 
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qu^ritly arid attentively gave dartp M- 
fi&ff/w, while he'difcourfed ofHelJ. Con- 
cerning which , he enlarged himfelf 
chiefly in the explication ot that horri- 
ble darknefs, that incomparable ftench, 
thofe lamentable bowlings, and tears ^ 
thofe fwarms of Adders, the infulting of 
Devils, the balls of fire and bitter hail: 
which ferved-to afflict the Damned, 
when they were forced to make a dif- 
mal exchange , by being fnatcht out of 
flames and thrown amongft lee. Thefe 
particularVcompared with the delights 
0f Paradife Dm^tfAwmuch infifted on. 
Out of whidinarration theigceateft pro- 
fit^edouoded to himfelf, for in a Moi 
baftery his abode was fevered from the 
reft, and (ituate on the bgcJk of a River^ 
where hiy 'principal employment was , 
to eleAve faftto God, with hisdefiresto 
vifit Heaven , to multiply Prayers with- 
out ceafing, to chalU<^ his body ^ and 
with perpetual iighso meditate^ on E- 
lernity. And that :.il might perceive he 
was ingood earneft , he ufed often ., foe 
the mortifying his flefli to go into the 
Uiver, which ran by his Cell, fometimes 
to the middle, fometimes to the neck, 
and day therein fo lon^ till the Ice irt 
HVtnter frofc about his body : at his 
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was thrbwn into boyling Picch, andlaft- 
iy ail bis Limbs were bruifed upon an 
Engine. His companion Barachtfiui 
was fcourged with Thorns, had his flcfh 
miferably renc , and in fipe had all his 
bones corn a funder and broken. Buc I 
have beheld more bitter paflages. Sa^ 
f«^r»flw«/ being eyed to a wild Bull, whom 
they made more wild with prickling, 
was hurried through rough and craggy 
waies , and fo drawn in peices : a horri- 
ble cormeDt no doiibt. Ncverthelefs I 
htvc feen more horrible, Martina , a 
Noble Virgin, being f^flried to foun 
flakes , was beaten with ftaves and 
flripes, was corn withhooks , ca^ft to the 
Beafls, and condemned to the fire. Em" 
Ttmamui ^,i0iop of RatUbon , after his 
(logert Wcre^chopt off , . his eyes pulled 
out , his<ears and noftrils diyidedfrom 
bis head , his hands and feet were cut a- 
way, and his tongu2 out of his mouth. 
tAodegArius^i^o^ oiAafiep'm France y 
when he liad undergone Famine and 
longlmptitbnment, was deprived of his 
Eyes, hadthcfoles of his Feet wounded 
ind (cpcrated from his body , his Lips 
cut aw?y , and his tongue pluckt out. Yet 
worfo pains then thefc I have beheld. 
'^hxmdfr pifliopof ^<»i»<p endured ma- 
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comeingouthedidnocdcy his clothes 
by theFire,otSun,butkept them on wet 
as they were, to the greater vexation of 
his bod / • in fo much as he ieemed ra- 
ther to be apparelled with Ice then Gar- 
ments. Some fpedatours, moved with 
companion towaids the man , asked 
him • How is it poffible Drithelm , you 
fhouidbcableto endure fuch piercing 
cold > to whom he readily, returned this 
anfwer: I have beheld (harper things, 
and more bitter colds then this. 
Sec wri- who ever (hall ruminate with attcn- 
tc . s ot tion the punilhmcnts of cter ijity ,- may 
s.-J.livcs pronounce the fame of the greateft fuf- 
ferings of Martyrs : I have feen grcatec 
then thefc. lamts a Noble Ptrfiamy^^s 
by King Ifde^des commanded to be 
cut in pieces from head to foot joyntby 
joynt. But one that contemplates eter- 
nity will fay : I hate feen (harper tor- 
ments then thefe.

Gnats. Notwithftanding Ihavc fecn 
more harfh dealing then this. Bleffcd 
MaxiMHs after he had bin tent with 
Hooks and had fuffcrcd the/Rack , and 
bin beaten Vvith clubs, was' ftoncd to 
death. Anth'tmfts}AixvjT:sfz% tormen- 
ted with hot glowing Aiill*;6i'6ken ppt- 
thcards, fiery, (hooes , artdrftt^itchdd op- 
qn a Rack":" toe, wife to Sxufterm'MiT' 
tyt .iftefiix idaits Famine crtijlpred in a 
dark DutigcOD,. was hung upfby the Hair 
of her head , and fiifled nyi^h ' fmoak of 
burnt Excrements, Gljeerim havcing 
been beaten till his bnnes appeared, was 
caflioto the fire. Peter the Exorcift, 
compmion to Marcelilurtt , Martyr , firft 
was torn with whips , then had S^negar 
and Salt'pouredinto his gapin^wouiws, 
and ]af)ly was roafted with »(bw fire. 
ChriftianaV\x%m , wainkeWife roafted 
and baaed with Oyl; Sctpcncsinfere let 

loore 
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loofe againft her ; her tongue nraspluckc 
out , and (hot to death with Arrows. 
Maxima ancj Do»atilIa were cruelly 
beaten with rods, then had their wounds 
rubbed with quick Lime, and finally be- 
ing broylcd on a Gridiron , were con- 
demned to the bv^alls. TheomHa had the 
top of her head taken off with a Rafour, 
which was afteriwards Crowned with 
Thorns and Brambles ; then .being tyed 
to four ftakes (Uq was batbaronfly bea- 
ten with thongs of Lether , and had hoc 
Coales thrown upon her belly; amongft 
which torments (he gave up the Ghoft.- 
Horrible pains were thefeiio doubt, and 
fliarp fuffeiings,: Albeit I have feen (har- 
per and more horrible. Pantaleon have- 
ing beenfor a long time burned, was ac 
lalUhrown into a Cauldron of mokea 
L^ad. Paffl 9.ri<^Ift/Uaa, Brother and Si- 
fter, wfcre tortured on the Rgck , were 
afflifted with boyling Pitchy. beaten with 
rods of hociron, feated in Chaire; , and 
caft upon beds (irook full of Najts , and, 
after three dayes abode amoqgft.Snalces 
were for the Faith of Chri(iconfumed 
with fire. Bleflcd St, 5/ir^4r<? w^s cru- 
elly tornieftted wth burning Torches, 
jBripes, and iron hooks , and having het 
breafiscucoffi ru£fe;edher he«id40 be 
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barbaroufly tmitten with Hammers; 
Auxentiw had his feet bored through 
with iron, and then being hanged upon 
a Wheel , was fo long pierced with hot 
auls. till he ended his Martyrdome. 
Qulntinusy of the illnftrious order of Se- 
natours in Rome, underwent mervailous 
torments ; for after he had been dreffcd 
with boyling Oyle , Pitch and Fat , his 
fides were fcorched with burning Tor- 
ches , all his body was beaten with 
Chains : Muftard , Lime and Vinagre 
were poured into his mouth ^0 ftrange 
kind of drink / ) and himfeU was thruft 
through with two Iron Spits , from the 
Neck to the Thighes , having befidcs 
(harp needles fit ook into all his fingers 
between the Flefh and Nails. Do thefe 
feam great extremities of cruelty ?But 
far greater are to be found in Hell » and 
thofe eternal; in comparifon yvhercof 
the former may be reputed as a Play- 
game or a jeft. We have feen far (harp- 
er pains then all be'ore rhentioned; 

£ven this Age welive in hath been 
witty in inventions of Tyranny. In foijnc 
places the bellies of men cohfecrated to 
God, being lipped open and fluffed wit;h 
Provend , have ferved as Mangers for 
HorfcSjOr troughs for HogVto feed in. 

Quick 
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Quick Mice hare likcwife bin placed 
upon mens naked bellies , and covered 
there under Bafons, on the tops where- 
of a fire being made , thclitcle creatures 
were compelled to feek for their liber- 
ty, which finding no other way, they 
care into the bowels of livcing men. 
Hence Ca/igfila, thou maitt learn fome- 
thingto imitate. In pthir places mens 
bodies were cut afunder joynt by joynt • 
burning Torches were put under theic 
Armpits , and applyed to their whole 
breatts; Hooks were thruft into their 
entrals ; and that they might be longec 
tortured before death, fires werekird- 
Icd under them. Some have been cloa- 
ched in Bears-skins , and fo baited by 
Maftive Dogs , till they were dcvourecl. 
Some againhave been rowled on iharp 
flones J fome have been covered with a 
board , and preffed under a thoufand 
pound weight , and fobruifed to pcices ; 
with fo much more cruelty and pain , by 
how much their death was flower. 
Thefe are cruel , moft cruel fnfferings , 
yet who ever looks upon the pains of 
Hell with the eye of contemplation , 
mil cooftantly pronounce oi 9\\ thccor- 
ment of Martyrsr together : I have feen 
much more ccuel / 1 have behpld much 
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more dreafuL All the inventions of cru- 
efty foirad out by Tyrants , are fmall , 
are nothing at all in refpe<5t of the Tor- 
rnents in Hell ; which are eternal j alas / 
ialas .' they are eternal.

Ii^agine there is but one Sea 
in the whoie,worid , (as many Learned 
men^re of .opinion J and that this Sea 
doth neither increafe nor diminiOi* 
as certainly it will after the day of 
judgement. Let God now grant this 
fpecial favo|ur and grace , fgive us leave 
to fancy it to) that an Angel be, fcnt to 
the Capi:iyi;s of Eternity with thefe 
joyful tidings .• Be of good cheer, for I 
Relate ui»to you great joy, though it 
win be long ere you bepectakersofit; 
God hath commanded that every hiin- 
dsed year I (liall come dow»to t^e Sea, 
and carry thence; one drop of Water .• 
and when the Sea is drop by drop ex- 
hauft, your torments flaall have an end • 
and you (hall be , removed hence to t he 
focie^y oFthe blefled.

We may be thought to 
fleep moft fweetly , though we pafsover 
many nights, awake: we though fur- 
rounded with calamities, flow inde- 
lightsj whereas they are tormented in- 
deed, and every hour dye a thoufand 
deaths. ... 

An Authour worthy of credit re- . 
counts," how Theodmck^ Bifhop o^^(f) 
Virecht had a Servant called Eberbach,Y.\!! x 
This man was in gaod repute with his 
Mafter, as well for his great prudence , 
as faithful induftty : yet could he not e- 
fcape theenvy of others , which moved 
him in a frantick humour to make him- 
felfaflave to the Devil ; hoping thereby 
to find fbme releif againfl his malicious 
oppofers. After fome years Eherhaeh 
dyed ; and his Soul being feparated from 
the Body was thrown into a Pool of 
Flames : in which he was fo tormented 
that after his return to this life again, he 
iffirtned.' If one great fire were made 
of all the Trees and Wood in the world, 

R. 4 he 
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he. would rather fry in that till the day 
of judgement , then abide one hour in 
the former flames. He likewifc gave a 
particular account of the cold^ , darknefs 
andotherpainsinHell. While he was 
there moft fharply tormented, a meflen- 
gcr from Heaven fpoke eo him in this 
naaner : Behold quoth he , this reward 
they dcferve, that fcrve the Devil. But 
tell me, if thou might go back to life a- 
gain, wouldfl thou take courfe to expi- 
ate thy fins committed ? Whereunto he 
anfwered .- 1 will rcfufe no puniflimcnt , 
fo I may go hence. In fine, upon this 
frondition that he (hould undergo vo- 
luntary pennancc , he was rcftored to 
life 5 and in regard his body was not yet 
buried, he railing himfelf upon the Bier, 

f)uc all the flanders by to flight. Prefent- 
y after he began vigoroufly to do Pen- 
nance for his faults , adhering to Bilhop 
Othoy who was going to the Holy War, 
Vnder whom he chaliifed himfelf fo fc- 
vercly, that he ran by his horie barefoot, 
notcareinghow much he wounded bis 
legs and feet with thorns and fharp 
flones. Almoft all the money he had 
he diftributed amongft the poor: He 
fa Red every day with bread and water,, 
which he took moft fparirigW. Some: 

admtr 
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admiring thisaufterity of life, perfwadcd 
him to take a milder courfe : to whom 
he replied : you have no caufe to won- ' 
der at my (Iricknefs ; I have endured far ' 
worfe .• were you there you would be of 
another mind. When this Holy travel 
was ended, he and his wife became Re- 
ligious , to fpend the remnant of his 
dayes in expiating his crimes. Thefe 
things he related of himfelf to M» 
Xa»Pi from whom the Authour hadhis 
intelligence. 

Here we may fitly call to mind that 
wholfome admonition : I have fuffercd 
rnore grievous things. And you O Chri- 
ftian , muft fuffer more grievous thingj , 
unlefs you be content to"undcrgo fmaller 
croffes here with patience. Sometime* 
we complain others do us wrong : here 
fay to your fclf , you fliall endure more 
hereafter. Sometimes others fill your 
ears with complaints; tell them, they 
muft pafs through greater difficulties/ 
the like may bepradtifed in all trouble« 
and miferies. Wherefore do you exag- 
garate your grief through impatience ? 
Except you be careful : greater affliftion 
will befal you. All you futfer is nothing, 
if you look not upon thofe bloody Bathes 
of New , but thofe fiery Gu|rs of ?/«/#.

in the principles of Ch rift ian Religion, Hift. de 
favY as it were in a Dream, a ^Vifion of^*^^;&*= 
Hey , vvith the different kinds of tor- 
ments ufed. in that place- and with all 
heard a Vbyce .that faid : This is the 
manfipriof the wicked ,.who have wal- 
lowed in the puddle of Vices. After

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trembling , and tears ccickled down his 
Cheeks amain , wherewith all allure- 
ments of unchaftplcalure quite vaniOit 
away J whence /opp^^f became wholly 
another man. 

Good God / how obdurately malici- 
ous are we > Hell is not icprefented to 
us in a Dream, but by an unerrable faith: 
and yet what a life do we lead ? We in- 
deed are often changed , but ftill to 
worff : We alter our former wicked- 
neis, as if we were weary of it , and take 
upon us a new habit of impiety farr ex- 
ceeding the former. Whereupon every 
one may make this prayer with St.Bcr- 
ftard : IJ^vc plttj on meO my Godf before 
I be tormented eternMj in Hell. Nay, c- 
very wicked man may pray, as Manaffet 
did : Do not defiroy me together with 
» Paral. mlnelnlqaities, neither be angry rvith me 
ch. 16. for ever yre(erving evil for me-^ nor con- 
demn me unto thofg lorvefi -places finder- 
ground: BecatifethoH art the God of Re- 
pentant ftnners. What exprelTions , O 
my God, may I, wh6 am Uker a Bcaft, 
then a man , rather make ufe of then 
thefe ? Spare me, pardon me^ have mercy 
on me ; do not remember mine iniquities. 
When Chrift our Lord the day after 
Talm-Smday went from Bethania to 

Hterttf4'. 
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Jilertifalemy he fteptafide to a Fig tree 
, to gather fome fruit to appeafe his hun- 
ger, bnr finding none , he faid : Never m«. , -- 
grow there fruit of thee for ever. And itt- '^ ^•** 
continent the Flgtree vpos vftthered. Such 
as thefe arc aiUhe inhabitants of Hell, 
accurfed Figci ees, al waies barren, pluckc 
up by the roots, and cal^ into the fire to 
burn for ever : they will never bung forth 
ffuite for eternity. 

In Behemoths Kingdome there is no 
knowledge of patience at all , nor of hu- 
mility • no vertue is to be found there, 
the Soyl is altogether fruitlcfs ,no trees 
arc to bd found there, butfuch as fprung 
up for fijel : they will bring forth no 
fruit for ever. 

After our firft Parents had taflcd of 
the forbidden Apple , they were quickly 
banifht from that Garden of Pleafurc , 
and an Angel in Arms placed to guard ''■ 

the entrance thereof: this is attcfted 
by Holy Writ : jindhe caf- out Adam , Gcnc^J 
andplaced before the Paradlfe ef Pleafuri 
Cherubims, and a flaming and a turning 
fmrd. This was a moft fignal tcftimony 
of Divine mercy, there to place a fcrvane 
only,and not the Lord of Paradife with 
afword to hinder all entrance. It will

have a fwqrd.- Our Lord will take the 
fv\ferd himfelf , apd draw it againft the 
jMlate.xj' damned : Gefye arvaj frbm me )oh ac- 
earfed. Thefe words are but iiew, yet do 
ihey make a*vblume of fo vaft a bulk as 
will never be fufficiehtly read over.

doridt is the knowledge of fio. He vtilt 
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never fin p/ieyoufly, who with attention 
ruminates the gravity and uglinefs there- 
of. Take fin out of the world, and you 
take away all evil together with it.. Sin 
is the onely evil in the world; yea the 
very nurfery of'all other evils , amoft 
profound feaof all miferies , and a bot- 
tomlefs depth of torments. Hence iflfu- 
ed that of St. Chryfojieme : -Sin is a wil- 
ling madnefs, a voluntary Devil. This 
moved the Mother of St. Lewis King of 
Franee, while he was young , to inftill 
this principle into his heart ^ 'My fon , I 
would rather -thou fhouldrt dye, then fin 
mortally, well to our purpofe fpoke/(7J&» 
CUmacHs: Though we fhonld* faft a 
ihoufand years continually with Breai 
andWat^Y-^ though we (h6uld bring the 
whole worTdtbmourn withus ; though 
we fliould equal the River lordan by 
weeping drop by drop, yet could we ne- 
ver fatisfy for our faults committed. 

This made the Wife man cry out ,• 
Asfron^mjac&ofa Serfeht , fiee' fi-<^^^^'^'^^ 
fiftt' • Who touches the " cup wherdn 
Death h as Vomited , to fpeak with Tttr- 
iHllian, arid in which Poyfon is offered 
tothe tSfter'? There is nothing in the 
world niore fdrmidable then fin : Upon 
Which fUbjea much hath been delive- 
red 
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red as well by word of niouth as writing s 
whereuntd we will annex fiveaflercions. 
who ever fins mortally : 

I. Otfends God moft grievouflyi and 
makes himhis adver{ary and foe. 

<2. He lofeth all Gods Grace. 

5. He becomes guilty of all miferies 
and calamities. 

4. He lofeth Heaven for all Eter- 
nity. . ,. . 

5. He throws himfelf headlong into 
everlafting pains in Hell. 

St. VaAl comprehends the whole bu- 
fioefs in a word : thi rvages of fm it 
death ; and all the train ot death , for- 
row,pain,ricknefs,anguifli, vrhich arc 
Harbingers, are followed by eternal 
death. All this , tis meet we (hould 
confidermore cxa^ly, therefore wewill 
proceed with our affcrtions in order. 

SECT. 1. 

THefirft is :Whoever,rins mortally, 
offends good grievoufly, and makes 
him his adverfary and foe. By fin the fu- 
pream God is wronged , fo far , as map 
places his final end in the creature with 
neglea of the Crcatour, This is an ex- 
Keam injury , and wt mwch iinUkc tol- 
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dolatry : for which caufe , fins in Holy 
Writ are frequently called Idolaijryi 
Such temerity as this, is found in all grie- 
vous fin, and is worthy of all puniQimenc 
whatever^ For in regard Gpd is moft 
prefenc every where , the hn is commit- 
ted before his eyes, who fo much abhors 
it ; and fo becomes an injury to God , 
who is both Spe6tatour and hearer s 
Thus we aftronc the Soveraign King be- 
fore his face. Yea , and what is worfc , 
we abufe benefits to the difpleafure of 
our Benefaftour : For that very help ^ 
which God affords us in every adiion, wq 
turn againft him : As if a Father ftiould 
provide his little Son of a Dagger, wher- 
with he might learn to defend himfelf; 
and withal (liouid guide his childs ten-* 
derarm: yet the vvicked Boy fhoulcl 
flriyeto murthcr his father , even while 
he held up the hand ready to ftab him. 
This is every ones cafe that fins : While 
God both helps and dire<9;s his adtions^ 
thefe he moft injurioufly converts a- 
gainftGod. l4ow for better manifefta- 
tion ofthis notorious affront take a vie vv 
of what cnfues. 

So often as a rnan is about to fin , he 
Rands betwixt God and the Devil, as 
judge and umpire, wl^thec he wjjl de- 
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dare for. God explicates his own Law, 
and withal (heweshis Crucifwd Son, to 
withdraw man from fin. The Devil fees 
before him pleafure , the bait to all evil, 
hereby to perfwade and entice him to 
fin .• Whoever now fins ,declares with- 
bnt any more adoe for the Devil; be- 
caufe turning away from God , be moft 
unjuflly adjudges the caufe to the De- 
vil. What elf e is this , but to fay in- 
deed ? Let Laws command , or prohibit 
what they will ; let Gods Son Crucified 
admonifh , crave , move , or manifeft 
what he plcafe; let God himfelf menace 
what he lift from Heaven ; the Devil in- 
vites me fo fweetly , he drinks to me in 
fuch a fugred cup, that he perfwades, he 
gets the viaory , I go , I run after the 
Devil, I permit my felf to be drawn by 
him .• This Inkeepcr gives me content, 
what (hot foever he demand. This is 
cxaaiy the proceeding of every one that 
fins grievoufly. 

Thus God is put into oncfcale , and 
Pleafure into the other ? ttian comes to 
weigh them ,and when he is determi- 
ned to fin , he refolves rather to lofe the 
fricndfbip of God , then debar himfelf 
of pleafarc .• andfo prefers Baralfhs th^ 
TheifAridMurthercr, before Chrift our 
Redeemer. : What 
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What more bafe, horrible, and un- 
worthy fo Soveraign a Majefty , then for 
agreacure to deal thus with its Crea- i^^^. 
tour? BeafttmedO Heavens uf on rA^,ch/x. 
andOGates thtreof be ye defoUte excee- 
dingly .faith our Lord, Fortvua evils hath 
my people done • Ade they have forfaken the 
Fountain of living mater , a moft cleac 
fountain, and have thitfted after muddy 
water. 

Yet for further Declaration of this 
particular .- Man as we faid , is drawn 
two waies ; this way God draws, ihac 
the Devil. It is freely in mans choice , 
whom he will follow. The Devil ties 
man in a thread , ( for he can do no 
morcjand propofesto him foraething 
which may either fooththe fjefhor ftuffe 
the purfe , or puff him up with ambiti- 
on : with thefe threds he draws man , 
whom he has entangled , whither he 
picafes. Now that man may fatisfy his 
Luftjor encreafe hisFortune,or be feared 
on the Throne of Honour, he tramples 
underfoot the exprefs Law of Goi 

Contrariwife God binds man with 
cords net eafily broken .* He fcts before 
hiseycs his numberlefs benefits, he re- 
quires from him due fervice , he threa- 
tens cobftoiGi him from Heaven , and 
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throw hitn into Hell for ever , if he be 
difobedieni:. But all in vain, what ever 
God either promifes , or menaces : Th^ 
Devil bears the Bell , and through mans 
wiifuiriefs is obeyed before God : Man 
deeming it more for his purpofe, to fol- 
low the enticements of Satan , then the 
commands of our Saviour : wherefore 
he relblutely breaks a funder all Bands 
which God hathimpofed upon him. 

Tell me now all you that wittingly run 
into fin , and conliitute the Devil youc 
Commander ; tell me what Hells, what 
Eternities. may fufficiently expiate this 
injury donexo God ? 

Heretofore God bitterly complained 
of this proceeding .• Thon hafi bmfl; my 
^^'^^'hondi^ andthoHfaldfi: IwUlnotferve. 
" Thiscomplaintisfutable teethe matter.' 
for this in reallity every one doth , who 
is rcfolved to fin ; he burfts his Bonds 
and faies ; I will not ferve. Hence may 
Satan infult or upbraid even Chrift our 
Lord : Behold how thou arc treated by 
thine own- thus men whom thou haft 
created , -love thee , thus they honour 
thee for whom. thou haft dyed ; and up- 
on whom thou bcftoweft thy felf with all 
thou haft. They k«ow well .what they 
mayexpeairomme, and yet -they ruo 
' ^ '- , , after 
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after me; they, fuffer themfelves to be 
iDveighled with a momentary pleafnre; I 
have them ready to ferve meat a beck ; 
they are not' ignorant that lath their 
fworn enemy, and for all that they love 
me, though Ldo but fobb them with 
vain hope of afhiall gain , Luft,or a (ha- 
dow of Honour, -fake notice i. how ma- 
ny of thefe march under my ftanderd. I 
was not buffeted fbr them, as thou was> 
Chrift, for thitie; I was not fGOurged , 
nor carried a Grofs , nor died on it as 
thou didft Chrift tor thine. Belides I do 
not promife therri Heaven ,' nor offer 
them Paradife* as thou doft , Chrift to 
thine, whom tho»inftru6fcedftwUh ad- 
monitions ,t«acheft with examples, ter- 
rifieft with threats, and' gujdeft with pre- 
Gfepts. But ail this isbobtlefs: they turn 
thcijdeafear tothee,and williDgly hear- 
ken to my fnggeftions. They choofera- 
thei: to fry in T^lames eternally ', then foe 
a moment to live in fubje6lion to thy 
Lawes. No wrong is done to them that 
are willing; they (hall perifti, becaufe 
they will perifti -• becaufe the^ abandon 
their Creatourv they ftiall have me for 
their Lord and: Matter,, to tyrannize o- 
ver them. . 

What have we to fay to thefe things, 

S3 my 
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my brethereti: faith St. CjfrUh ? Do y otf 
HOC by this time palpably perceive , O 
Mortals / how grear an affront this is to 
. God ? This then is that , which neither 
Hell fire nor eternity can fufficiently ex- 
piate. Wc bufy our felves uow and then 
with enquiring ; Why God puni(heth 
one deadly (in, which is committed in 
a moment, with flames eternal? Seve- 
ral anfwcrs are given to this queliion by 
Divines , amongft which fcarcc any one 
isfatisfa<ftory : Touching this point _wc 
(hall efalarge our felves in the enfiiing 
Chapter. However, he that would take 
pains to consider maturely , what we 
have already difcourfed ; would acknow- 
ledge, Idoubt not , that every heinous 
qrime muft needs be infinitely difplea- 
fibg to God ; and that the injury, which 
by fin redounds to his Soveraign Maje^ 
f)y,isfo (inexplicable , that ic can never 
by any torments be compleatly fatisfi- 
cd. 

The matter is apparent: By how 
much the. perfon offended is more no- 
ble and fublime ,fo much more grievous 
I is the offence. He that injures one c- 
quaho himfelf , is blame worthy; but 
much more is he that being ^ Profane 
pcr&D , is injurious to one in Holy Or- 
ders;

ders ; whether Ptieft, Bifbop , Arch-bi- 
(hop, or Cardinal ; and more yet , i f the 

garcy aEfronted be King , orEmperour, 
ut moft of all (ia the judgement of 
men) if he offer violence to the Popes 
Holinefs: thus the fault iricreafes , ac- 
cording as perfons wronged , arc of a 
higher rank. Hence in regard God, who 
is vilified, is of infinite Majcfty $ the of- 
fender is guilty of infinite malice. 

Wherefore the more clear knowledge 
one hath of the Deity, the more cxa<ftly 
he perceives and execrates the malice of 
iin. Certainly God hath fo much hatred 
for fin , that an eminent Divine of Sr, 
.DomMicksOrdtT pronounced this affer- 
don : It it mofi certain , that If all crea- 
tei itHderfiandings were joined In one^ and 
alltongHes werecombinedtogethfir., neither 
that HnderfianSng ynor this CQmhinatlonof 
tongues were able to comprehend fir declare 
the hatred God bears tovfordi fin. For fee- lud.Gr: 
ingGodis infinitely good, he hath infinite ?^^' ^* 
iovefor goednefsj and infinite hatred for ^^°^' 
malice. Whence it happens, that the^jj 'y* 
reward of that, and the punifhment of 
thisiseverlafting. Ihefe fhaUgolntofu-^^^^rf 
nifhment everlafiing : bf*t the jttfi tnf 
life everlafiing. 
For the deeper impr cflion of the great 
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hatred God hath againft-{in,Ietns con, 
" iiderjifyoupleafe, what penalty a juft 
jiidge has often infli6Ved upon crip 
cdme. The mind is mamfeli by its a- 
/^^ing, and Gods hatred' is declared by 
the execution of his juBice. s What pu- 
nijhment'l pray is that pf the Angels? 
'xWi/>r a ft upendipus Prodegy pt all 
■ beanty and cbmlinefs , Was with many 
millions of Angels thrown down head- 
long incothofe flameirig gulfs. What 
wickednefs trpW y6u , had they conr 
.trivcd ? Ohe proiid thought was 
their offencie. Alas / O God /alas / inuft 
iuch a multitude of Potentates , (m re- 
fpe^tofpne whereof a thoufarid Kings 
, are of fmajl account) be forever danr- 
' ned ? And have they no refpit al]ow;ed 
.for mercy, pennance , otthe recovery pf 
Grace ? Avail not all eterriit"^'be of force 
to wipe aw^y the giukof one proud 
" thought ? rtiay iaot infinite a*es fatisfy 
for one fole crime, which yva's comroitr 
iced in a mpmenc ? With good reafon 
' might God fay to the llebeltious Angel 
and his affociates : I could quite dertroy 
and a nnihilate you, but ypu fliall remain 
' "p my MajeHy , to the blefled Angels , 
and all mankind , a Prodigious wonder, 
"a fpedacle of vvickednefs , a mark of 
* ' " ' juflice^ 



juftice, and an eternal abyffe of my ftir^ 
towards you. 

Ifany one were fpe<Statour while the 
Sons of a thousand Kings and Empcrours 
were Jeheaded , he would figh and fay : 
Thi?Rbyal Progeny muft needs be guil- 
ty b^ forne execrable defign, that makes 
them all without mercy thus generally 
lofe their heads; it is wonder full above 
meafure , that noplace is left neither foe 
intirceflTion , number , birth , nor clc 
mency to plead for their delivery. The 
very fame we may Htise think, and ad- 
mire fo many Millions of Angels are 
thtbWn into eternal flaineif/Without afty 
hope of pardon, meird^^ ot f^our- ; and 
that nb' regard (hould be' had of their 
jtaciri'e, afhd Celeftial Origin , their ex- 
ceeding ^rfeat numbers ', nor the exienu* 
atibb of their faiilc, but' that altogether 
(hould bd involved as it w;rc in the 
hmt whirlwind, all condemned of High 
Treaffoti , and adjudged to everlaftitig 
death, 

■ Ah / my God , ah / how unfpeakable 
is the malice of fin, that fo highly pro- 
vokes the implacable wrath of God a- 
gaitirt it I and fo implacable, as not to be 
mitigated with any revolution of ages* 
pr any torments whatever? Hence all 
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hope of pardon is exil'd .• Thefe Rebels 
to God, (hallbsbaniftit Heaven for all 
eternity. Thctime of graceispali , no 
liberty raaf be expcded : all mterceffi- 
pois bootlefs, all Petiiioning is m yam. 
The whole biifinefs is concluded , the 
decree is fetled without revocation. 
Heretofore chey were betntiful Angels , 
now they are ugly Devils; herctotore 
they were ftic:nds of God, now as his 
fworn^enemies they (hall be tormented 
with fire everUaing. And what offence 
brought th^.mtothisfad Catattrophe? 
we told yon even now : One proud 
thoiight. O King of Nations/ who will 
jioEhandiniearofthee? ^ 

Here now let no one deceive him- 
fclf, and imagin the Tin of the Aogcis 
was of a Cat different rank from ihofe of 
pen. We may behold the like example 
inourfirft Patents , as in the Angels. 
Who together with their poftenty were 
deprived of Gods grace , robbed pf the 
garment of innocency,flmt out ofPara- 
dife» whence they were perpetually ba- 
niftir , and heard this iatal Centence pro- 
Bounced againftthem: Tou muft dje. 
Neither was it fufficient foe them to 
dye once, they were lyablcto eternal 
d^atb, which now began to domineec 
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over'immenfe multitudes of people; ye* 
even over all mankind , hadnoc the Son 
of God taken pitty of us , and become 
man to dye upon the Crofs for our re- 
demption. We had all bin loft, but that 
hevouchfafedtodye, who was immor- 
tal : for Original fin had already infedted 
the whole mafs o f mankind. What nov» 
Ipray was that horrible offence of ^- 
iam ? He tafted ot the forbidden Ap» 
pie. 

Alas.' Was the only biteing of ao 
Apple to be chattifed with fo many 
Tears, fo many Funerals ,fo many Cala- 
niicies > But wherefore do we com- 
plain ? This is the nature of fin : it is in- 
finitely difpleafing to God, itispunifbed 
with irSfinke paifas , and in concFufibn is 
never expiatedi God is wrath , when he 
is angry at fin. 

Take yet aaearer view of the deftrn- 
(ftion of mankind.' The whole yvorld 
ferved as a Tombi to bury all men in, 
by a deluge of waters • fcarce eight per- 
fonj^ being prefetvcd alive froiiDthat in- 
undation. What Was the caufeoffnch 
podigious mortality? Who tumbled 
into the ifigry waveifo many hundred 
chbufand men ? Sin, and efpecialfythai: 
pfXuft, Who confttm?d with file thofc 
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ifttately Cities of Gomorrah , So^n% , and 
the reft ? Sin, and chiefly Luft. Whoru- 
ined the City of the Sichlmita ? Sin, and 
■particularly that of Luft. Who Qew five 
and twenty thoufand Benjaraices , and 
iorcy thoufand Ifraelites in Battail f Sin, 
and principally that of Luft. Thus God 
proceeds, thus he vents his fpleena- 
^ainft all fin ; in this point he knows not 
£ovv to'diffemble. No fin efcapes yvith- 
ont puniibmcnt : for though many ob- 
:taih-.pardon , yet none goes free from 
chatiifetnent. ; 

■ Whatpunifhmencis that ofi!f<r/R.the 
Pcieft for his carclefnefs in correaing 
fcis Children ? what of 5rf«/for difobe- 
dience? Of Ddvid' for incontinence? 
Of Nahuchodomfvr for Pride ? Of >^»«- 
wof^ad, Saphtra for Avarice? What 
vengeance wai laid upon divers others 
fbt^iecmingly fmall faults? jichan^tot 
fleatingfoomtheTpQils-of the enemies, 
loftftasiife. That poor man, for gathc- 
ling ftieks onthc Sabbath, was floned to 
death.' ;G«./« for upholding the Ark from 
fallingv was ftrook fuddainly dead. The 
Piophet permitting himfelf at unaware? 
tobe deceived, was ftrapgled by :Jt:Lioni 
Thevlfrielites murmur againft Mojffirt 
and! its killed by ficjy Serpents, The 
, : Bethfa- 
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Bethfamitcs look upon the Ark lefs re- 
verently, and above fifty thoufand men 
are (lain. Boyes feoff at ElUetts, and ' 

forty two of them are torn in peicesby 
wild Bears. 

God doth not fpare offenders. Let ^^ 
Samaria perijhy (let the foul perijh) h- '^""^ 
caiifejhe hath fiirrednp her God to bitter-^^* 
nefs. If into a Sea of Honey one drop of 
Gall fell, and turned the whole Sea into- 
bitternefs, what would you fay of that 
gall ? you might rightly affirm .• it were 
unfpeakably , nay infinitely bitter. Of 
this nature is fin: The igoodnefs and 
mercy of God is infinitely fweet , like 
unto animmenfe Sea of Honey: Buc 
one deadly fin is of that bittetnefs , and 
contains.in it fo much Gall , as to turn 
God , who is a boundlefs Ocean of 
fwectnefs , into mcflr dreadful bitterncfs 
of wrath and indignation. This is aCfer- 
ted by Ofee : The Soul by fin hath flir- 
red up her God to bitternefs. Doth ftie, 
not therefore deferve to peri(h> God 
himfelf complains of this dealing'by the 
fame Prophet: Ephrat'm hath provakjfd 
me to wrath in his bitternefs^ St. Hierom 
expounds it thus : By his wlckednefs he 
nath made me bitter, who was moft 
fweet. €od therefore doth not ioitp 
the offender. I 
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■ I now leave off co admire the fayitig 
of holy M.- t feared all my workikporf- 
ittg thoH dldfi not fpare the offender, God 
is fo far from fpauing offenders , thac he 
punifhed moft feverely others fins in his 
own fon. Chrift's moft painful death 
manifeftly declares with what hatred 
God perfecutes fin. 

When a Medicine is prepared of li- 
quid Gold, Pearls, or Bezoar ftone, one 
may rcafonably affirm the Difeafe is 
dangerous , and life defperate : So we 
muft needs acknowledge the grietouf- 
nefs of fin was exceffive , which could 
not be taken away ,but by the blood of 
Chrift, which is of infinite value. Ae- 
knirviedge therefore O man (faith St. Ber- 
nard )ibow^y»rvi»«^ <«rff thofe rvoftfids i for 
whofe cure it was necejfarj Chrifi onr Lord 
fhottld be vpounded. 

Yea ChriR, when he went to be Cru- 
cified, forbad them weep for his wounds 
and death , that thofe tears might be 
(hed for fin , which was the canfc of 
fo ignominious a death. Chriftsteary 
alone were fufficient to wafh away fin: 
for if all the Anget« in Hfeaven affumed 
mens bodies , arid with tears bewailed 
one mortal fiti for manya|es, alltheic 
weeping wowW not be of lorce to Can- 
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ccl it, which only Chrifls bloody teats; 
would aboundantly expiate.

OUr fccond affertion if . ffe Ufeth 
all Gedt graciy that fins mortally. 
Any one mortal fin robs the Soul oF all 
Divine grace. There is nothing more 
amiable then a Soul adorned with Gods 
grace; nothing more ugly then a Sout 
without it, though it be defiled bur with 
one deadly fib. Sin is a mofivenemous 
Serpent , whofe fling is mortal, how 
ever his Poyfon feem to enter with de- 
light, p chat we might behold with-our 
eyes the deformity of fin , we ftioulcf fl/ 
« faft from it, ai< we now purfue it / finis 
more terrible and deformed , then the 
Devil. Lucifer a Prince amongfj Angels 
furpaffcd the reft in comelinefs, but all 
nis beauty was fo defaced with one fin, 
tbtnowheismoft ugly, flinking and 
ateadful to behold • his fole <afpea , a* 
many affirm, is able to bereave the Spc- 
6t«ourofhislifes 

Divine grace Js of foch value, thac 
wjemiy juftly pronounce, there if no' 
thiDg^itifbre preiibijs in all the worW. I 
qecfarcmyfclf. It maybe affirmed of 
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iiquid GqUJ , or of the water of life, thii 
one drop of cicher js more efttemablc? 
then a hundred veffels of the choyceft 
Wine. This fame may be patly applyed 
to Divine Grace.- the leaft degree of ic 
is far more pretious then all the favour 
of men, or all the worlds wealth besides. 
Imagine the World were all re-fined 
Gold ic were of no value in corapanfon 
of Divine Grace. Yet one iriorcalfia 
hath fuch oppofition with ic , that when 
fmis committed , ic leaves not one folc 
dram of grace in the foul.. 

What merit foever hath been coUc- 
acd for 'many years, onefole finde^, 
ftroyes in a moment. This is afferted 
by Eccl/(iafies .- He that (haU offend w 
onepmt, M lofe ntatty good things. lU- 
ny one had made himfelf acceptable ta 
God by thcpraaifeof all kinds ofVer- 
tuc, for fifty, for an hundred years fpaccj 
if any one had lead a ftrid life^ and fa* 
fted c^ery day with bread and water ; rf, 
anyone had girt his loins with an Iron 
Chain, whipped himfelf dayly , J^nd be 
flowed all he had in Almes; and aftcc 
all tbis,fhould commit one nnorta} 6p; 
he would lofe all the merits of.bisJiiW( 
paft,all the Grace of Giod, and p,f'*bp'*i

Pride 
brought them under the laQi ; jr.ead £- 
z,echielj and you may find Rapine chafli- 
fed, as well as Luxury by the Prophet 
/(;r/< teftimony. No place wants exam- 
ples of divine juftice : What mifery did 
fin IdvoIvc the Kings of Ifraelifl , what 
the Coricesv Sodomites r Bathm and 
-4^/rrf« with multitddes of the Jewiili 
race, and infinite others ? How many 
hundred thoufands how many millions 
of men hath fin bereaved of life by Fa- 
mine, Plague, Warr, Fire, Water, and 
other untimely means ? They h^veperi" 
Pfa. V'.ffjedfor their jfti^my. BecAHJe they that 
are mal'tgnOMt yfhall betafi out, 
. So ijnto all men death did pafs by fin^

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that life Is no beter then a continual 
death. This truth receives light from 
the rehearfal of fomc of thofe many in- 
flruments of death invented to take a- 
way life. Wherefore are Prifonsin the 
world ? wherefore have we flocks Pillo- 
ries , Shackles , Bolts , Halters, Racks , 
Scourges, Grid- irons. Wheels, Scorpi- 
ons, Frying-pans, Iron-combs, Gallows 
andfuch like provifion ? had not thefc 
abegining to revenge fin committed, 
or were they not found out by fuch as 
wererefolvedto do amifs by tyranni- 
sing over the innocent? I muft needs 
acknowledge the Variety of Punifti- 
ments to be great, but far greater is the 
di.verfity of crimes vvhieb deferve pu- 
ni(h,menr. Froteus never put on fo many 
feyei-al Ucqs ,.tov EmfedosUs changes, 
nor Pythagoras trafmigratipDS,norC/^<i/- 
deafis varieties, nor Evantlns ftiapes , as 
fin doth different forms and reprefenta- 
tions. •

which did never fin ; if I fay, (lie had fin- 
oed mortally , and had dyed, without 
due contrition, thou artfucha friend of 
JuDice , that her foul could never have 
arrived in Heaven, butmnfl hare been 
with us adjudged to hell. 

The nature of one mortal fin is won- 
derful to amazement. Pliny aidmires 
Silver , Gold and Brafs , feated up in a 
bag can be melted with Lightning ) and 
both feal and bag remain untouchr. 
Much more worthy admiration it is> 
that the foul can be fo murthercd by the 
fecrec adtnillion of one ^ieadly fin , «s 
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thereby to become a prey to eternal 
death without ever dying , or bcin<' de- 
ftroyed. ^ 

Sr. Chryfo^$me gives this prudent ad- !^°'*I' 
monition: 5m/.r.«, Be not chilfirenintol 
jottrundirltandtng. hut as to malice be- 
cjmelutle ones • for it is a childifh'fear ta 
jeAr death , ai children do who are afraid 
ofirlz^ards, and not of fire f which they ap^ 
flf their hand : after the fame manner 
we (fandtn feat; of death, which is but 4 
contemp^hU bHg-bear . md fear not fin ^ 
which indeed 9Hght to be feared. Becaule 
It robs u? of all Gods grace: makes us ly- 
able toaf! forts of miferies, and guilty of 
eternal Flames, Thus much concerDin^

SECT. 4. 

THe'fonrth aflertion ij: wha evet ^ 
fins mortally, lefeth Heaven for aH

as the heavens f who" will provide ras of 
Quills, which for number fliould equal 
the leaves of the trees ? Who will give 
me a Sea of Tnk, that I may wdte down 
the harms which proceed 'from mortal 
fin? yet this is no exaggaration , foe 
though there were fo many Qnils,fo 
much Parchment and Ink to.write with, 
ftill it would go beyond the art of man 
to fumm up what damage accrues to 
man by fin, fince it is eternal. 

Truth it fel( proclaims to the world r 
It vp ere good for him , if that man had, not M*cc/.<' 
hten born. Since God hath quire blotted 
but his image in Heaven , and that moft 
defervedly , in regard of that infinite 
atfronc offered to fo Soveraign a Majefty: 
which is fo much more notorious, by 
how much the^ good preferred before 
God isoflefs value. But all treaCure , 
delight and Honour are infinitely below 
God : therefore the wrong done to God 
isinfinite, and confequenrly the punifb- 
mcnt mutt be proportionable. 

Is not he much obleiged to the giver, 
who beftows on him gratis an hundred 
Marksin Gold ? Now our Tongue , or 
Eyes alorie , which^God hath freely gi- 
gen us , are infinitely mojre^ worth then 
athoafandM^rksinGoldrto fa^y no- 
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thing of our Soul and Body , which are 
far more eliimable then a thoufand 
worlds. 

Giles , one of St. Prancis his compa- 
nions , Catechifing an ignorant perfon , 
fa;d : A certain man wanted Hands , 
Feet and Eyes ; to whom one of his 
friends fpoke in this manner .• My friend 
W one fhould reliore thee borh Hands , 
Feet and Eyes , what requital wouldft 
thou make him? I would quoth he, 
become his fervant all thedayes of my 
life. Well then replyedG/Zw, who gave 
thee Hands, Feet, Eye* , Tongue, Ears, 
Soul and Body , together with the good 
thouinjoyertf God without doubt. If 
then thou wouldft be his fervant that 
only relWed fome few Limbs •, what is 
it meet thou fhould(t do for God, who 
gave thee all f Tell me now what a bafe 
part it is to oflfend him with thine eyes, 
that; beftowed them on thee ? or to af- 
JFront God by word or deed, who framed 
both tongue and hands for thee ? 

Hence arifeth in us an infinite obliga- 
tion to ferve God ; from which if we 
fwerveby tranfgreflTiQn , .bpth fault and 
punirhment mn( t needs , be infinite. Be 
Caiife ( afcgr^lfig to St. Bernard ) tvhat 
WMfjortin fip^g- or aftioft) was certainly 
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longln the fetled refolution of thetvtU, 
Now as he is Jf*fiiy eondemnedthat wilful- 
ly ferftfis in vice , foishe biame^worthy 
thatfirtves not to better hlmfelfin vertstc. 
In like manner, he who dies in fin, hath 
aliving death in eternal pain; wherein 
he murt abide for ever , that he may fuf- 
fer torment for ever, but never be con- 
fumed. 

Alas.' one merry moment of nimble 
winged time we preEer before treafurcs 
of glory and delights eternal • we Ipfe a 
needle , and arc forty for the lofs • Hea- 
aren is fnatcht from us , and we laugh at 
it. We know full well, that upon every 
greivous crime an happy, or wretched 
eternity depends : the privation of that, 
and pofleflfton of this is due to every 
great oflFence, Thus much we know* 
and yet fin boldly ; cfpecially while we 
are noc certain of one minute of life. 
For who I pray > after fin committed » 
tiath fo much as one fole moment fuce 
CO do pennance in ? Nevejthelefs in a 
bufinefs of huge confequence , andJuch 
extreme uneectainty , weexpofeourc- 
ternal weal to manifeft hazard of eternal 
wo : fo freely do we exchange everla- 
fling^lory for endlcfs tormfocs ; and 
in effc<a, fools as wc are , demonftrate 

our 
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our hatfecJ to Heaven : Pot Heaven he 
hates, who by contempt or carelefnefs 
incangles his fonl with fin. 

A Lacedemonian, hiQ^Plfttarch, made 
a vow to throw himlelf headlong from 
the Sufnmit of Lucas. But when he be- 
held the dreadful height of the Rock, 
hewasttrook with honour, and altered 
hispurpofe. Afterwards being upbrai- 
ded tor want of courage, he anfwered .• 
I did not imagine that ior performance 
of my vow 1 needed a greater vow. 
Who ever defigns to execute fome diff\« 
Guk exployr, niua take upon him a refo* 
lution futable to the exploit. But alas / 
what comparifon betwixt this precipe 
from a high Mountain , to caBing ones 
felf headlong frorri Heaven to Hell ? 
Howtherido fo mkriy thro«v tbejmfelves, 
dowrifrorn the fruition of bl'ifs, to thral- 
dome amorrgff Devils ? They (hut their 
eyes' ere they attempt to do fo , they 
confider not the infinite inalice of (in, 
nor themexplicabic winding of eter- 
nityV They joggioB towards Hell blind- 
folded. Rfe that, is not pteafed with 
his ovvri' blihdnefs , eridea^oors by all 
meaiis'poaibie to- efcape this do'wnfal j 
and chddfbs rather to undergo what 
ever hSppens, then tabs cafl intoilMt 
' " abiitc 
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abilTe whence there is no redemption. 

SECT. 5. 

OUr fifth v^ffertion Is ; fvho ever com' 
whs a mortal fwi throivs himf elf in- 
to Hell fire for tf^/f r. Fire everialUng is an 
unexplicable punifhment of fin. Were 
there no other mifchief in fin , this aflu- 
redly would be an abridgement of all 
evils. The reward of fin is death eter- 
nal. The foul that (hall ftn. the fame (hall E%cc]m. 
dye: the jafiice of the jufi (hall hettfon ch. 18. 
hinti and the impiety of the impom (hall 
be upon htm. Admirable is St. Auliins 
dtfcourfe : " How great a punifliment is ^f»J'49. 
**it , only to be deprived of the fight of , 
" God ? Such as h ave not taHed of that 
" fweetnefs, it they do not defire to fee 
*^ the face of God , let them at leaft be 
*♦ afraid of fire; thofe who are not irivi- 
" ted with reward, may be terrified with 
** torments. If what God ptomifeth 
*' feem to theeoffmall account , trem- ^ 
'* bleat what he threatens/The fweet- 
** nefs of h^sprefence is cflFered to thee, 
"and thou^art not changed, nor moved, ' 

-V nor figheft after , nor defireft it. Thou 
. *^fiill htjggeft thine own fins; and the ' ' 
<* delights of thy fleJiv : - Thou heapeft to 
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'' thy feif ftraw, and fire will come upon 
•• thee Fire will burn in h« "gnc. Thac 
•' fire will not be like thine , into which 
''notwuhltandingifthou were compel-

" Cher do any thing then tiiat.U he thac

' What trouble foever the Devil cau- 
feth in oar fouls , it is by means of fin. 
Hence our paffions rebel, and we arc 
molefted with fcar,fuCpicion, inconftaB- 
cy, sricf , anxiety , defpaic ; whereby 
man? foul is reduced by fin to refemblc 
Hell. There is no peace to thetmptotts; 
faith our Lord. ■ , _ .^ 

Such as abandon themfclvcs to hn , 
are loaden with fo many Chaiiis by the 
Devil., till at length yHh^^eir own 
weight they fink down into hell. While 
;hfey live they draw nearer to hell ; as a 
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great flonc tumbled from the fop of « 
Mountain . tumbles fo often , till in the 
end it lye in the bortome. In this man- 
ner, vvhile a notorious theifwenc up the 
ladder , the Hangman encouraged hitn 
faymg: You have but one ftcp further 
to^o; and fo he turned him off. In this 
manner little birds with others of the 
fame feacher fly again and again to take 
their food, till ac lart they are enfnarcd. 
In this manner Drunkards animate theic 
pot-companions ; this one cup and no 
more • This courfe they continue , till 
they drown each other in ftrong liquor. 
And the like method is obferved by fin- 
ners: In the begbning they think it 
much to commit one fin; by and by 
they double, redouble and multiply of- ,' 
fences, till they.come to hundreds. 

Thus he who at firfi finned privatel^f 
and with much balhfolnefs , by degree $ 
puts on a bold hce , and dares now a- 't 
confidently what ere whilfe he blofiht to 
think on. Thus the firft naughtinefs isi 
feldome acled alone , but drawes afte r \t . 
a long train of impurities. The bej /in- 
mgwas ind ed with one crime , t lien 
wo,.afterwards more , till in procef s ot 
lime the number encreafedalmoft al »ove 
pumber, Thus afprouc growes up into 
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a wood ; thus a drop fwells into an Oce- 
an • thus a fpauk becomes a fireof tWaC 
oreatnefs as iris not to be extingmftic 
for all eternity. ^ All thefe proceedings 
feive to recoropence fin.

What Executioner, what Tyrant con- 
tented not their cruelty with Malefa- 
ftors dying once , but after that would 
proceed to a fccond death? One death 
hath been fufficient to appeafc -moft 
barbarous Tyranny. Whereas iin ,more 
cruel then any Monfter, or Tyrant , is 
QOt glutted with marthering man once, 
but murthcrs him eternally. Whanyoa 
behold an Offender hurried to Executi- 
on .and his flelh pluckt off with hot 
Pincersj you iocthwith imagine his 
crimcs'WCtehaifioas , fince his punifh- 
ment is fo cxccflive : How grievous 
theamuftthacfiaultbe, which can ne- 
vetbe expiated vvith flames cteiroal? 

This point is often treated, thefe 
pains aretreqaeDCly deoonnced by God, 

and' 
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and yet we are backward in forbearing 
fin. Thefe paitioihrs we are affured of, 
and ftill hold an to violate divine Laws 
withcxttemp temerity. This fault wc 
know , dcfcrves to be eternally baniflic 
from Heaven, that crime makes it$ 
Adour punilhable with ^hq evcrlafling, 
both in foul and body ^ in 10 much , as 
fin may fcem to blow the Coals^ and to 
fubminifter Fuel for the duration of tor- 
ments. He that would ferioufly weigh 
what is here delivered, would he not 
bridle his unruly appetites ? would he 
Dot reftraio himfelf from iin.and tread s 
better path ? It is down rif hr madncf^ 
to choofe lather to petiHi jxhcn amencf 
ooeslife. 

,0 Mortals confidcr thefe things : thi^ 
matter is ^exceeding terious , and oi 
mighty coDfequcnce. Heaveais not pti^ 
chafed with doing nothing. 

All this nor withftanding men fin with 
as much frcedome and fecwrity , as if 
6od were ignorant of their ading : they 
go on as'boldly , as if God had not for- 
bidden them ; and offend as confidently 
asrhoDgh God did^nor look on while 
they.ofifend.' Wc adrnkeihefooliftincfs 
of £/»<«» who valued a diflyofPottage a-

We do not therefore wonder 
that by one fpirk entire Cities become 
defolate , but thai: the flames vtfere nd 
fooner extinguilhr. 

Id like manner, we do not gaifi-fty a- 
nyone that affirms our life to be but a 
moment; and indeed compared to E- 
ternityitfcarcelydefcrfes to be callect 
a mom'rnt. Now if you fay further, E- 
ternity depends on this moment, Ifhiir 
lotcofltradia you , becaufe I know , ati 
eternal reward is acquired with tempo- 
ralpains; for in cafe the labour were e- 
ternal, the recbmpence conid riot be 
)er|>etual. Neither fhalll conteft with 
my who avoucheth, everlafling joy may 
^ I obtained in ^he cwiakKng of an eye ;

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fincethisblelTingisnot due to our dc- 
ferts but to the merits o£ Chrift. 

This then is that which holds us in 
admiration; that eternal pijmftiment is 
frequently, incurred in a (hort time, in a 
moments fpace with one fole thought, 
A(^ions vcrtuoufly performed defervc 
an endlefs Crown , by reafon of our Sa- 
■viours merits, which arc of infinite va- 
lue : But how our fins fhould be of infi- 
nite malice , and confequently merit in- 
finite pain, this paffes our underftanding, 
this argument of Divinity we are not ca- 
pable of. For what malice I pray , lurks 
under the fweetnefs of a filthy Luft , m 
which ope freely lingers for an hour , or 
part of. an hour, or a minutes fpace i 
which may not for all eternity be fuffi- 
ciently expiated, even mflames eternal? 
This itis wcmetvail at , this altogether 
tranfcends our capacity. : 

Something in anfwer to this difhcul- 
• ty hath formerly been alledged ; yeti0 
regard jthe matter is weighty , and hard 
to be underftood , we (ball enlarge ont 
felvesin the.declarationofic,anduafoU 



SECT. 1. 

IN Chriftian Religion fevcral myfte- 
ries are contairied, which humane 
reafon is not able to comprehend: Of 
this nature we particularize five. 

The myftery of the bleff^ Trinity ; 
the Incarnation of Chrift ;the miracle of 
the Holy Eucharift j the refurre(aion of 
the dead, and eternity of torment. Now 
for asmuth asthefe points are hard to 
bdeive, therefore Divine Providence 
hith in a fingular maner confirmed them 
bf Scriptures , Councils and Miracles, 
Our talk in this place isto difcourfcof 
pains eternal, and why God , whpfe na- 
lure isto have mercy would have them 
eternal. 

Divinefib this point have gone'diffe- 
renc wayeg to anfwer the difficulty. 
Some fay, the Damned atwaies fiui 
therefore they are alwaies puni(hed, 
Whatinjoftice therefore isic fbr him to 
groan under pain, who petfcrycrs indo- 
iDginjury?

Who ever heaps fin upon fin till 
death, fins during his eternity fkt us 
call it fp).- Therefpre in Gods eternity 
he is mPft juftly puniQit. BPih truly and 
elegantly £i\d St Gregory : It is mdnlfefi, 
lib. Ai ttfidfertainheyotid comrottly th^t neither 
pial.44« ^b^ i/lejfedhave an end pf their joyes , nor 
the damned of their fttfferings. It is an 
Oracle of truth: And they ffoall go inta 
ftimfhntent everlafi^lng : hut thejufi inta 
life everlaftlng. Since therefore Chrift 
Matt.ijf jg true jp hjg piomifes , he cannot he o- 
therwife in his threats. If you demand, 
how can it be juft to piiniHi a fault with- 
out end, which had a fpeedy end when 
ii was a doing? The bleiTed BiiliopaD* 
fwers : " This mioht well be objeded, 
«* if, the .fevere Judge weighed only 
** deed?, and fiot the hearts of men.- for 
•* the wickqd therefore ^ had an end in 
«* finning jbecaufe they had an end in li- 
«* ving; (ince ,th^y_ were refolved , ific 
*' had beeam their power , to have lived 
«* alwaies , that they might alwaies have 
«* finned. It is apparent, thpydehre to 
«* live perpetually in fin; who while they 
.* livcjjieyer give over finning. Therc^ 
.Vfore It appertains cp the great jufticc 
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''of the judge, that they never wan^ 
"pain , who in this life would never be 
"without fault. 

Here I would by all means have this 
obferved : This circumHance goes alon", 
with fin , Not only to have finned ^but al" 
foto de/ire to fin yet more ' juftly is this 
defire punifhed with hell : becaufe God 
doth not only look upon fins commit- 
ted , but likewife the eagernefs and lon- 
ging to commit more : as will appear by 
this example. 

Imagine a man of thirty years old is 
adjudged to hell , becaufe he did not 
leave off fining : had he lived fifty i fix- 
ty,feventy years , he had continued fo 
long his finfiil courfe : Nay if he had li- : 
ved a hundred, a thoufand years, he had 
flill held on fining : Yea , if his life had 
been without end, fo likewife had been 
his fins. Seeing then his defire to fin 
was fo great, as to be even Eternal in de- 
fire, defervedly is his puniftimcnt eter- 
nal. Therefore as St. Grrg;»r7 inculcates; 
Let them never be without pain, who in 
this life wpuld never be without fault. 
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SECT. a-. 

Moreover the damned do not expir 
ace faults committed ; they do 
not lay afide that malice , which begun 
with phem during life : for they have not 
fo much grace of God as to repent. That 
which follower is moft dreadful, and 
unexpUcable : The damned are Xo de? 
prived of divine grate , that for eternity 
none of them will ever fay : Have mercy 
on me O God. : none of them (hall ever 
have that grace. In which perticular 
they refetiible much the Devils, from 
whom no torments what ever (hall be of 
force to fqueez thefe words : TFe have\ 
fimedffdre m. Hence one may rightly 
affirm : In Hell are only Devils , thalt 
is, moft obflinate and' defperate ene- 
mies of God; fuch as are not thedevilis 
alone, but like wife all the damiJed. 

Aiidiothis point the wicked man du-. 
ring life , and the damned in torments, 
are both a like •, neither of them being-T*.: 
ble with their own forces to recal theic 
foul from fin. In this cafe help from 
God is necefiary : which he never deniei 
while we live, albeit we lofe his Grace a 
thousand times : bt|t withal he gives u^ 
' " , this 
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this admonition ; Look to thy felf, lo, 
now I pardon this fault , which I fliall 
not alwaics do. I. forewarn thee, and 
covenant with thee ; while thv Soul is in 
the body, the gates of mercy ftand open 
for thee; enter in: but fdfoonas the 
foul is gone out of the body, thefe gates 
ftiallbccrofefhur. 

This proceeding of God is moft juft: 
Fprif the damned, while he lived , had 
asked pardbni ten, twenty , thirty thou- 
fand times , he might have obtained ir.'. 
But when death has once bereaved us of 
life ,icisinvainetohopc for any more 
pardon» help or grace.. 

God made this agreement with us, 
and added a thoufand admonitionsichac 
wediould notrejed grace when it was 
offered, nor mercy while vve might find 
it. But we refolved to embracejneitfaer, 
Grace is vaniftit , Metcy neglected , We 
had a mind to be miferable , we were 
determined to'perifti : Therefore if we , 
perifti , wc may thank our felves , wp cut 
our own throats, jand'refufcd to be 
friends of God, and fo by our own choice 
weneverfhallbe. \ * / 

Furthermore , wicked aftions are di- 
reAlyoppofite to good.* to choCe ever- 
lalUog pain is due , cq thefe eternal rer 

com- 
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cort^pence. For according to that'Max" 
ime of Phylofophy , the fame r-ule holds 
iii contraries. The perfeaion of beaa- 
ttide is to be happy without end : Then 
the accompUfhment of torments in Hell 
is to be mifcrable for eternity. Chrift 
clofes all his divine Sermons^ with this 
Matt.c.fentencer Andthefe^allgo into fmlfh- 
T-U menteverlftfwg.:. htit the jufi mte Ufe e- 
verlafiwg.Vot fo Sc.iW^ff.teftifies .Aisd 
ch. i6. ;> came to pafs , whenjefus had ended all 
thife words. Behold.our Lord concludes 
his exhortations with this claufe , of 
reward and pain everlafling.-he is equal- 
ly juft and merciful; whence he hath 
decreed to his friends joy , and to his 
enemies torment in the higheft degree.

Sci'Thomas the Prince of Divines a- 
youcheth ,^ that Sin is nothing elfe But an 
til humane aB.To every mo- tal fin he af- 
cribes a twofold malice ,The one,an ad 
differing from the rule of reafon: The o- 
ther,an injury done to God, by contem- 
ning him. Now this malice is no othec 
then a voluntary averfion from God, 
which defecves infinite pain , becaufe ic 
refufeth an infinite good.Certainly eve- 
ry mortal fin carries with ic a contempt 
of God, as will appear by this example. 

There IS a Law ena^ed under paiii of 
death in a City of fta/jt ; Let none weac 
Sword nor Daggar. Me that knows this 
Law, and yet will carry Sword and Dag- 
gar ; either contemns the Magiftrate, oc 
the Prince who made it. God in like 
manner has publiQied to the world : Lee 
none Steal, none Lye, bone commit A- 
dvkQvy,&c. Neverthelefs,what erec 
the Law fay, this man Steals in the fight 
of God, that Lyes , and the other com- 
mits Adultery, Is not'this to contemn 
God ? He that violates Cafars edi^:, fins 
agamft Caf^r ; andlie that defpifeth Di- 
vine 
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vine Laws, defpifcch GocT.Thisis tnani-

Hence comes to light that iofinice 
malice of fin : For by hovv much the 

, Majefty offended is greater, by fomueh 
is the offence more grievous. To affront 
a Noble man is grievous ; to offer an a- 
bufe to a Lord is more grievous'; and 
snore yet to injure an Earle : but much 
more a Prince» and moft of all a King or 
EttJperour. Thefe degrees arc obferved 
amongft men to lay open the nature of 
injuries offered. What injury is it then 
to contemn God, whp is a Law-giver of 
infiiiTte Majefty ? " 

.Whence it comes to pars, that the 
ioHoite malice of one mortal fin, thdugh 

^ in atj unclean thought only , wittingly 
Confcncedt©« cannot beCancelled by 
dny humane anions what ever. For if 
into one Scale of Divine juflice^all the 
merits of the moft glorious Virgin^Mo- 
ther, and all other Bleffed. were caft; 
fad into the other fide of the Ballance 
were put oae only mortal fin, this would 
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outweigh them all , fo as for this they 
would never be able to make duz fatis- 
failion. It is altogether dreadful toex- 
prefs, that all holy actions of all the juft 
are counterpoyfed by one tnortal fin. 
This notvyithftanding he will ceafe to 
a3mire , who knows how to frame 1 
right eftimate of God and his immenfe 
Majefty. It is an unfpcakablc temerity 
fora creature to contemn itsCreatonr. 
St. ^4ri^teftifies : He(haRhe gffilt J rf ci^^^ *;] 
an eternal fin,

SO great therefore, and infinite is the 
malice of one mortal (in , that alla^ 
of virtue joyned together cannot conn-, 
terballance it, unlefs the Soveraign 
judge be pleafed graciouQy to pardon ir» 
In which work Gods inexplicable Itbe- 
rallity appears; who pardons one mans 
fin a tboufand , and a thoufand times ; 
but under this conditi(M] , that he finno 
more, or if he do, that he do true pen- 
nance before be dye : which the iinoec 
often times diftcrs , and dyes indebted ; 
whereby heisguilty of an eternal fin. 
: Admirable to the. purpofe fpeakeSc 
Anftm ,» when Mxejf one it fut to death for 

fame 
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fdme heiHoHs crime , do the lawes efietJfs 
that (hortfface of his execution a [undent 
tumfhfftent , or rather hit remove aI for 
ever from the cnntfcuij of the living f War 
as the La^vet of this City cannot recalta 
life ■'ine that is lij/led : ko ntore can he that 
iscvidemneii-to the fecond death he recal- 
led CO eternal life, \i a Msgiltrace take a-^ 
way from an offcrnder a life ^ which he 
gave nor; may not God with more rea- 
fon do as much ? 

Seeing therefore the malice of a mor- 
tal fin is infinite , it delerves alfo infinite 
puniihrnent: : which forafmnch as it can- 
not be inflitted by way of intenfion (as 
Schools teach^ it is requifite it be dona 
by extenlion : that is , what fliarpnefsof 
torment was nor able to do , let length 
oftimerccompence. He will give fire, 
_ ,. . , andvforms into their jlefh j that they may 
c. i6 be hurnt ^Andntayfeelfor ever, 
vcr. 1 1, While we confider thefe things , mc* 
thinks we ftiould be fo difpofed , as they 
are, who being gnilty of frequent rob- 
beries> cannot behold others executed 
for the fame fault , as they deferve to 
be without fighing. It falls out fome* 
times that a perfon of good repute paftes 
by the Gallows, and fccrctly fobs within 
himfelf , while he ruminates thefe par- 
ticulars 



ticulars in his mind : Lo , thefe pooc ^ 
wretches which totter in the air, as a 
fcorato others > and tons an objedlof 
fadnefs , even after ^cath pay for faults 
committed in their lite. And what 
crimes they were hanged for ? fome of 
them perchance , if all their theivery- 
were put together , have not floln above 
ten or twelve (hillings: Whereas thou 
who haft purloined, fome thoufands of 
crowns, walks at thy liberty , clothed in 
Silk and Sattin; and art honourably 
treated by all, having perhaps beenin- 
flrumencalin their death, which thy felf 
deferved a hundred times mor6 then 
they; who filcht away trifles, and hang 
for them ; thou having carried away bags 
of Gold, and yet goeft fcot-free. Take 
heed: the Gods (faid the Ancients) 
tread upon Wooll with a flbw pace , buc 
in the end they recompenfe their flow- 
nefs wit;h (harpnefs of revenge. 

In this manner muft we emjrfoy our 
thoughts , when we meditate on hell : 
Alas/ bow many mortal fins have I 
committed, and yet feel nofmartof 
burning ? How many fry in thofe flames 
of Hell, and muft fry for ever , who ar« 
guilty of far fewer crimes then I ,and 
pcrhaps bad corrnnired b«t one deadly 

iin? 
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(in > The Sun of Gods bounty yet flsines 
upon me ; they, whofe fins were-neithet 
fo many nor gricYous , as mine, are bu- 
ried in eternal darknefs. Take heed : 
Gods vengeance creeps on with a flow, 
batfurc pace. Thou (iands upon a tickle 
point, and doft thou not tremble? a 
fmall matter will throw thee down ; al- 
beit thou haft kept footing long , yet a 
moment fervej to turn up thy heels : 
and then whither wilt thou fall ? An A- 
biffeandChaos of/ flames will bid thee 
welcome. Take heed: If thouftirupa 
finger, thou falleft ; one fmall Feavour, 
an Apoplexie , or Palfey ; one flendec. 
prick with a Rapier, or Piftol-bullet will 
fend thee packing into Eternity. If 
when thou falleft , thou be a friend of 
God , his Angels will bear thee up : If 
otherwife, the Devi Is' will fiiatch thee 
away , and hell fire will give thee cnter- 
tainmenr. , . . 

St. Igwu'm was of opinion th$t per- 
chance matiy were cofldemned to Hell 
for one fole mortal fin , cither of Perju- 
ry, defireof Revenge, fomeLacivicu^ 
thought, or forac other way iti thought, 
Woraor deed. - 

- We may here fetioufly refleft » that 

KKwy of the damned were men as well 

. : • 'v ' »- as 
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aswe, andamongft'chofemany ChriHi- 
ans , who by Sacraments and SermonSx 
by pious books and wholefome ad* 
mbnicions were induced to a vertuous 
life, which perhaps for ibme time they 
continued , even in great familiarity 
with God : but by degrees growing te- 
pid and remifs, they fell inco mortal fin, 
and fo by Gods juft judgement were 
condemned to eternal flames. 

O mbrrals, Set yettr hearts fcryes out

The ready way to C«- 
leHial delights, is indeed a pure intenti- 
on in all our anions: which we then 
fet footing on, when we perform our 
promifes, undertaken either in eminent 
dangers violent difeafes , or the Sacra- 
ment of Confertion ; and make that (bine 
in our a<liions , which feemcd fpecious io 
our cxprcflions.

The incredible hlindnefsof mmkindy 
and dreadful ^uj^dit-j , a& well in 
committing fins ^ as in con fide- 
ring the Eternity ofror'^ 
ment due to them* 

SECT. 1. 

WHat ever we deliver by word » 
or writing, whether we incul- 
cate the Predidlionsof the Prophets , oc 
the menaces or Oracles of Chrifl ,or the 
Writings of the Apoftles, our endeavours 
forthemolipart take fmall efFe<Sl: w« 
tiUke to the deaf, we call upon thofethac 
hear not,promifes and threats are com- 
monly rejefled with contempt. Yea al- 
though that moft fearful noyfe of Eter- 
nity, eternity eternity found in our cars, 
we are but little moved therewith. 

How often have we heard this Pro* 
damation? mare the children of Holy 
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enes; anci look for that llfcy whieh God mil 
frlve to them , that never change their 
'faith from him. Another life will fuc- 
ceed this , an eternal and ever bjiefled 
life, repkniftic with never ending and 
perpetual deKght. Have patience there- 
fore yet a while : Oar momentary and 
light tribHlatlonvforketh an eternalwetght 
cf glory in us.. We fhall one day remem- 
ber with joy .» what we now have diffi- 
culty to endure. W hatfoever fufiferings 
therefore occur ,bear them , Jn all Pati- 
ence and longanimity , with joy gl'ving 
thankj to God. 

Thefe and nriany other particulars are 
much inculcated to little purpofe, 
whereunto fcarce any other anfwer is 
8. returned , but that of the Jews : Com'* 
mand, recofnmand ; command recom- 
raand, expeft, re-expe6i: : expeft, re-ex- 
pe6l : Whatever oefals us hereafter, 
wewill-glnc our Eyes and Hands with 
things prefent, pleafure draws us too 
and fro , in which tis hard to obferve a 
mean. Our appetite muft be fatisfied, 
though it cofl us never fo dear. God is 
good and merciful , who will, eafily par- 
don fuch asoffend him. 

With thefe charms they ftrive to flop 
your mcuth : but , O miferable, and 
^ ' blind 
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blind mortals / do you not know thefe 
pleafures , you thirft after , are forbid- 
den? doth not your own Confcicnce 
Preach this Dod^rine to you ? doth not 
reafon diffwade you ? do not Gods 
Laws command the contrary ? Te)I me, 
I pray , do yon not beleive all the plea- 
fure this world affords, how lafiicg foe- 
vej: it be, lafls but a moment, withers in 
a trice, and ends in eternal forrow ? All 
Eternity of this world compared to true 
Eternity is but a rainute , a point , and 
lefs then nothing. But do you confider, 
or give credit co thefe things? If you 
will be known by the name of Chrifli- 
jins, you muft both think on and beleive 
them. If you acknowledge mans con- 
dition to be fuch, that we are unmindful 
of eternal , and eagerly purfue things 
prefenc ; which is the caufe why you 
have fo many fears , are fo gricvoufly 
wounded , and drowned in the fink of 
Vice. I (hall own your Confeffionas 
good, in cafe it be accompanied with a- 
raendmentof life. 
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SECT. 2. 

Give me leave to propofe yet ano- 
ther queftion* Do yon beleive 
thefc Vices which are fo familiar with 
you, are panifht ecernally by God ? We 
do beleive it , fay they. Why then are 
you both f o forgetful and bold , as to 
tread under foot fo confidently the laws 
of God ? infomuch as neither fear of 
chaftifcment, nor dread of hell, nor hor- 
rour of everlafting fire, nor love of Hea- 
ven 3 ate able to reftrain you from fin. 
From want of this fear proceeds your 
debaucht life, your impatience in adver- 
ficy, your forgetfulnefs of Hell in prof- 
perity, and that miilcltiide of vices which 
enfnare you. Indeed Eternity hath no 
place in your thoughts , which thongh 
you beleive, you do not confider it with 

Jeremy attention, "there Is none that cinfidereth 

^^'^^' in the heart. 

Eternity is frequently in our mouth , 
feldome in our heart. Admonitions 
concerning Eternity knock at our Ears, 
but are not adaiitted to enter. Scarce 
any one weighs attentively the Secrets 
ofeterfiity. Now and then perchance 
we have fome thoughts of thofe endlefs 

wind* 
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windings of eternity , but they quick* 
ly vanilh : we fometimes read whato" 
thershave written of eternity , but we 
foon forget it : we hear in Sermons of 
that bottomlefs Gulf of Eternity, but 
even that too, ftayesnot long with us : 
a croud of other thoughts (iifle in ouc 
minds thofe wholefome confiderationj. 
So eternity ere it be well entred into ouc 
fouls, is overwhelmed with pernicio^p 
defires .- whence all the blandifhrncDts 
oi our former impurities creep into ouc 
hearts, and nettle there, as before. Thus 
our Faith which we boaft of , is a drowfy 
or indeed a dead faith. 

Michael Mercatm the elder (as Bard" 
mas relates from perfons of undoubf- ^**"'* ^* 
ed credit j entered into a league of ipti- '""f 
mate friendfhip with Af4r/;//«j F/V/W, 
a man of an excellent capacity ; this tye 
was fafter knit together by their joync 
applycation to the ftudy of Phylofophy, 
Both of them were well read inP/^f^. 
Whence it came topafs , that they en- 
gaged in a difpute amongft themfclvej, 
what was the ftate of man after death f 
whither his foul went ? what femblance 
belonged to matters in the next world ? 
All which they refolved firft to deduce 
put of P/<<r<?V principles , and aftci wards 

to 



to eftablifh according to the tenets of 
ChriBianity. When chey had long de- 
bated the bufinefs , they came at length 
tothis agreemencjthat they (hould Qiake 
hands and promifeeach other, that whe- 
ther dyed ficft, ikould (if God were fo 
pkafed ) faithfully inform the furviver 
ho,v the cafe flood in the next life. This 
ivas their covenant, to which they mu- 
ojally confented and confirmed it by 
cRth. In procefs of time they we«re fo 
parted, as that they fetled their habita- 
tion in different Cities. Which done, 
Michael Mercatm being early one mor- 
ning bufiy at his fludy of Phiiofophy >

MercAtni2^^ox\\Qnz 
with this unexpedcd apparition, was

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folicltous to know, what was become of 
his MarfiUui, After a while he under- 
flood Marfilm was dead at Florence thai: 
very hour , wherein he both heard and 
faw him at hi? own houfe. From that 
time forward Mercatus , though other- 
v,?ife a man of an i-piight life,and appro- 
ved imegrit*; , took his leave of Pfiilofo- 
phy ann reTolved ro adhere more exa6lfy 
totl>= !^in 'plesofa better Philofo.pb^ 
taug'f ^-, (hri'lian Religion. Where- 
upon xing c\z^i] to himfelf and die 
world , he bePowed the remainder of 
his life upor. things to come, and medi- 
tated every day upon eternity. 

SECT. 3. 

'A N attentive meditation on cterm- 
jf\ry > is the beginmfigof a better life. 
Vertue is commended but coldly where 
love of eternal life is wanting. The road 
is fmooth and eafy to hell , whettthe 
mind is not dayly employed with the 
confidcration of a blefled ,or damned e- 
tcrnity. 

Thcfe things we both know and be- 
leive, and yet we loyter , and n^Ic<5^ 
o»r ehiefeft good* Tis true , you may 
hear foroc fay j O^Eternity/ 3uc id the 

interitH 
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iflterimthey cheerfully lay Caft hcA^ f 
a full cup , and caroufe fo long , till the 
liqnor damm at ihe top of their throat 
Now and then with a deep figh wc 
breath out Eternity , and in the mean 
while our heart fwimms In impure and 
Ucivious thoughts ; it digefts fecret luft, 
ttid by hidden contrivances ftcals away 
it felf from God. We runinquea after 
the treaiures of Heaven , b«t ceafe not 
to fmile upon money, which is the fcum 
of the earth, and privately offer facrifice 
toMamma,t. We make a (hew, as If we 
were afraid of flames eternal , and yet 
hold on to kindle in our own boforas 
thccoalsofwrath and envy. We gree- 
dily cxpcaeverUmng tepofe, but liill 
continue out (loathful courfcs ; as if we 
meant to make a bufinei's of idlenefs, and 
when induftty is required to falter m the 

yeryonfet. «-•!.. 

O we men, who do not offer violence 
to Heaven / But rather, O we blind men, 
who choofe rather to erre in the broad 
ftod fmooth way, then to go right in the 
rough and narrow .'

Our rcfolutions and purpofes are like 
to the feeble endeavours of one Sick: 
who now and then raifeth himfelfup^ 
crawls off his bed, and attempting togo,^ 
points his foot to the ground, and ftrive^ 
to walk; but by and by for want of 
flrength falls upon his bed again.- hi« 
Thighes and Legs are far too weak to 
bear the weight of his body .• he would 
fain take a turn but is not able. Not 
much unlike ate our endcavours'j wo 
defign great matters , we attempt many 
things, we refolve to become Saints, wc 
fcem to hate a will to do gallantly. Buc 
ihefe attempts are frivelous without 
ftrength , we want alacrity of fpiric , wc 
Unguiftiinanour ai^ions. Whence we 
willingly flide back into our former vi., 
ces, which we only intermitted for s 
time 'but did not quite abandon, Thuf 
we fall down again upon our bed , which 
we were about to leave , and are over*

bits, 

O firange blindneis of mankind,, 
which with an Ocean of tears may not 
be fufficiently deplored/ the Pulpit in 
every Church rings with Eternity, Eter- 
nity, Eternity : and yet we are drawn 
away with pleafures pr^fent , fuch a de- 
fire we have of our own Perdition.

MUch after the fame manner as we 
hear Sermons and neglect them, 
which come in at one ear , and pafs out 
at the other ; fo we run over fpiricual 
books, from which we draw no profit, 
but prefently forget what we read : Out 
offightoutof mind. Inculcate Eterni- 
ty as often as you will , we are refolved 
to fpin out the thread we have begun • 
we approve of good things , but follow 
Worfcf; we put onPiety , and quickly 
throw it off again; as if vye were ftill 
Blinded to flick in the famernnd.

Do all things fall out 
crofs and trouble you ? it will not al- 
waies be fo , Heaven promifeth you 
foraething better , which a little pati- 
ence will put you in poffeflion of. Do 
matters go well on with you , doth all 
fuccecd to your mind? Put no confi- 
dence in that fuccefs, nothing is perma- 
nent in this world .- all things ebb and 
flow in their feveral feafons. Eternity 
flill remains the fame, it is only Eterni- 
ty which admits no change. 

Thefc things we deliver by word and 
writing , thefe things we reprefenc unco 
you with v.uiety ot Piftures. But who 
gives them leave to take impreffion in 
his heart? Who underftands thefe 
points aright ? who groundedly flrives 
tobeleivechem? O therefore oncea- 
gain blind mortals, who thenaiStmoft 
carelefly, when the great bufinefs of E- 
ternityisin agitation, when our eter- 
nal welfare lies at (lake. 

Leivii of Granada , famous for Lear- 
ning and Religion , gives an account of

Two intimate friends ^ qnorK 
he, there'were; you may call one of 
them Ihefens , the orh^r Ptrlthotts , 
which were almofl: asone^Sotilin rvvo 
Bodies.

life; both loved each other fo tenderly, 
and were fo agreed amongll themfelves , 
as that they deftred nothing rridre then 
to dy together. But Death croft their 
agreement . and diflblved their amity , 
by difpacching one our of this life before 
the other. However all their familiari- 
ty could nor be extinil by death : For 
iot long after they were parted, fie tibac 
was dead appeared to his furviveing 
friend , both in habit and countenance: 
eompofed tofadnefs, as if he meant- he 
fhould ask himfome queHiofi." Acfirft 
the living man was almoO dead wich 
fear , to fee his friend fo unexpectedly

greedily : for a penny (ometimet there is 
foul contention /for a vain thing And flight 
promife , men ceafe not to toy I day and 
night: Who is fo vigorous and active 
in pecfuic of Heayen ? How many are noc 
fanlible of their watching aH night, when 
t^ey ^re Qarncing , Dancing or Carou- 
ling? Who watches fo cheerfully for 
the fervice of Chrirt, for Heaven , for e- 
verlafting reward ?

Exceeding great is the difference be- 
tween a real and painted fire, which ne- 
verthelefs appear fometimes much alike:

Good Lord / how unlike 
are, they? fince betwixt a thing finite 
and infinite there is no proportion. 

Tis likewife certain , which many 
C^riftiansfi^y > they do not ferioufly be-

ther life. The faying of our lord points 
out this truth : The Son of man coming., 
fhall he find^ troxvycu. Faith in the earth } 
It may be as truly affirmed of others , 
that either never, or Celdome do they, 
think on the pains of Hell ; and when 
they do lend a thought to this matter, 
they do .not ftay upon , nor attentively 
confider,or imprint thefe fad paflages iti 
their imagination : but if it chance ihcy 
fix their cogitations upon thisfubje<3: > 
that wholefome flame is quickly extin- 
guiflied witlv a world'iofcares a and 
worldly bufiioefs; and fo both Deaf and 
Dumb they go down inta HclL* For all 
that go thither are Deaf and Dumb , like- 
that.

Perfumes and pretious Oyntmcntg 
have been prejudicial and deftruaive to 
many, Muieajfes King of Tf*My*s faught 
againflhis Son J,mida for the recovety 
ofhisKingdomc , but being worfled in 
the encounter ,and feeking by flight to 
ftvc himfelf, all befmcared with blood 
and duft was difcovered by his perfumes 
and brought into Captivity: where his 
fon with a hot penknife cut out both the 
Apples of his Eyes and blinded him. 

A young Gallant richly annoynted , 
went to render thanks to P^efpatia?t the 
Emperour for a curtefy he had lately 
done him.

your flea-bitings , as if they were unfup- 
portablc evils. Here indeed is a recep- 
tacle of allrwiferie? ; a forge of lamenta- 
tioiJ. Who ever thou be , which travel- 
left yet upon the way; take heed thou 
fo order thy journey, that this place of 
tormcptsfeiyethc? pot for a perpetu^ 
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The Eighth Jerment is Difpahr, 

THis world we live in is repleniflic 
with many affliftions , yet in pro- 
cefs of time all of them meet with an 
end. Such as are oppreft with poverty , 
I fee find an end of it : fuch as are afper- 
fed with flanders, are cleared of them in 
the end : fuchas arc fick » are in the end 
delivered of their malady. On this fide 
I behold ftripes, racks, and other engines 
prepared to torture ; on that , blood- 
thirfty enemies, proud Citizens , gripe- 
ing Landlords ; but I likewife behold 
the ftrokc of death brings all thofe to 
nothing *and frees thefe from barbarous 
ufage. 

But. in thofe fiery Gulfs where Devils 
abid^ , I contemplate many horrid and 
uHCXplicable torments ; yet I canpot e- 
fpy any end of them^no, there is no end 
at all to be found. Death is the beft in- 
vention of nature , death ends all , it re- 
lieves fome, by others it is defired ,and 
deferves better of none , then of thofe 
to whom it comes before it be fent for. 
Death fets flaves at liberty, eveoagainft 
their maflers will , death unchains Cap- 
lives, and Ipofes Prifoncrs; death is a 
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prefent remeay^againft all in;nrieso£this 
life. But alas/ there is none of this in 
hell, I take a view of all their lurking 
holes, yet can efpy no death at all : un- 
lefs it be chat living death , which in- 
cefTantly renews its own pangs. As in 
hell there is no end of forrow,fo is there 
none of dyin?,. The Damned them- 
felves as Dioniftus notes j caft up their 
own reckoning .- ^fter ten thoHfa>jdy ears 
are gone ^ an hundred thonfand more mil 
€ome ; and after them oa many millions 
AS there are Sands in the Sea, orftars in the 
Firmament. And vfhen thofe long revo- 
niundi, ltit'i0HS of ages are over , as if -we hadfafe* 
red nothittg at ally vee (hall hegin to fi*ffer 
ft new :fo jvithottt ceaftng , end^ or meafure 
the wheel of our torments mil be ferfetu- 
ally rotvled about. 

Hence will cnfue moft piercing de- 
fpair, to the moft cruel torture both of 
Memory , Underftanding and Will, 
What ever their memory reprefents un- 
to them, wilt afflld them; what ever 
their underftanding thinks on , will re- 
dound to their torment ; their very will 
will be aBonifht at its own obftinacy , 
for it can never will what God wills; 
and fo fhall ever find within itfelf a tor- 
jture of its o.'/vn malice, Hov? dreadful a 

thing 
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thhig is it to know £or certain, they (hall 
have God for their eternal foe, they fliall 
never efcape his fevere hand, they (hall 
for ever be trampled under his feet/ 
Hence will arife in them a coniinual and 
moft defperatc fury , and an implacable 
hatred of God. All grief mil rttjh in ttp- J°^' ^•l 
on them. All evil will be thrown upon 
their guilty heads, 

O ye wretched new inhabitants of 
Ihe night, your delights are gone,and to 
fpeak with St John Apofile ; The Apples . « 
tfthe de/ire ofyoHrSoul are departedfrom ^°' ' 
yoH and all fat and goodly things are peri' 
fhedfromyoH, Now only defpair is left, 
all hope is quite vaniflit away. You 
fhall call upon death , and it will not 
come : you are now entred rhat Dunge- 
on, whence no death will ever fee you 
fr«e. You have now nothing left you 
but only defpair. You may remcmbec 
how greedily like Bears, you fought af- 
ter the honey of pleafure : the honey is 
paft, but the Bees fting remains with 
you, and will do for eternity : fo as now 
you have nothing left but defpair. This 
it was you looked for , after an hundred, 
a thoufind admonitions to chccontrary : 
you haye found what you looked for,

Ec all Angels make ufe of their 

-toflgues , and they (hall never fuffi- 

ciemly declare that eternity of torments 
in Hell , For What I pray is Hell ? An 
extteam,aneverlaRingt6rmentwithoLic 
intermiflGioD. The eight foregoing pains, 
albeit moft grievous, yet would they be 
■very tollerable » if they were but to be 
endured for many thoufands of years. 
But in regard they are eternal, out alas / 
they are unexplicablc , and thereby be- 
come more unfufferablc , although they 
muft be for ever fuffered. Iconfider, faies 
an ancient Divine , a thottjdndyears , / 
Doin?i. ^"'^f^^ ** thoufAfid thoufAndy I tonftderfa 
quadra. ff^»y thonfand years M frmentt , or Ml- 
' ttHtes have pa fed from the vforlds CreatioH 
to its esnfftmmattM 9 and jet I have no- 
thing of eternity, Thq (hali Ubottv for e~ 
ver, and (hall live yet uttto^ the end, 
PfaI.4S, This eternity of pains is a fiogular tor- 
ment .• For the damned do not only en- 
dure their prefeflt torture, but fince they 
are certain of its perpetual continuance, 
they undergoe in a manner the im- 
I menfe and ineflimablc burden of Eter- 

I , - oity oyer and over j yea they foffer now, 
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what they muft for all eternity endure; 

JFor thisreafoij many Saints condem- 
ned themfelves to aufterity of life, whife 
they lived, that they might efcape that 
eternity of pains. The meditation of 
eternity intoxicates like new Wine, 
Moft Saints have done through the con- 
sideration of eternity, what others might 
cenfure, as mad pranks of men in drink. 
Some perchance might fay of them.- 
That thefe are full of new n'ine. They 
were fp indeed , but it was of that wine ^^^ 
which they drew out of the Cellar of e- 
ternity. How many of them retired in- 
to the defart, how many rowled their 
bodies on brambles and thorns j bow 
many leaped into Frozen Lakes , how 
many tumbled their naked bodies in 
Snow , how many had the courage to 
jump intoflamcs of fire, that they might 
efchcw fin, the feminary of a doleful c- 
ternity ? It was the joynt defire of them 
all : ^trottennefs enter in my Bones ^ ^d 
frf^fff under me , that I may reft in the ^^b 
day oftribulatioH, And to fay the truth, 
it is better to dye a thoufand times, it is 
better to'be flaughtered a thoufand and 
t thoufand times more, thento become 
a prey to eternal death. He muft either 
beabriiitccw a Sonc, whom Eternity 

doth' 
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doth not reclaim from his bad courfe*. 

Some years ago in W landers , Bretran- 
dtu foa CO Cmrntltusy was a yong man fo 
violent croublefome , vicious and addi- 
aed CO quarrelling cliatallthe Cicyo- 
ver he was called, The K.tngef Tttrmoyls; 
befides he was much given co drinking 
matches, Gameing and dancing. One 
night next before A[h-rpedtitfday , while 
he was Feafting, Dancing and Reveling., 
God touched him to the quick with a 
glimpfe of eternity, whereat he with- 
drew himfelf from company under pre- 
tence to take frefh air. By and by his 
comerades look after him, and find 
him >enfive, and abforpt with othec 
thoughts. They befought himcourte- 
oufly he would caft away care and return 
to rhe dancing • or if he would rather to 
<ingage in caroufing fome new iiealths , 
he had now taken frc(h air enough. Not- 
withftanding his thoughts are now fo 
fafc embarked in the confideration of 
i)each, Judgement and Eternitjj ; that 
albeit in the begining they conceived he 
was but in jeft , yet fo foon as they per- 
ceived he was in good earned, and heard 
him difcoarfe with much refolution, 
they wereexceedingly amazed. In fiiic 
he concluded his difcoarfe m«h thefe 
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^ords : Idrn determined my tumpitnlons^^ 
heneefarth t9 become antther m4n, ta ibftmti 
from thefe tojes , to reform mj mlfdemea^ 
ft»nrs,and to live like a ChrlfiUn. And trttty 
if the wife , hereafter I mn/l- let fafs no oc 
eafiott , that msy conduce to fave my foul. 
In my opinion it is not too late to do, well • 
though I am very forry £ began nofooner , 
being I am now fully convinced jthefejleotin^ 
fleaptreiare attended by am entire etermity. 
This is my rtfolmtion. As for jot* I wi^ jot* 
may hokjfell to your orvn fesurity, 

^ After he had ended his fpeech , he took 
his leave of them, and left them aftonidic 
with this fuddain change j amongft whom 
fome were pet fwaded to lead a better life : 
and all that knew the mans violent dif- 
pofition were ftrook with admiration. 
About that time it fell out opportunely , 
Eletitheripts Pontaatis Atenenas aPrieftof 
the Society of Jefus, came into thofe parts, 
and being acquainted with Betrandfu, was 
entertained at his houfe.

To- know that a wretched eternity Ce- 
pends on every mortal fin, and yet to fin 
orievoufly isan argument ofextream mad- 
nefs. Eternal fire is an Epitome of all cha- 
fiifements. 

All which is excellently concht in an o- 
T-b deration by St. Bernard: i^hat gr]ef{\'i^ii\-i 
anima he) whatforn^, rthdt lajntntation will then 
c. 3, h. ivhen the mcked [hall befefarated from 
tkeSocittjof Sitlnts, a^dfrom thefiihtof 
God ; and betng df liver ed over im the few- 
er of Devils , P^all go with them l^to fre e- 
verUjiwg, and there muji continue for ever 
in ferfetual foh a^dmotirmfjg ? F«r being 
exiled frem the biffed Comtry ofFaradlfey 
thsjfhnilhe eternally termented In hell , they 
jhall never heboid the face of God, theyjhall 
never enjoy any eafe , ' bttt^halifar thoitjand 
thfftifands of years be there fttnlfioed , ^nthotit 
ever being delivered thence. Where neither 
the torturer is at any time we dry ..nor the tor- 
tttred ever dyes, Hecauft the fre In that 
flac€foconfMmfs,Mh(lillh(p them alive:

There (halt be fain Intollerable, 
horrible fear, andfitnk. Incomparable y death 
both of foul and body, wihhottt hope either of 
pardon or mercy. And yet (hall they fo dje as 
that they (hall alwales live ; and fo live -as 
that they fhall ever dyel Thtts the foal of a 
[inner is either in hell tormented for' fins ,, 
or for gjod works tlaced In Paradife. Now 
therefore let us cheofeone of the two , either 
to be for ever tormented with the wicked , or 
torejoyce with Saints perpetual ly. For good 
andevll , life and death are fet before m^ 
that wemay fl-iretch foythour hand to which 
we choofe. If pains do not terrify us , atleafi 
let rewards tnvlte us'. ^ 

; Thsfe things We are ton^t by l^aM}, 
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which yet (as we declaied before ) we ei- 
ther perjnit to degenerate into dro^fipefs 
apd (loath, or wholly to perifb. 

Pettr BaroftM , Bifhop of T4ik*(t, re- 
countSjhow a certain iiian,famous tor lear-r 
ning . appeared after death to one of his 
intimate friends , and fpoke to him in this 
manner .• At thehattrafDtath in matters of 
Faith I vfos (hamefullj deceived by the De- 
vil , In which cmdition death fomd me, C4r - 
ried me away , arid prefcnted me to the )adgi: 
hyvfhom I vtas ctmpeatid^d tod* fart into 
flames, fVhich though they he exeejfwe, yet 
fljould I deem them tolUrabU , if after a 
thonfand thouf and years they tvere to have 
an t»d. But they are eternal , and fo (harp, as 
the like rtas never feett in this world, A^cttr- 
fed be that kpovfledxf, whifh threw me head- 
long into fo great mtfery. After he had fpo- 
kenchushcdifappeared,buthis fnrviveing 
friend afionifbt at the relation , and cfpe- 
ciallyftrook with his friends eternal dam- 
nation, confiilted with his beft friends 
what advice were moft profitable for him 
in this cafe. He became a new man, and 

dyedholily.

But alas / how great want of confidera- 
tion is to be fotiod annongft men.how great 
blindnefs / we wrangle for a halfpenny, and 
make a laughter and jeft on'c to lofe Hea- 
ven, Thus we are infedted with theordina^ 
ry contagion of madnefs, and takepleafure 
to perifh for company. Bofi thou not blufh

A certain man fas lahn Mofcus relates) 
czvaz to Alexander y a venerable perfon j

hecaufe the Hnpleafant fttuation of it is irl^ 
fome to me. To whom the good old man

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, ; the joyes of heaven, or the pains' of hell : for if 
jondidferimfly weigh thefe things in your 
■ mind, beleive me yon woidd find no fault rtith 
yotir old habitation. 

This was an Oracle of truth : for who ever 
meditates attentively on heaven or hell, either 
is not fenfible of difficulty . though zever fo 
great ; or if he be , fn maizes hiJ^benefit of it, 
and IS mofi ready to undergo greater harufhipi, 
fo he may avoid eternal pains. 

Ofthisterriper svas Abbot Olympius (,<; 
ClymacuszdAiRcs) who being asked hovvh-- 
could abide 10 live infuch a Cave , how 'ne 
could endure fuch excedlve heats, or pafs fo 
many daies arnonga whole rwarms of greets 
and flies ? he returned this anfwer : l7r'f^r 
thefe things willingly, that I may be freed from 
future torments : I am content to be bitten with 
gnats , becaufe I am afraid of the worm that 
never dyes: he at is welcome to me, in reo^rd I 
ft and lyi fear, of fire everlafiing : for th'ofe fnf- 
fenngspafs awayivith time , and will cfJckly 
have an end, but thefe are without end and 
continue for eternity. 

fFherefare thefe things deferve our dayly 
confideration, and ought to be ruminated when 
our thoughts are mofi aUlve. As Phyllchis 
taken b.y way of prevention, even when the bo'- 
dy sswel/rn heahh : fo likjmfe ^uft our foul 
t^n^epared wuh thefe conliderations to with- 
(tmdvice. I confefs thefe thought^ arefer^c,.
